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COLLISION BETWEEN THE 
BRITISH AND CHINESE 
AT SWATOW. - 


_ The following was the first announce- 
ment which appeared of this affair :— 
By the arrival of the Gunboat Leven, 
we learn that an engagement has taken 
place at the scene of the outbreak near 
Swatow. It appears that the force under 
Commodore Jones landed at daylight 
on Jan., 29th Friday, having pulled 
up the creek in boats. Upor land- 
ing they were met by a brisk fire 
from the bushés which were swarm- 
ing with villagers, who had turned 
out in large numbers with muskets, pikes 
and banners in a most formidable 
style. But this did not last long. A 
few rounds of the Snider rifle sent dis- 
may amongst their ranks, and they beat 
a retreat to the first village. The first 
village was then fired by the British 
force, and razed to the ground ; and the 
Commodore, following up the retreating 
rabble, set fire to and burned seriatim 
the three or four villages the inhabitants 
of which had been most objectionably 
prominent in the regent insult to the 
British 
Although the operations at Swatow- 
were scarcely of so serious a nature 
as to justify their being compared with 
many of tho naval services of which 
China has been the theatre, their political 
importance is considerable. At a com- 
paratively trifling expense of life and 
roperty, the truculent villagers on the 
banks of the Han have heen taught the 
bitter lesson which is inevitable to all 
weaker and semi-civilized races when 
they oppose thosé stronger than them- 
selves. Long accustomed to consider 
themselves invincible, it was an aay 
practical necessity to teach them their 
‘mistake. This has been done at the 
cost, as we now learn, of three officers 
and four men wounded on our side. Of 
the officers one was severely injured by 
an explosion, one stunned and rendered 
unfit for duty for some days, and the 
third slightly wounded by a spear. Two

The villagers sent a depu- 
tation to beg for merey and were promised 
that if they refrained from future attacks, 
they would be left in peace. We learn, 
however, that Admiral Keppel has directed 
the sae tnt ‘ine express his sense of the 
yallantry and judgment with which the 
whole of the forces landed acted—a duty 


thanks of the local mercantile and mission- 
ary communities are due to the naval an- 
thorities, who have thus in all probability 
ensured them a peaceful residence in Swa- 
tow for some time to come. 


Another correspondent gives us his ac- 
count of the affair, as follows : — 


On the North bank of the Swatow river 
there are eighteen villages or rather towns 
with an extremely turbulent population. 
r'hey 200 years ayo successfully resisted the 
invasion of Kox'nga and have ever since con- 
sidered themselves inVincible, living in en- 
tire independence of the Mandarins whose 
presence they sometimes tolerated but 
whose taxes they never paid and whose 
decisions they ouly respected when in their 
favour. Always fighting among themselves 
they haye been in the habit of uniting 
whenever threatened from without, and on 
many occasions has a *‘ holy league” heer 
entered into by which Goo-wa, Uu-ting-pui, 
Swa-Loi or Hao-wu laid aside their differen- 
ces to resist the foreign devils, Bradley & 
Uo.’s hong was burut by them, Consuls, 
Naval Wflicers and civilians kave.all in turn 
been stoned by them, and a certain number 
of foreigners have even been wounded by 
them. 

Unfortunately for themselves the Ou- 
ting-pui wen, in a moment of innocent éx- 
citement, stoned H.M.S er’s boata, 
and when Livut. Kerr landed, pitched into 
him right and left and wounded so many of 
his men that the affair could not be slurred 
over ; so 4 strong force was at ounce applied 
for to chastise them.

ANOTHER minor “ outrage upon missiona- 
ries "——a sentence which has become a 
standing news-heading in the China jour- 
nals—is reported from Foochow. So com-

that it scarcely attracts attention, but on 
the present occasion a novel element hae 
heen imported into the matter. The 
blindest advocates of Chinese rights can 
no longer shut their eyes to the fact that 
the inhabitants of the seaboard have, al- 
most simultaneously, resolved npon efforts 
to exterminate the foreigner, or at least 
drive him to take shelter upon the bosom 
of that ocean which, it is believed 
amongst the Chinese peasantry, is his 
natural home. We do not agree with 
those who refer the attacks upon mis- 
sionaries to any “‘religious” feeling or to 
any indignation at ou beliefs.” 
It simply happens that while the sword

There is happily now-a-days no longer any necessity for saying much in advocacy of the employ- 
ment of medical and surgical skill as adjuncts to the work of Christian Missions in heathen lands. Men 
of all classes and of the most diverse opinions cordially recognise the value of such agency and gladly 
support it. Whilst for the Christian mind, the union of the healing art with religious teaching must ever 
possess peculiar attractions as enabling us more closely to imitate the highest of all examples, the bene- 
ficent results achieved in the alleviation of suffering and the salvation of life commend the "’ Missionary 
Hospital” to those who cannot be supposed even to understand the motives of its founders. Probably 
could the truth be known, it would be found that the work which has for so many years been carried on 
by able physicians at Canton, Amoy, Shanghae and other places, has done more to remove prejudice, 
break down the old spirit of national exclusiveness, incline the Chinese mind to look favorably upon 
the ideas of western lands, and, above all, to weaken the fetters of superstition, and convince thousands 
of the divine character of our holy religion than any other agency. 

It is well known that the surgeons attached to the British forces quartered in this city in 1860-1 
conducted a hospital for native practice, which was the means of extensive usefulness. It was a source 
of deep regret both to those gentlemen and to others that this institution could not be maintained after 
their departure. On several occasions since efforts have been made to revive it, but so many difficul- 
ties seemed to stand in the way that the matter came to be regarded as almost impracticable, Yet the 
need has become more evident year by year One of the largest cities in the Empire, with a resident

number of foreign vessels annually visiting the port is very considerable and constantly increasing,— | 


upwards of 400 vessels being reported for this season alone. On these there are often sick, for whom 
no proper provision has yet been made, and itis to be feared that valuable lives have been lost, or at any 
rate, recovery often retarded and made vastly more difficult as the result of this neglect. 

It is therefore, with no ordinary pleasure that we are now able to state, that through the kind- 
iess of Dr. Frazer, who has nobly offered all the professional assistance in his power, one of the 
principal obstacles to the accomplishment of this good and benevolent work has been removed. An expe- 
rienced native dispenser (who has already been seven years in the service of the mission, in our hospital 
at Peking), has also been generously placed at our disposal by Dr. Dudgeon. All that remains to 
he done then, is to secure fands. There will be no expense in the item of land, the Mission having pur- 
chased a first rate plot, more than five years ago, for this very purpose. But the site will need raising, 
und a comparatively large sum will be required for the erection of buildings. Though these will be buift 
us cheaply as possible, as they must comprise, besides waiting rooms and surgery, suitable premises for 
the natives in charge, at least one Chinese ward, and a large and well arranged Foreign ward; we can 
lardly hope to effect our object for less than from three to four thousand taels. 

. Plans are being prepared, which will be so contrived as to admit of being earried out by degrees. 
I3ut it would be much better if they could be completed thoroughly at once. It remains. for our friends 

to “ny whether this shall be done. 

' Respecting a matter of such universal interest and importance nothing more need be said, but 
we earnestly commend it to the consideration of all, and trust that the subscription list when publish- 
od, will prove that we have not mis-calculated the readiness of the public to respond to the re 
claims of suffering humanity.

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GEOGRAPHICAL SKETCH 


OF THE 


ISLAND OF. BAINAN. 


INTRODUCTORY NOTE. 


The island of Hainan, although its first occupation by the Chinese dates back nearly two thousand years, has, 
chiefly in consequence of its remote and isolated position, received but little attention from the central government. The 
information regarding it furnished by Native sources is very scanty and untrustworthy, and that to be found in European 
works has, from the lapse of time and the numerous changes which it has brought about, become obsolete, and on many 
points calculated to give very erroneous impressions of the present condition and resources of the Island. A-short account 
of a journey through a part of the Island was published in 1820, by a Mr. J. R., supercargo of an East India Company's 
ship, which was wrecked.on the Exst Coast in 1819; but his descriptions of the towns, and remarks upon the populous 
and flourishing state of the country, although interesting, are so highly colored and exaggerated when judged by the 
actual state of the Island at present, that they must be taken with a great degree of allowanée. 

A recent brief visit of seven days, during which time the Island was circumnavigated, for the first time probably 
by Europeans, and four points on the coast visited, having furnished the means of acquiring additional informat'on, and 
of correcting some of the errors of that now current, it has seemed preferable to embody the materials thus collected, 
with such existing materials as are trustworthy, in a general description of the Island, rather than present them in a 
narrative form. The physical aspect of the Island will first be noticed, and then a sketch of its political geography 
given. It should be remarked, however, at the outset, that the hurried nature of our visit rendered our facilities for 
observing necessarily very limited and incomplete; and those interested in the Island will await with impatience the 
results of the labours of Mr. Swiuh»e, late Her Britannic Majesty’s Consul at Amoy, who is now (February 1868) on a 
tour of exploration in the Island, and who will undoubtedly collect information of great interest and importance to 
geographical science. 

. » A preliminary remark on the name of the Island is necessary, in correction of a prevailing erroneous impression. 
It is generally supposed that the name Hainan is not known to the Chinese as applied to the Island only, but as used by 
them includes all the maritime countries South of China. On the contrary, it is frequently met with in official documents, 
even as early as the Sung dynasty, referring to the Island alone, and the usage in unofficial works has been sometimes the 
same, and sometimes includes the countries of the Southern sea generally; but in the latter case some qualifying term is 
always added, to indicate its extended application. The popular usage of the present day restricts the term to the Island 
alone. The early European geographers and voyagers variously named it Aynao, Cheinan, Kainan, and Aniam. 


L—PHYSICAL GEOGRAPHY. — 
1.—Position and General Outline. 


_ The island: of Hainan forms one of the departments—Kiung-chow-fu, 3 JH WF, of the province of 
Kwangtung, and is the most § portion of the Chinese Empire. It lies between the parallels of 18° 10’ and 20° 
10’ N. latitude, and between 108° 30’ and 111° E. longitude nearly. Its greatest length, from North-east to South-west, 
is about 160 miles, and greatest breadth, at right angles to the first line, nearly 100 miles.

The Wu-chih- 


shan Fy 45 Ly, or Five-finger Mountain, a celebrated peak, and probably the highest in the range, stands near the 


centre of the Southern half of the Island. These ranges are for the most part corcred with dense forests, through 
which the inhabitants have cut narrow paths, as a means of communication between the valleys. 


2.— Coast Line; Harbors ; Tides ; Islands; Shoals. 
The Northern shore is mostly a level sandy plain, broken about nineteen miles east of Hoihow anchorage by a 


promontory called the Seven Star Mount ( 4+; it ily ), the most Northerly part of the Island, and crowned by a 
ugoda, forming a conspicuous landmark. Following the line of the coast, about fifteen miles E.S.E. of this, is Lao-hu 


Shan 3 fF {1} (also called Pao-bu Shan ffJ J [[] ), or Hainan Head, and about sixteen miles nearly South 


of the latter is Tung-kn Shan $i] 3% [L], (erroneously called Tongeouy and placed about eight miles too far to the 
Seuth on the Charts,) which is about 1,800 feet high, and the most Easterly point of the Island. Hence to False 
Tinhosa Island the coast is mostly level, with mountains inland. From this island, the South-eastern and Southern | 
coast is very bold, the mountains reaching to the sea. Very high land rises near the Southern point of the Island. 
The mountains on the coast are generally bare, but a few miles inland they are finely wooded. The South-western 
shore again becomes low, the mountains retiring inland, and a sandy plain of varying width borders the coast. The 
Western and North-western shore is alternately of high and low land, with several bays in its course. 


The principal harbor of Hainan is Hoihow ( /fif [J sHaikow ), on the Northern shore, It is the port of 


the chief city of the Island, Kiung-chow-fu 39 Jf] JAF, which was opened to Foreign trade by the treaties of 1858. 
It is a low sandy bay, protected on the North and North-east by a spit of sand, but will probably not prove very 
safe during the typhoon season. The town of Hoihow lies about three miles from the anchorage, on an estuary 80 
shallow as to admit with difficulty even small boats at low tide, but good-sized junks go up at high water, and lie 


aground. South of Tung-ku Shan on the Eastern coast is the port of Hwei-tang-hsien fy [ig 4h, Kia-ti FE Fpl, 
which ranks as the second town in the Island in point of trade. On the Western side of Tinhosa Island is a safe and 
convenient shelter, and farther South Ling-shui bay (called Leong Soy on the charts) affords an anchorage well 
protected against winds coming froin any point North of East. The South coast is indented with several fine bays, 
which afford excellent shelter during the N.E. monsoon, and in former times were often the resort of vessels driven off the 
China coast during that season; but they are nearly all open to cee © winds.

GEOGRAPHICAL SKETCH OF THE ISLAND OF HAINAN, 


: 3.— Rivers; Lakes; Lagoons. 

If little is known of the coast of Hainan, the interior of the Island is quite a terra incognita. The general 
inaccuracy of Chinese maps renders it impossible to form a just idea of the features of a country, and such anomalies 
as several rivers springing from the same source, or one river dividing into several branches which flow in entirely 
different directions, are constantly met with. This remark applies forcibly to the river system of Hainan. That nearly 
all the rivers of the Island take their rise among the lofty mountains of the interior, is undoubted ; but of their length, 
courses, and navigability, it is impossible to judge, except upon general grounds. They are all, however, as far as 
known, very shallow at their mouths and some can be entered only at high tide. The largest river in the Island is the 


one which debouches just East of Hoi-how, and is variously named the Li-mu-kiang Bc +f YT. Nan-tu-kiang 


i pe 71 Kien-kiang ee TL. and Po-chung-ho ti yp yy. Small boats can ascend it to some distance. 


Most of the walled towns in the Island are situated upon small rivers, put these can scarcely be availed of to any extent 
for purposes of navigation, for the reason given above. | 

Several sinall lakes are represented as fying | in the level Northern part of the Island, but of their nature and 
extent nothing is known. 

Three Salt-water lagoons of considerable exgent are known to exist on the South-eastern side of the Island—one 


at Wan-chow ft tH, one at Ling-shui [BS Ik. and one which forms the inner harbor of Yu-lin-kan bay. The 


second is entered by a very narrow channel, aud extends inland to a distance of several miles. It is very shallow, the 
bottom being covered with coral, and at its upper end receives a river, on which the town is situated. The one at 
Yu-lin-kan can be entered by small vessels, and is perfectly protected from all winds. 


4. ~Climate ; Prevailing Winds; Typhoons. 


_ The climate of Hainan seems to be similar to that of the neighboring mainland, but of rather a more tropical 
character. The Northern end, being flat and low, and shut off to some extent by the high land in the interior from the 
South-west monsoon, would naturally seem more unhealthy than the more elevated Southern portion. which is open to the 
full force of the monsoon. The Chinese, however, seem to think otherwise, for such expressions as “ pestilential atmo- 
sphere,” “climate very noxious,” are used in the official Red Book in connection with towns on the Southern const. and 
this supposed unhealthiness has several times been bronght to the notice of the Government. In the third year of Kien- 
lung, A.D. 1738, the Governor General of the Two Kwang, in consequence of the death of two officials in Hainan a few 
months after reaching their posts, memorialized the Emperor, asking that appointments to unhealthy positions be made 
from natives of the neighboring provinces, who would be to some extevt acclimatized. The Emperor directed that 
regulations on the subject bé made, and in the nineteenth year, 1754, a former law, by which military officials were 
promoted to other posts after five years service in Hainan, was extended so as to include some of the civil officials also. 
The extreme dampness of the climate is said to be the prindipal cause of this unhealthiness, but this is trne principally 
in the summer, the wet sexson. The spring is said to be dry, and the unhealthy season is at “ the time when tlie betel- 
nut palm flowers,” about May and June. During March and April thunder is said to be frequent. Su Tung-po, the 
famous poet, who was exiled in Hainan, speaks thus disparagingly of it: “As men are not made of metal or stone, how 
can they live long in such a place?” He adds, however, that the natives of Tanchow on the Western coast are celebrated’ 
for their longevity, “frequently attaining the age of more than a hundred years, so that eighty or ninety years are

In 968 a.p. a typhoon destroyed the walls and houses of Kiung-chow-fu, and laid waste the surrounding coun- 
try. The same again occurred in 982, and in 1072 one desolated Yai-chow, at the Southern end of the Island, laying the 
town in ruins: A typheon which visited the Southern part of the province of Kwang-tung in the autumn of 1820, des- 
troying buildings and crops, was so severe as to move the Governor General to memorialize the throne, for sanction of fe he! 
the steps which he had taken in behalf of the sufferers by dispatching money and aid to their relief. | . 


5.—Natural History. - 
The information upon this subject is very scanty and imperfect, and a few general notices must suffice. 
A.—Geology and Mineralogy. 


The general contour of the mountain system has already been given. The Northern end of the Island, as well dg fae 
as the opposite mainland, bears many traces of voleanic agency. The stone used for paving and building, whi 
quarried in the hills, is a dark blue tough cellular trachyte, which decomposes into a red sandy soil. One of the 
shallow lakes near Kiung-chow-fu is said to have been formed by the sinking of the land, upon which formerly 
a town.

: _ IL—POLITICAL GEOGRAPHY. 
1.—Political Divisions ; Government ; Taxes. 
As stated above, Hainan comprises the department of Kiung-chow-fu Bs] hh KF, and is sub-divided into 
thirteen districts, three chow PH, and ten hsien IRE. The chief towns of all these districts are situated on or near the 
coast, in the following order, commencing with the fu city, and going toward the East. Kiung-shan-hsien Jf) [1] SBR,

occupied by the Li Bi or aborigines. The town of Kiung-chow-fu, lies about three miles inland from Hoihow. A well 


travelled road leads to it through a gently undulating country, covered with multitudes of graves. It is not nearly 
so large as described, and instead of having streets a mile and a half long, has scarcely any of half that length. The 
' population is small, and but little trade is carried on. The general aspect of the place was that of dilapidation and 
decay. It had evidently seen better days. Yai-chow, the most Southerly town in the Island and in the empire, had 
lapsed still farther into its primeval condition, 4 great part of the enclosure within the walls having entirely run to 
waste, and being overgrown with trees and underbrush. We landed at but two other pjaces on the coast, and in both 
cases, the towns lying several miles inland, time forbade our visiting them. But few signs of life and civilization were 
seen, however, at either place, the absence of good harbors preventing much maritime trade. 

Each of the thirteen towns above mentioned is the residence of a district magistrate, who is subordinate to the 
Prefect of Kiung-chow-fu. The latter again is subordinate to the Taotai, or Intendant of Circuit, called the Lei-kiung- 


tao fai 3p A, resident at the fu city, and whose jurisdiction extends over the opposite peninsula of Lei-chow-fu 


fe at iy. His title was changed in the year 1738 from Hainan-tao to the present one. He hag more extensive 
powers than ordinary prefects, on account of the remoteness of his circuit from the seat of the provincial government; 
and by an edict of 1735, the annual real estate tax of the Island is to be deposited with him, instead of being remitted to 
the Provincial Treasurer, as is the case in all other departments. The military force of the island is under the control of, 


a Chén-tai i G> resident at the fu city, with subordinate officers at numerous out-stations along the frontiers of the 
settlements, as a protection against the Li. 
_ From the first occupation of the Inland down to within s few centuries, a yearly tribute was required, of gold, 
pearls, and tortoise shell. Galangal and betelnuts were included later. 

The Customs’ Revenue of the Island is chiefly collected at Hoi-hew by a branch of the Yiieb-hai-kwan 


HBL $A] of Canton, under the supervision of the sub-prefect of Hai-fang-tung-chih fff [Jy | Fu of Kiung- 
chow-fu. Nine smaller branches are established at different points on the coast. 

A curious memorial, presented to the Emperor by the chief magistrate of Hainan in 1079, shows the method of 
levying duties then practiced. He represents that the system then in use of levying duties according to the measurement 
of the vessel, without regard to the value of the cargo, was very unjust; for the vessels which came from the central 
provinces of the empire brought very valuable cargoes, as Silks, metals, &c., while those that came from the neighboring 
province on the mainland were generally laden with coarse articles, as cattle and grain. The duties upon the latter class 
ana pr Pc ON SER oe seta.

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The Chinese Government long since adopted the system of fixing the amount of taxes to be paid yearly by each 
district, and requiring this amount at the hands of the local magistrates, interfering as little as possible with their method 
of collecting. According to the Government Red Book, the annual real estate tax of Hainan in money is 7? 92,900, or 
about £ 30,000, and the grain tax is 190,000 tan, equal to about 540,000 bushels, giving about one English shilling or a 
quarter of a dollar, and one bushel of grain, as the assessment per acre of cultivated ground. It is ‘doubtful, however, if 
these amounts are now collected in full. The total money tax has been very slightly increased during the past two 
centuries, although in 1746 the miscellaneous taxes were reduced, upon representation to the Emperor of the inability of 
the people to pay them. By a comparison of the amount of the grain tax at different periods, it appears that it has been 
very largely increased, in consequence of the growing solicitude of the government that the attention of the people 
throughout the empire should be directed as much as possible to the raising of grain te meet the wants of the increasing 
population, and as a provision against the failure of the harvest; for a scarcity of grain in the densely populated districts 
means famine, and famine means tnmalt and insurrection, and in the wake of these follows an accumulative train of evils, 
which extend their baneful influence to distant districts, a perpetual menace to the stability of the body politic. 


2.— Population; Lanquage.—The Li, or Aborigiyes. : 


been about 23,000 families. The population slowly decreased until the time of the Sung, a.p. 960 to 1280, when it is 
probably . underestimated at 8,400 families. From this date it gradually rose again, until in the Ming dynasty, 1368 to 
1644, we find it stated to be 68,500 families, or 291,000 individuals. A census taken in the early part of the = 
century gives it at about nine hundred thousand souls, and this agrees sufficiently with the estimate of the 
population given to us, of Seven or eight hundred thousand. There can be no doubt that the estimate given » mt si 
works of 1,500,000 is far in excess of the truth. 

The present inhabitants are mostly descendants of emigrants from the province of Fukien, and the dialect 
spoken in the island still retains so many traces of its origin that a native of that province is understood with little 
difficulty. The dialect is said to vary somewhat in different parts of the island, in one part bearing a resemblance to that 
of Switow, and in another part to that of Lien-chow-fu Bin HY KF. in the Western part of the K wang-tung province. 

The people generally are of a very peaceful and inoffensive disposition, and give so little trouble to the officials 
that the island is considered quite a paradise in this respect. Gutzlaff speaks of the Hainanese whom he met in Siam as 
“an industrious, peaceful people, who carry on some trade with Cochin China, Siam, and Singapore;” but this trade has 


now almost entirely ceased. 

Within the belt of land bordering on the seacoast and occupied by the Chinese population, the mountainous 
interior of the Island is inhabited by a race of people called Li Re, who, if not aborigines, are at least the remnants of 
an earlier wave of immigration than the Chinese, for they were in possession of the Island at the time of its conquest. 
They are a branch of the race of mountaineers who, ‘under the general name of Miao-tz ra F.. have, from the days 

: of Shun and Yu the Grest, given coastant trouble to the government, in the South-western provinces of the empire. A 
Chinese legend thus accounts for their origin:—An egg was once brought to the island by thunder, and deposited in the 
mountains. It produced a woman. When she had reached a great age, a native of Cochinchisa came to the island in 


se irch of incense, and meeting the woman made a proposition.of martiage, which was accepted. They had a numerous

The hair o1 the remaiviag port of the head is gathered into a siwilar but larger knot at the back of 
the neck, and festeued in a like manner. Beards were very sce aty, or entirely wasting. In the women, the hair of the 
whole head was simply gathered tocetber ia a long wass bavgiog down the back, without any fastening, thus forming a 
natural and aboriginal waterfall. Most of the men seen wore simply a triangular piece of cloth around the loins, but a 
few had in additioa a long cloth wound over the former. Some of them, however, who bave settled permanently among 
the Chinese, were clothed in a manner similar to the latier, in loose trousers and tunic; but they are readily distinguish- 
ed from the Chinese by the difference of complexion and features, as well as by the peculiar manner of wearing the hair. 
The people generally wore an abject look, and seemed rather shy, evincinz scorcely any cvriosity at the sight of the 


The Shéng Li live mostly by bunting. Their weapons are of the character commonly found among savage 
tribes, viz., spears, clubs, bows, and shields, the latter made of rattan. In the handling of the bow especially they are 
said to be very expert. Their arrows, of wood or bamboo, are sometimes tipped with bone, ond they are said occasionally 
to poison them. ‘The Shw Lia till the soil, and carry on some traflic with the Chinese. They go back and forth in small 
parties between the towns and their habitations in the mountains, bringing in rice, firewood, Garroo wood, severul 
kinds of valuable timber, a kind of Grass cloth worked in colors in a neat pattern, and a few other articles, and receive 
in exchange tobacco, cotton, and a few miscellaneous goods. We were informed that upto about a century since, the 


_ Chinese were iu the kubit of going into the mountains under.conduet of the Shu Li, for purposes of trade; but these 


having on several occasions acted as guides for the Chinese troops sent to subjugate the Shéng Li, and for the Shéng Li 
in their incursions upon the Chinese settlements, both the latier parties have become distrustful of then, and the Chinese 
consequently no lonzer visit the interior. 

The Li seem to possess the sullen, intractable abiget characteristic of the Malay race, and although not often 
agyressive except under provocation, or the stimulus of self-preservation, are quick to avenze an injury, or resent 
oppression, as evinced by the incident mentioned below. 

From the time when the Chinese first gained possession of the Island. the Li have constantly resisted their 
encroachments by freqnent inroads upon the frontier settlements, destroying the villages, plunderivg the crops, murdering 
the settlers, and sometimes attacking the small boats which bring down curgo from the interior. Upon the arrival of 
troops sent to quell the disturbance, they retire to their mou.staia fastnesses, whither the Chinese do not dare to follow 
them. The troops gone, they a’yaiti sally forth with impunity. At the time of our visit nearly all the Li had reiired to 
the mountains, on accouat of a disturbance which had recently taken place a few miles froin Yaichow. A petty military 
official had attempted to extort excessive taxes from them, wherenpoa they rose and slew him, with a number of soldiers. 
The uprising was of safficient magnitude to call for the presence of the Taotai and Chéntai, boih of whom had been on 
the,spot. We were told that such outbreaks were of constant ovcurresce; they are doubtless owing in numerous iustances 
to the tyranay and extortion of the local offizials, which the hot-blooded Li are not slow to resent. _, 

The Island has thus been the scene of a perpetual conflict between them and the Chinese, in which the latter 
seem to have frequently fared the worse. Sixty-four years after the first conqnest of the Island, it was formally abandoned 
by the Chinese, on account of the difficulty of holding it, and at several periods since then it has thrown off the foreign 
yoke, maintaining a partial independence for a considerable length of time. This disturbed and nnsettled condition has 
been owing to a great extent to the temporizing policy of the Chinese officials sent to the Island, who, cousidering them- 
selves exiled there for a few years, five at the most, and having no assurance that any reforms they might undertake 
would not be undone by their snecessors, have taken nv interest in the Island beyond maintaining a quasi state of quie- 
seence. Several attempts have been made at different periods to colonize them upon unocenpied lands, and bring them 
within the influences of civilization; but whether with more than temporary success it is impossible to judge, Further 
metlann of Shales entiengiie will be given under the head éf History. 


. 3-—Agriculture ; Character of Soil; Productions. 


Agriculture is the occupation of the greater part of the inhabitants of Mainan. The soil of the Northern and 
Eastern portions is sandy, and that on the Western side is said to be the most fertile. Rice is raised on much of the low 
land throughout the Island, but not in sufficient quantities to meet the wants of the population, and it is also imported 
from the mainland. In ihe three Northern districts—Kiung-shan, Chéng-mai, and Lin-kao, the sugar cave is chiefly 
cultivated. Wheat is also roised in the Island. ‘The arachis or yround nut is extensively cultivated. From it oil is 
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In 1661 the extent of cultivated laad in the Island is stated to have been about 485,000 acres. Up to 1819 this 
amount had slightly increased, to about 500,000 acres, An attempt was made in 1753 by the Governor of Kwangtung 
to increase the amount of cultivated land, ia this manner: He presented a memorial to the Emperor, ing that there 
were about 4,000 acres (250 hiag) of arable lead in the island unoccupied, and requested that freehold possession of it 
might be given to any settlers irom the adjacent districts of the mainland who would occupy and cultivate it. His 
request was sanctioned, but whether the schewe was successful or not we are not informed. 


4.—Cu:veacy; Trade and Commerce ; Manufactures ; Fisheries. 


The Copper Cash current in Hainan ere the kind kuown in Canton as “good cash;” the small inferior ones 
are rejecied by the tradesmen. Ordinary Mexican dollars are current, bat are taken at a discount of Sour or five per 
cent. Those known as Swatow dollars are the most commonly used. 

The chief seat of trade in the island is Hoihow, the port of Kiung-chew-te. The harbor has already been 
described. It seems to be the resort of a numerous fleet of Junks. The town gives indications of considerable trade, 
and may contain 10,000 inhabitants. Its trade is principally with Canton, Macao, and Swatow. The value of the 
Opium imported is equal to that of all other imporis, if not greater. Foreign Cotton piece goods, raw cotton, coarse 
native paper, coarse crockery, (which ulso comes from Lien-chow-fu at the head of the Tung-king Guli,) rice, salt 
fish, and other provisions, und the ordinary Chinese miscellaneous goods, comprise the principal Imports. The principal 
Export is Sugar. Next in imporiance are gronad nut oil and cake, then Sesamuam oil and betel nuts. The finest 
betel nuts are those exported from Ling-shui and Kia-isi, ow the Eastern coast. Besides these, dressed hides, Cocoa 
nuts, rattians, a few kiads of valuable ‘imber, yellow wax im small quantities, charcoal, firewood, and a few other articles, 
form the list of Exparts. 

The total value of the trade was stated to us to be about 1,200,000 Taels per annum, nearly equally divided 
between [imports and Exports. Between 600 and 700 chests of Opium are imported annually, of a value of about 
350,000 Taels. One of the officials plainly acknowledyed that since the introduction of the drug in the time of Tao- 
kwany, the island had become gradually poorer, in consequevce of the Opium absorbing so much of the productive 
capital. Probably no better illustration of the effects of the introduction of Opium gould be found than in an isolated 
place like Hainan, where no new source of production could be called into requisition, to meet the drain upon the 
resources of the Island cansed by ins extensive use. ‘The proiits of trade and agricultare, which formerly were expended 
in aduinistering to the comforts of the pcople and improving their social condition, are now absorbed by the all-pervading 
passion for the baneful drug. es the poverty of ne ee evidence of ovr eyes 
coufirmed ‘their trath. 

Few mnematininelitite tania with the Islaad, beyond those connected with the Exports mentioned above. 
Kiun:s-chow-fu is noted ior the handsome teapots, cups, bowls, &e., carved from the shell of the Cocoa nut, and lined 
with Britannia ware, and also for beads and ernamenis carved from Garroo wood, which are made there. 

During the winter months right whales are said to resort in great unmbers to the waters in the vicinity 
of Haivan. The fishermen pursue the-n ia fleets of small boats, each from three to twenty-five tons, fifty boats and 
upwards sometimes forming a fleet. The boats are sailed directly over the whale, and the latter harpooned by a man 
staning ta.the bow, Sayaggeneally Semele iene comparatively safe by the cool aad expert manner 
in which the boats are handled. . 

Captain Ross, of the ast India Company's Service, who sorveyed the South-east coast of Hainan in 1817,

« pletely dismantled, and upon our landing at the sus close by, we wore cous 
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one, In fact piracy (not so much on the part of the inhabitants of the Island, however, as of their neighbors of the 
mainland,) seems to have heen the curse of the whole region, rendering maritime commerce extremely hazardous, and 
often extending its effects to the coast, which have frequently been ravaged by the lawless freebooters who, formerly 
more than at present, have infested these seas. The gulf of Tung-king (or Tonquin) was the scene of a considerable 
European trade a century and a half since, but as has been remarked, piracy has destroyed what ii formerly lived upon, 
and has perished tg a great extent from want of material upon which to thrive. 


5-— Roads, Means of Communication, and Conveyance. 


A large part of the intercourse between the different parts of the Island is carried on by small junks, which 
coast along from place to place. The roads, like most in Southern China, are indifferént. Two highroads connect Kiung- 
chow-fa with Yai-chow—one running along the Kastern coast and the other along the Western, and passing through the 
various walled towns which lie between. ‘The Eastern road, although somewhat shorter than the other, is more difficult, 
being in its Southern portion a succession of precipitous monntain paths and passes. The ordinary modes of travelling 
are on horseback and in wheel-barrows. The ponies are of the kind common to the Southern hern provinces, smaller than 
the Mongolian ponies of the North, but like them strong and sturdy. Wheel-barrows are in general use, both for 
travelling and for the conveyance of merchandise, but the higher classes generally trivel in sedan chairs. Very small 
and rudely constructed carts, drawn by water buffaloes, are common in the agricultural districts. 


6.— History. 

While a sketch of the history of Hainan can be little more than a bare enumeracion of facts and dates, still it 
so clearly exhibits the causes of its present nnprosperous condition, and points ont what are the objects to be kept in 
view in any future efforts which may be made toward its amelioration, that it may not prove altogether useless and 

The earliest notice of Hainan is its conquest by the Emperor Wu-ti x Fis of the Han PE dynasty, in 
111-110 B.c. It was then in the possession of the aborigines called Li, who still inhabit the interior. Wu-ti divided 


it into two districts, Cha-yai 5S Fe, and Tan-érb MES EF; the first name, “shore of pearls,” being given, we 
are told, in consequence of the abundance of pearls found, the second, becanse of the lony ears and large earrings of 
the people. ‘The hold of the Chinese upon the Island seems, however, to have been very unstable, for up to B.c. 85, 
twenty-five years after its conqnest, no less than six extensive outbreaks of the Li took place, and in s.c. 82 Tan-érh 
was abandoned. Another revolt taking place in the year 54, one in 53, and azain a general uprising in 47, Kia-chiian- 
chih, « high minister of state, in a memorial which is a iorlel of clear rearoning and forcible argument, advised the 


Emperor Yuen-ti F{, Ff to abandon the Island altogether. He argued that it was unknown in the golden age of 
Chinese history, and that it was so remote un:l difficult of access, and the ravages of the climate were so great, that the 
advantages of maintaining of it were not at all commensurate with the expenditure of life and treasure which — 
it involved. He also reasonél against extending the limits of the Empire by force of arms, because constant con- 
spiracies and rebellions were taking place, which necessitated the nse of arms to suppress them. He was opposed by 
other high officers, bat.the Emperor replied in a sensible speech, to the effect that the loss of prestige in abandoning a 
remote Island like Hainan was as nothing compared with the sufferings of his people from a famine which was then 
; and that the treasure whicli-was to have heen used in reconqueriny the Island should be diverted to alleviat- 
ing the wants of the people. By his direction the Island was accordinly formally viven wp in the year 46 B.c. 


we From this time until the Sui BFF (539-620 4.p.), with the single exceprion of an attempt nnder the Wo 
dynasty in the year 242, no efforts seem to have been male to regain possession of the Island. Under the Sui it was 


reconquered, but at the breaking up of that short-lived dynasty it oain revolted. Kao-isu fay fil], the first Emperor 
of the great Tang Jaf dynasty, which succeeded the Sui, once more re-established Yai-chow in the year 622, and in 631

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According to the poet Su Tung-po, during the turbulent times up io the founding of the Sung as dynasty in 
960, many people settled in Haina. to estope the disterbances which prevailed on the mainland.

by a proclamation to induce the Siénqg Li io submit, and executed a miliiry officer for having caused the death of 
some of the Li. In 1174 about two thor-and of them volrvi:rily submitted +hemselves to the Chirese authorities, and 
a compact of peace wes made with them, by which they bound themselves to give up plundering. 

pon the call of the Sung dynasty ia 1279, Hainan fell into the hands of the victorious Mongols of the Yuen 


JL dynasty; and in 1292, under the first, of its Emperors, Kublei Khan, an effort was made on a larger scale to civilize 
and colonize the Li. Over twenty thousand of them were taken from their mountain caves and villages and settled upon 


lands in the eastern part of the Island, and all taxes were remitted for two yom. Still frequent mention is made of 
innumerable winor disturbances in all parts of the Island. 


In the time of the second Emperor of the Ming BA dynasty, Yunglo ak ws (1403-1424), the experiment 
was made of organizing bodies of Shu Li as soldiers. In time of war they were to.ect as guides and pioneers to the 
Chinese troops, and in times of peace were to be distributed throughont the different garrisons of the Island. Avs to its 
success or failure no information is given. 

During the first half of the sixteenth century three expeditions on a large scale were conducted against the Li, 
each occupying three or four years, and involving the expenditure of several thousand lives and of hundreds of thousands 
of taels in money. This deplorable state of affairs attracted the attention of Hai i Juila celebrated and leading states- 
man of the Ming dynasty, and himself a native of Hainan. He had once incurred the displeasure of his Imperial master 
by offering some plain advice, aud was imprisoned, but soon afterwards restored to favor. In the year 1553 he memori- 
alized the Emperor in an exceedingly able state paper, which is full of vigorous thought and clear reasoning. briefly 
rehearsin’ the facts and explaining the causes of the disturbed state of the Island. He argues,—-the unsatisfactory con- 
dition which still exists in spite of the frequent expeditions against the Li, is owing to the fact that these expeditions 
have never been prosecuted to a final and thorough completion. When a small outbreak occurs, it is passed by unno- 
ticed. When a large one imperatively calls for the presence of troops, it is deemed sufficient simply to drive the Li back 
to their caverns, without attempting to punish or exterminate them. The wilitary officials shrink from the dangers and 
difficnities attendant npon further steps, and the civil magistrates look forward with impatience to the termination of 
their brief residence, when they are to be transferred elsewhere. The Li thus lavgh at the feeble efforts made for their 
subjugation, and renew their inroads at their will.. Hai Jui accordingly proposes a plan to the Emperor for a radics! 
reform in the administration of the afairs of the Island, and offers his life and reputation as a forfeit for its failure. A 
civilian himself, he asks for the appointment of a few capable and energetic military officers to serve under bim, and 
for a few thousand troops. Dut three years having elapsed since the last great expedition against the Li, he wishes to 
take advantage of the impression left by it, and proposes to begis# operations at once by cutting two military roads through 
the cevire of the Island, at right nagles with each other, and to establish military stations at suitable posts, to maintain 
order. This done, he guarantees that in ten years from the time of commencing operations, the uncivilized Li will have

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| The history of Hainan has thus been a mere series of partially successful efforts on the part of the Chinese to 
4a gain possession of the Island, and of similar efforts by the aboriginal Li to throw off the threatened yoke. This unsettled 
| state, consequent upon the alternate attacks of the Chinese and the uprisings of the Li against their encroachments, has, 
| together with the piracy which has paralyzed maritime commerce, rendered impossible any adequate development of the 
| natural resources of the Island. The immigrant settlers have been discouraged from attempting more than to maintain a 
scanty existence, and the beneficial effects which would otherwise have followed the intrceduction of a civilized race among 
the savage aborigines haye been greatly neutralized. Had an active and thorough policy like that of Hai Jui been 
pa adopted, a very different state of affairs would have been the result. The Chinese must have had some more substantial 
| object than mere conquest in persevering for so many centuries and expending so much to maintain their precarious hold 
: e upon the Island, but their own short-sighted and temporizing policy has prevented the accomplishment of what would 
| have been the natural consequence of a more vigorous one. 
The opening to Foreign commerce of the port which was stipulated for in the Treaties of 1858, would mark a 
new and most important era in the history of the Island. The feeling of security which the presence of Foreigners would 
| in all probability give, especially if simple but effectual means were taken for the suppression of piracy and for putting 
_ an end to the ceaseless feuds with the aborigines, would undoubtedly give a stimulus to the productive industry of the 
le? people, who might thus be made to develope an agriculture and commerce worthy of a fair and fertile tropical island.

Foreign. shipping, principally the smaller class of vessels, that would find employment in carrying coastwisé the sugar, 
groundnut cake, betelnuts, etc., which are exported in large quantities from Hoihow, 


The late circumnayigation of Hainan by the Hatching showed plainly that the sandbanks which were sup -. 


posed to render the approach to Hoihow from the east dangerous, are either wanting or wrongly placed on the charts ; 
and there is no doubt that when a satisfactory survey is made vessels bound to Hoihow from Hongkong and the coast 
ports north will make directly for the north-east corner of the island, instead of following the circuitous route inside the 
island of Nowchow, and through the intricate channel between it and the eastern side of the Leichow peninsula, as at 


present. The Taya Is., lying oif the north-east corner of Hainan, and which are high and safe to approach, form an’ 


exce landmark for vessels approaching from the eastward; and about half way between Hoihow and the north-east 
corner of Hainan, called Hainan Head, is the Seven Star Mountain, visible at twenty-five or thirty milec’ distance, and 
crowned with a pagoda which can at a very slight expense be made serviceable as a lighthouse, should the commerce of 
the port warrant such a step. This, with the Taya Is., would render the approach to Hoihow harbor from the eastward 
safe and easy at all times. The pagoda itself at present forms a conspicuous guiding mark for vessels making the port. 
The most important result of the openiag of Hoihow is to be looked for in the suppression of the 
of Opium. To this end, a steamer, of sufficient power to cope with the heavily armed junks, should be kept constantly 


cruising along the coast from Hoihow to Macao, and should seize every thing found carrying uustamped Opium. A - 


steamer which could also make fair progress under canvas alone would be highly desirable, as it would greatly lessen the 
consumption of Coal. All the Opium for the supply of Hainan and auch of the West Coast would thus reach Hoihow 
in Foreign vessels. The Custom House Siamp once affixed, janks might be allowed to carry it from Hoihow to the 


neighboring ports on the mainlaud. Shuitung JX ff and Tienpak {fF [-4, the two principal ports for the import 
of Opium on the coast, are so near Hoihow as to make it an object for the importers of Opium into those places to resort 
to Hoihow to muke their purchases, rather than to Macao or Hongkong, as soon as it:is' shown to be unsafe, and 
consequently unprofitwble, for junks io carry it direct from the two latter ports. When two or three oxamples have been 
made by seizures, Chinese merchants will not object to paying the 
themselves against the risk of confiscation. Hoihow migzht.thus be 
supply of Opium to the West Coast, and a large revenue might thus grow up from this source; and at the same time the 
anomaly which at present exists of forbidding junks to carry Opium, and yet collecting duty on it if they escape capture, 
would be done away with. Moreover, the manifestly impossible step of attempting to oblige all the Opium for the part 
of the Kwantung province west of Cunton, to pass through the Canton Custom House, would be rendered unnecessary 
Foreign vessels would carry the Opium to Hoihow, the full duty would be collected under Foreign superintendence, the 
stamp affixed to each ball, and then junks might bo allowed to export it to ports on the coast, without much danger of 
the Opium being lost sight of by the Native officials, after having once pussed throug the Hoihow Custom House. To 


-ensare the onceess of thie plan, however, it is sheckatsly nosennny. 6p: siete %: Geupenee te gman toeeay Opie

Should ihe plan above suggested, tending to make Hoihow a depét for Opium, be Zoomed feasible and prove 
successful, an indirect stimulus would be given to the general trade of the port, and » handsome and increasing revenue 
might be fairly counted upon as the result of opening it to Foreign commerce, 

The accompanying sketch map of the coast between Hongkong and Hainan illustrates the present route between 
those two places, (which, it may be added, often entails the loss of the greater part of a day at Nowchow, even to steamers, 
on account of the necessity of making the passage between Nowchow and Hoihow during the dayiime,) and the proposed 
route, which makes either for the Taya Is., or the Seven Star Mouniain Gireci.

SIR, 


I have the honor to enclose herewith the 
following papers. 

Ist.—A Pamphlet containing Memorials from 
the several British communities in China to 
the British Minister at Peking regarding the 
revision of the British Treaty with China. . 

2nd.—aA letter from the British Minister asking 
for opinions on certain points, and the re- 
sponse made by the Chamber of Commerce at 
this port. 

3rd.—Letters to myself from Edward Cunning- 
ham, Esquire, and Dr. D. J. Macgowan, 
Citizens of the United States, and James B. 
Robertson, Esquire, a British Subject. 

The matters treated of are of interest to-Ameri- 
cans. If further privileges shall be gained we 
shall reap a share.of the advantages. And if un- 
wise action shall be taken a part of the consequent . 
evils will fai on us.- I make no apology therefore’ 
in offering a succinct statement of my views in this 
connection. 

I will first place in juxtaposition statements of 
the privileges we now enjoy, and of those asked. 
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Afterwards I will offer some remarks upon the 
considerations which should affect the attitude of 
the United States. 
So far as my present purpose is concerned our 
privileges in China are as follows :— 
lst.—We.-have the right to approach with our 
ships, to land or lade merchandise, to reside 
&c. at some 12 ports on the Coast. 
2nd.— We have theright tonavigate the Y ang-tse 
river as far as Hankow, 600 miles, and to re- 
side &c. at that and at three other ports on 
the river. 
3rd.—We can travel, under a system of pass- 
ports, in the vessels or other conveyances of 
the country, for purposes. of business or of 
pleasure, to all parts of the Empire. 
4th.— We can send or take foreign goods into, 
or bring foreign owned produce from, the in- 
terior under a system of transit passes. The 
utility of this is that we are thus enabled to 
yay a certain definite commutation, fixed at 
one half the external tariff charge, of the taxes 
which are levied under the peculiar economy 
of the Empire on merchandise in transit, at 
barriers established along ne rivers canals 
and highways. 
_ The merchants ask— ) 
1st.—The right to live anywhere in the Empire. 
2nd.—The right to navigate all the waters of the 
Empire in foreign owned vessels. 
3rd.—United with the the above or otherwise, 
access to an increased number of commercial 


i 
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centres, under the system now prevailing or 
modified as may be necessary. 

4th.—Rights to build railroads and telegraphs, 

and to work coal and other mines. 
5th.—Minor privileges in regard to Customs re- 
gulations, lighthouses, bonded warehouses, &c. 

The merchants support their requests by argu- 
ments which I may briefly state as follows :-— 

They say they need to live in the interior be- 
cause they can in no other way check the taxation 
of foreign goods, or of produce, learn the wants of 
the country and its capacity for production, or 
remove the occasion for misunderstandings and 
doubts between foreigners and natives which the 
present isolatior of foreigners serves to create. 

They say they need to use their own vessels in 
the interior, more particularly steam vessels, be- 
cause communication and transportation by them 
would be-quicker and more economical, and would 
enable them to avoid irregular levies along the — 
canals. 

And in case these concessions cannot be gained, 
they apply the same. arguments in favor of procur- 
ing access to an increased number of marts, point- 
ing out that there are many places of considerable — 
trade and some few great centres of commerce 
which are yet prohibited to them. 

The arguments touching railroads and telegraphs 
are those naturally brought in favor of the improv- 
ed appliances which add so much, not only to the 
comfort and convenience of the peoples of western 
states, but to the power of western governments; - 
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and the opening of mines is also advocated on gen- 
eral principles universally accepted in the west, 
but neglected here. 

Nor do the advocates of progress stop at this 
point. Recognizing broadly the superiority of 
western civilization, and the amelioration which 
might be expected from the introduction of western 
ideas and appliances, they urge that it is kindness 
to China to force her forward on the path of ad- 
vancement. And rising still further, they say 
that in the direction of progress lies the only 
safety of the state. New forces are bearing on 
her, aggressive neighbors are pushing nearer her 
borders, she can only avert dissensions within, or 
a conflict from without, by entering on a policy 
calculated to develope her natural resources, im- 
prove her administration and build up her powers 
of resistance. 

The Chinese on the other hand representing at 
least their own views of what will be well for their 
state, object to allow foreigners to live in the 
interior because they are, under the extra-territo- 
rial clauses of the Treaties, independent of the na- 
tive jurisdiction. And perhaps they have still 
an undefined dread of the result of the growth of 
foreign. interests. It seems to them aggressive 
always. They know that other Asiatic states have 
gone down before the peoples of the west and an 
instinct of self preservation holds them back from 
allowing a reciprocity, which from the fact that

foreigners urge it strenuously presumes a conse-— 


quent aggrandizement of western influence. They

object for the same reasons to the other demands, 
picturing to themselves their sailors, boatmen,, 
muleteers and messengers driven from their avoca- 
tions by the irresistible competition of foreigners 
upported by improved appliances, their revenues 
depleted by the evasion of internal taxes, and a new 
power quite beyond their control set up in every 
province of the Empire. Not one exception of 
moment is made. Whatever is to be done in the 
way of progress they wish to do themselves. They 
will seek to use foreign appliances, but even here 
they will only move to strengthen themselves for 
the conflict with foreigners. They would be 
content otherwise to go on as did their fathers: 

Having thus stated with a brevity that ill accords 
with the importance of the questions the positions 
taken up on either side I proceed to state my 
conclusions. : 

I remark in regard to the privileges generally 
asked by foreigners that in my opinion their 
value, at least their immediate value is over esti- 
mated. 

In the case of residence in the interior it should 
be noticed that here and there in the different 
documents which I forward, are found statements 
that the Chinese are great traders,—that in fact 
they cannot be displaced as such on their own soil 
by foreigners 

I believe this is true, and do not hesitate to 
declare that foreigners cannot compete with Chi- 


nese in China except in certain definite direc- _ 


tions. They will naturally control the great 
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exchanges of Tea and Silk, for Cotton Goods and 
the odious Opium, they will long remain masters 
of the carrying trade wherever foreign craft are 
admitted to competition, and wherever telegraphs 
and railroads shall be introduced their presence 
for less or greater periods will be indispensable. 
In all other ‘directions the Chinese are likely to 
retain the ascendency. 

I remark again that China has been for 20 years 
until now in a state of civil war, that loans such 
as are made in western states to meet great emer- 
gencies are unknown here, and consequently that 
the pressure on the administration has been such 
as to compel resort to many expedients which the 
people would not submit to in time of peace. _Cor- 
ruption is doubtless prevalent. It can hardly be 
otherwise under the most favorable circumstances 
in a country where that greatest of all checks and 
safeguards, a newspaper press, is unknown. And 
where the exercise of arbitrary measures is resort- 
ed to even temporarily and for justifiable purposes, 
extended and long continued evils must result. 

While therefore we must admit that corruption 
is sadly prevalent in China, we may I think hope 
for an improvement in this respect. The great 
rebellion having been perfectly subdued, existing 


minor insurrections will be soon overcome and the. 


country will recover from the desolation which 
reigns in many districts. Thus simultaneously 
comfort and prosperity will return, the legitimate 
burdens of the people be lightened, and the irre- 
gularities of the officials be corrected. 
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It is significant that a means of avoiding the 
levies complained of has not been greatly availed 
of. lrefer to the transit pass system. One would 
think that if the way-levies are really so heavy as 
is represented, foreign merchants would contract 
with native purchasers of foreign fabrics to deliver 
their goods at interior points. That this has not 
been extensively done may be taken as almost 
conclusive proof that the levies are lighter than the 
merchants have allowed themselves to believe, or 
if really so great it would seem that having 
neglected an existing means of correction, they are 
little likely to make use for the same purpose of 
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the not altogether desirable right of living in the — 


interior. 

In point of fact existing Treaties have been on 
trial in the worst possible time. Evils which are 
attributed largely to the narrowness of our privileges 
are really attributable to the state of the Empire. 
Hopes for the future prosperity of trade, and 
for harmony of intercourse and of interests depend 
rather on the return of peace that on the procure- 
ment of additional concessions. 

In thus speaking of the right of residence in the 
interior I do not wish to leave an impression 
that I discourage it. I believe that much ultimate 
good would result from it. I conceive for instance 
that it would stimulate the Chinese to develope 
steam navigation and to take many other desirable 
steps. Nor do I consider that if carefully initiated 


-and controlled it would prove the occasion of great 


danger or annoyance. The right must be granted 
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sooner or later and it will be easier to inaugurate 
it while foreign acquaintance with the country is 
slight and thé number of foreigners ready to avail 
of it is small. 

Of the requested privilege to use steam vessels 
in the interior waters generally I cannot speak so 
favorably. It would indeed open a great field for 
the enterprise of our people, but it would greatly 
disturb existing interests, and would not be unlike- 
ly to result in the disaster of a more or less extend- 


ed rebellion. At the least it would occasion for a 


time much distress. If then it is to be procured 
at all it must be led up to by gradual steps 
Perhaps, for instance, we may be able to gain 


permission to use small dispatch steamers or tug. 


ts on certain defined waters. There would be 
great utility in such privileges for us and for the 
Chinese. Yet even here a fair degree of prudence 
would induce the Imperial Government to accom- 
pany their grant with restrictions calculated. to 
regulate the speed of vessels in narrow waters, or 
those frequented by their own craft, and with other 
restrictions which could not well be introduced into 
the body of a treaty. — | 


The right to use foreign owned sailing craft in ~ 


the interior is worthy of consideration. It is un- 
derstood that the Government is prepared to make 
some concessions in this direction. 

Leaving here the propositions of an extraor- 
dinary character which are brought forward, I 
approach the question of extending further the 
system now in operation by opening some other 
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principal marts to the approach of foreign ships, 
&c. 

‘This js so natural a development, and so desirable, 
that I am disposed to urge it strongly. We have 
already tried the system, and know how it works. 
By placing here and there at prominent points 
foreign factories, to or from which the great ex- 
changes may flow, we shall be able to gradually 
introduce foreign fabrics throughout the Empire 
and to collect produce on favorable terms. If ad- 
mitted to reside in the interior our intercourse 
would practically amount to this. It would not 
greatly increase the cost of our Consular esta- 
blishments. 

But here again we must consent to a gradual 
movement. Great fleets of Chinese vessels are enga- 
ged between the exterior ports and on the rivers. 
It would be impolitic perhaps and certainly unjust 
to condemn them to inaction by forcing the un- 
equal competition of steam craft. 

Mr. Robertson suggests that the further opening 


_of the Yang-tse should proceed by allowing steam- 


ers to go a certain distance at first and afterward 
by graduated steps on to Chunking or other ulte- 
rior point. Meanwhile he urges that foreign owned 
sailing craft might go right up to Chunking and 
prepare the way for the advent of the steamers. 
Whether this plan, or one which would admit 
the use of dispatch boats, or tugs, or whether some 
other expedient calculated to break the shock to 
existing interests would be best or desirable are 
questions which deserve earnest consideration. 
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This leads me to remark that we have perhaps 
arrived at a period in our intercourse with China 
when we may best cease from treaty making and 
carry forward our objects by applying from time 
to time for special grants. 

Practically the Chinese are masters of the situa- 
tion, —can assent to or refuse our requests for further 
privileges. They know perfectly that no foreign 
state will by arms force them to make further con- 
cessions. 

Reduced then as we are to the necessity of de- 
monstrating to the Chinese, that every forward 


movement which we urge is in their own as well - 


as our interest, how much more readily may we 
accomplish our objects, and in the long run how 
much more progress shall we make by representing 
from time to time the wisdom and practicability 
of certain steps, than by urging broad concessions, 
the results of which neither the Chinese nor we 
can foretell. 

I cannot conceive that an argument is necessary 
to support this proposition. In no country are 
sweeping changes sought, but care is taken every- 
where to accommodate legislation not only to ob- 
jects, but to existing conditions. Are we, to expect 
that a state depending greatly on the traditions of 
the past, one which, crowded with population, offers 
few channels for enterprise, will consent to measures 
which will not only be novel, but will deeply affect 
existing interests, and which when once inaugu- 
rated, she:cannot hope to control. 

To my mind it seems that it is because we have 
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attempted always to make treaties, sought to bind 
the Chinese in the way indicated unalterably and 
irrevocably, that we have heretofore often found 
ourselves disappointed. Were we content to ask a 
grant, here for the working of a coal mine, there 
for the establishment of a telegraph or railway, for 
the right to live in certain cities or to approach 
them with dispatch steamers; were we content to 
choose carefully the directions of progress, and to 
move along in those directions discreetly, seeking 
nowhere to impose unreasonable conditions, I be- 
lieve we should attain a satisfactory degree of 
success. , 

Reverting to the special propositions already 
dealt with in this letter, you will notice how na- 
turally the conclusions arrived at lead-up to this 
general conclusion. And if we pass on to consider 
the requests. made for privileges to construct tel- 
egraphs and railroads, to work mines, &c., we shall 
perhaps reach the conclusion that-it is only by 
asking for special grants in each instance that we 
can hope for any considerable progress. 

That the people of the United States desire to 
see China advance cannot admit of doubt. Our 


‘impulses must, all run in this direction, and I doubt 


not that our interests should lead us to hope for 
rational progress here. Passing by considerations 
of immediate concern, we may conceive that those 
persons are not wreng-who anticipate that China 
may fall a victim fo internal dissensions, or aggres- 
sion from without, unless she moves to a higher 
position. 
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It is manifest that the growing intercourse be- 
tween Chinese and foreigners in this and in other 
countries is bringing new forces into action in this 
Empire. We have already seen the outlying Em- 
pire of Japan revolutionized in consequence of 
similar intercourse. The effect on the immensely 
greater mass of Chinese society is slower but very cer- 
tain. The people are moving, and unless the Gov-. 
ernment keeps with them or in advance, new forms 
of administration or variations of existing forms 
will be sought in a revolutionary way. 


In such case the great foreign interests which 
are developing here may invite or force foreign in- 
terference, or some aggressive neighbor may seize 
the occasion to push a conquest. Russia is ever at 
work near the borders of China. England has al- 
ready consolidated an Empire whose boundaries 
are conterminous with those of China. France 
has foothold in the neighboring and once tribu- 
tary district of Cochin-china, and her priestly class 
gives her the elements of power within the limits 
of the Empire. 


The United States however wishes to witness no 
foreign domination on this coast. It is permitted 
to us to believe that the Chinese can govern them- 
selves, if well advised, better than they can be 
governed by an alien race. We wish moreover, 
now and. hereafter, a fair field here for the enter- 
prise of our people. At the moment they are 
absorbed in developing the resources so bountifully 
granted within our own borders. In the next two 
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or three decades they will seek new fields for enter- 
prise here. 

Eighteen months ago I delineated the failures 
in our earlier intercourse with China, told of the 
improved position then held by us in virtue of the 
more consistent efforts of the general administra- 
tion, and of Mr. Burlin and his assistants, 
and ‘urged that we shall nok sacrifice our ‘gains 
but conserve and perpetuate them.

Our government seizing the 
occasion saat cctationmad s mission has by Treaty 
solemnly reiterated the friendly sentiments previ- 
ously declared toward China, and determined for 
the future a just and generous policy toward her. 
The example will not be lost on other states and 
henceforth the nations of the west will in theory 
at least respect the natural rights and sovereignty 
of this most ancient efstates. 

Let us proceed then, carefully and firmly in the 
line of our policy, fearing not to occasionally hold 
back our Eee le, or other peoples, willing to be 
patient wi China, whose upward movement will 
at best be halting, confident of success, and with 
' the satisfaction of honest motives.

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THE TIENTSIN MEMORIAL. 


Memoria by the Trentstn Communtty to 
Sir Ruruwerrorp ALcock, regarding 
the approaching revision of the Treaty. 

Sir,—We have the honor to lay before 
your Excellency the enclosed suggestions, 
relative to alterations and additions, on the 
revision of the Treaty in 1868, and we beg, 
at the same tithe, to make the following 
remarks concerning them :— 

Nos. 1 to 24 refer to matters of general 
interest, common to ali the ports of China, 
while Nos. | to 5, which follow these, are 
limited to this locality or its neighborhood. 

No. 1—(Art. VII1 of the. Tientsin 
Treaty.)}—Protestant Missionaries, accord- 
ing to the experience of some of those re- 
sident here, have found much trouble and 
opposition, either direct or indirect, from 
the Chinese Officials in the country—Tung 
Chow is more npg wg, quoted ; while 
they observe that the man Catholic 
Missionaries are allowed to pursue their 
avocations in and without interfer- 
ence. They ask, therefore, for an equality 
of rights and privileges. 

No. 2.—(Art. [X of the Tientsin Treaty.) 
—Experience has constantly shown that 
the existence of the passport system, as 
applied to foreigners while travelling, still 
remains very imperfectly known to the 
Chinese officials in the country. 

The value of the passport thus becomes 
diminished, and ceases to have its intended 
action as a protective document to the 
peaceable and lawful traveller or trader. 

Nos. 3 and 4.—(Art. XII and XIV of 
the Tientsin Treaty.)—We would desire the 
most liberal construction of these two 
clauses, believing that, in their true spirit, 
it was the intention of the framers that 
complete access to the interior uld be 
secured for all lawful purposes, whether of 
religion, commerce or pleasure. 

e argument that such access could not 
have been intended, pela by Art. me 
certain treaty ports were distinctly specifi 
for the purpose of trade and residence, may 
be met by the enquiry as to what could 
then have been the intention of Art. XII? 


a 


-If trade and residence were intended to be | fi 


limited to the specified treaty ports, then 
its introduction clearly appears to have been 
unnecessary ; but if the broader interpre- 
tation, which we are now endeavouring to 
obtain, is inapplicable, then the article in 
question is a dead letter. 

The right of building and owning boats 
to trade in the interior, is so connected 
with the question of buying land or houses 
there, that we have placed our remarks 
upon both subjects together. 


No. 5.—{Art. XXIV, XVIII, and Rule 
VIL of the Tientsin Treaty )}—The illegal 
charges, often levied by petty almost irre- 
sponsible authorities, upon goods in tran- 
sit from the open ports to the districts 
of consumption, add so greatly to their 
cost, that the sale is either much diminish- 
ed, or entirely ceases beyond a certain 
radius. They cannet, therefore bear that 
fair competition with native manufactures 
which they would otherwise be enabled to 
do, And this, we think, is notin accor- 
dance with the intention of the Treaty or 
with that wiser policy, which would facili- 
tate rather than obstruct, the attainment 
by the people of those commodities, which 
foreign nations can offer them better or 
cheaper than they can produce for them- 
selves. 

No. 6.—({Art. XXXII of the Tientsin 
Treaty. )}—The use and purposes of dredging 
machines are teo well known to require any 
comment of ours upon them. 

No. 7.—(Art. XLV of the Tientsin 


Treaty. )}—The present limit of twelve , 


months, as the time within which foreign 
imports may be re-exported, has been prac- 
tically found eR —_ imports wom: 
times requiring double t period” before 
a sale can be effected. 

It does not seem, in our opinion, that 
the Chinese Government could reasonably 
object to this ‘proposition, as it is quite in 
accordance with the spirit of the treaty, 
which provides that foreign goods shall 
only pay duty once, and that upon being 
re-exported they shall be protected from 
again paying duty by an Exemption Certi- 

cate. | 
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No. 8.—The idea of throwing open all 
China to foreign intercourse seems a bold 
one, but only because we have permitted 
ourselves to accept morsel by morsel, the 
privilege of trade and residence at a few 
ports on the coast ; although tlie trae spirit 
and object of the last treaties was, that 
the whole country should be opened to 
Christianity and commerce in its entirety. 


The extreme reluctance of the Chinese 
Government to accept its natural position 
asone only among the nativns, its vain 
struggles against the destiny which has 
brought it repeatedly within the last 
quarter of a century into collision with 
its self-termed barbarian foes; the humi- 
liation and sacrifices which have thus 
been entailed upon her, the gradual exten- 
sion of foreigners upon her seaboard, 
which has resulted in the extension of 
their trade from one to thirteen ports, and 
the permanent location of foreign Envoys 
in her very capital, have not yet, it is be- 
lieved taught the Government that its true 
interest, as well as that. of this immense 
empire, lies in a cordial and frank accep- 
tance of the position, in encouragirig the 
intercourse and cultivating the friendship 
of forcign nations ; in not disdaining to 
learn from them those useful and practical 
arts, the knowledge of which would multi- 
ply the material resources of the country. 
add to the comforts and happiness of the 
people, and place her on that position of 
equality with other nations, which her 
population, numerically the largest in the 
world, her geographical position and her 
magnificent physical Me none rb would 
naturally entitle her to assume.

tercourse. In addition to sending numer- 
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No. 9.—The introduction of foreign pas- 
toral or agricultural colonists, ina coun* 
try so well suited as Mongolia forsuch pur- 
suits, would, while enlarging the field for 
capital and enterprise, not be without ad- 
vantage to the inhabitants themselves. 

By various accounts, much of the pro- 


duce, such as Wool, etc., is lost or spoilt _ 


from imperfect systems of operation, and 
flocks and herds annually perish through 
the improvidence and ignorance of their 
owners. 

No. 10.—The establishment of railways 
and telegraphs we consider as one of the 
most important, if not the most important, 
of all the measures. which we trust are now 
on the eve of initiation. The incalculable 
benefits of cheap transit which the first 
would introduce; the indefinite multi- 


plication of wealth, consequent on the in=~ 


terchange of products between districts 
which now can practically have no ex- 
change ; the low price at which produce or 
foreign importations could be delivered to 
the consumer in remote inland districts ; 


these and many other advantages are so - 


manifest that we need not dilate on them 
to your Excellency. We would mention, 
as being something locally near us, the 
wool of Mongolia, the fine iron of Shan- 
si and the coal of the province ; valuable 
products, the consumption and export of 
which are practically prohibited by the 
exclusive dearness of transit; the cost of 
which often exceeds several fold the cost 
of the articles themselves. 

Telegraphs, in conjunction with Rail- 
ways Seald. we conceive, be one of the 
most potent weapons in the hands of the 
Government ; not only giving it stability, 
but also givi it security Pye its 
enemies. By e first, it would receive 
instantaneous intelligence of disaffection, 
or revolt, in its remotest province.

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No. 11.—The working of coal and iron 
mines, mvure especially the formér, is one 
of great importance to the material pros- 
perity of the country. The coal mines, 
according to the observations of many trav- 


, ellers, are worked so unskilfully as to pro- 


duce but little of what they might be made 
to do; and chiefly surface coal only is 
obtained. 

In this department of labour foreign 
science could be made available, manifestly 
to the benelit of the country and all con- 
cerned. In conjunction with railways, so 
that cost of transit’ would be moderate, 
there would be nothing to hinder a very 
large consumption, as well as export from, 
this port, thus adding very materially to 
its prosperity. | 

No. 12.—-The system of Bonded Ware- 
houses is beneficially employed in other 
countries and there seems no reason why 
China should fear to follow their example. 


No. 13.—The inconvenience of having to 
receive in payment for goods, shoes of 


_ sycee of doubtful parity and value, is one 


often felt by the foreign merchant, and 
some protective remedy seems called for ? 
we have therefore ventured the present 
suggestion. | 

No. 14.—We believe that both the Go- 
vernment and the people would benefit by 
the establishment of a fixed currency ; this 
would necessitate the establishment of a 
mint. Loss by weight in consequence of 
the perplexing difference of standards of 
weight in various parts of the empire, has 
now to be submitted to, both by the Gov- 
ernment in receiving bullion payments, as 
wellas the people in making them. A 
standard currency would obviate this, to 


_ the advantage of all but shroffs, or those 


who live by the difficulties of the present 
system. 

No. 15.—Holders of native bank notes 
have now nothing on which to fall back, in 
the event of the nsion of the banks ; 
an oceurrence which is only too common 
now-a-da Usually, when a bank or 
money shop closes, remains for the 
creditors ee a pong of a 
very poor description ; is mostl 
carried off piecenié 4 


No. 16.—Foreign salt, introduced at an 
ad valorem duty, might safely be allowed 
to compete with the native article. If it 
could be sold of better quality and cheaper 
than Chinese salt, why should not the 
people have the option of using it? And 
if it could not compete with Chinese salt, 
the natural laws of trade would soon cause 
its importation to cease. 

No. 17.—It seems to us not unreasonable 
to ask forareturn of the transit duty, 
when the goods come back ffom the in- 
terior unsold. But we leave this point for 
your Excellency’s consideration. 

No. 18.-—Peking has hitherto been closed 
to foreign trade ; more, we believe, out of 
consideration to the feelings and preju- 
dices of the native officials there, than 
from any objection on the part of the 
people. 

e time has arrived, however, after 
eigut years’ residence in the capital by the 
Foreign Legations, and the ameliorating 
influence on Chinese mistrust and preju- 
dice, which, it is presumed, has resulted 
therefrom, for the officials to be reconciled 
to the presence vf foreigners, and the res- 
triction we’ venture to think, might now 
advantageously cease. 

No.19.—It would assist much in the 
export of coal to free it from export duty, 
so long as it did not leave China ; this 
would encourage its consumption and add 
also to the wealth of the country. 

No. 20.—Chinese produce now pays two 
duties, the export. duty at the port of 
export, and the trade duty at the port of 
import, the latter, we think, should be 
dispensed with. 

No. 21.—The opening of the Yellow 
River to foreign trade and steam naviga- 
tion, would be one of the many civilising 
agents which we trust to see eventually in 
operatiun. 

No. 22.—While advocating direct inter- 
course between the foreign peoples and 
Chinese officials, instead of through the 
Consuls, as hitherto, we would remark, 
that we have the greatest confidence in the 
Consular body ; nor have we the slightest 
desire to see their legitimate authorit 
shortened. But we consider that s 
authority might judiciously be limited to 
their functions as international agents ; to 
ame cognisance of crimes, trespasses and 

es of the law, and to action in those 
cases which affect the interests of 
whole communities, than those of 
private individuals. 
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In the new era which is now, we hope, 
dawning on China, industrial enterprises of 
every description may possibly be under- 
taken by individuals, either singly or asso- 
ciated, in remote portions of the country, 
far from Consular protection, and to the 
success of which, direct and free inter- 
course with the local authorities might be 
absolutely essential. The reference and re- 
reference, the tedium and delays, insepar- 
able from transacting business through a 
Consular channel under such circumstances, 
might often be fatal to the enterprise. 


We believe that at the Treaty ports, 
even now, the Consuls in many petty cases, 
of interest merely to the persons concerned, 
might, greatly to their own relief, yield u 
their present privilege of action to suc 
persons, and allow them to prosecute their 
own cause with the Chinese authorities, 
with that warmth and energy which self 
interest would naturally inspire, but which 
they could hardly expect 
feel. 


No. 23.—The Chinese Government have 
long labored to prohibit both the importa- 
tion and the smoking of foreign opium, as 
the opium war of 1840-42 sufficiently testi- 
fied. 


But experience at length induced them, 
as the lesser of two evils, to legalise its in- 
troduction ; this Your Excellency is aware, 
was only dohe in the last treaty. It was, 
however, curbed by restrictions, which pre- 
vented it from being sent into the interior 
by foreigners, and which also did not re- 
cognise it as foreign owned in any place 
except at the treaty,ports. — 


But, as time has now shown, this res- 
triction does not diminish consumption, 
for its importation yearly increases; we 
think, therefore, ix respect of transit to the 
interior, no exception should be made be- 
tween it and other foreign goods. 


No. 24.—It is reasonable to believe that 
various products of China—and notably 
coal—when brought to the ports of export 
by cheap systems of transit, such as rail- 
ways or inland steamers, must and will fall 
in value; or in other words be sold ata 
lower rate than at present. In such case 
the duties, which were originally based 
upon an ad valorem of five per cent, would 
obviously bear unjustly upon their altered 
and decreased value, and we think, there- 
fore, under such circumstances, the duty 
should be lowered accordingly.

No. 1—A trade and demand for opal, 
which at present comes from the mines at 
Chai Tang, in the western hills near Peking, 
has commenced at this rt; and the 
steamers which have used it speak so en- 
couragingly of its good quality for the 
pu of steam navigation, that its ex- 
tended use is merely 5 quetion of cost. 
This almost entirely hinges upon the ex- 
pense of transit, as coal which only costs 

taels per ton at the pit mouth, is 
swelled in price to taels by the time 
it reaches Tientsin.

No. 2.—Docks at Taku, fit for the recep- 
tion of grain and other junks, would relieve 
the Pei-ho, already too narrow for the tra- 
flic on its bosom, from the lumbering move- 
ments of many of the large unwieldy native 
crafts, which, owing to their helplessness, 
are a fruitful source of collision on the

No. 3.—The dredging of the two Taku 
bars could be effected by the employment 
of proper dredging machines, similar to 
those in Binal mes ho countries ; and the 
increase in the trade, from vessels of

pons Excellency’s superior judgment, and 
ave confined ourselves to those matters 
which more immediately affect our general 
or local interests in China, and upon which 
we can therefore speak with the authority 
of experience. 

At the same time we would wish to 
shield, in anticipation, our views from the 


‘Charge of being ‘“‘ utopian,” or ‘‘ advanc- 


ed ;” the latter, too often, being only a 
synonym for impracticable. 

What, we ask, is the word ‘“‘ advanced,” 
but a relative term. He, who is three 
miles in front of another, on a line of 
march, is relatively in advance; but he, 
who is one hundred miles in front does not 
consider the one who is three miles as ad- 
vanced. 

So it may be said to be with China. 
What seems advanced to her, is but ordi- 
nary progress and locomotion in the eyes 
of Western nations. 

Our desires are for just and wise laws ; 
just to China as well as to ourselves, and 
which may be alike beneficial te both sides. 
As equity is the sure basis of sound legis- 
lation, so is justice the root of all inter- 
national compacts. And we would hope 
that the time has now come for this great 
country to rouse itself; to abandon its 
policy of isolation and restriction ; to join 
the>march of nations in the cause'of pro- 
gress and civilisation ; and thus reap those 
rich # pee of moral supre 
mate prosperity, which past tory 
shews have always beon the reward of just, 
humane and enlightened legislation.

any revision of them that may take place. 


Before the Treaty of Tientsin was - me) 


| British subjects in China were ata 


vantage in nearly every branch of Trade, 
and in their intercourse with the natives 
of the country, owing to the unjust in- 
terference of the Mandarins and the as- 
sumed right to exclude foreigners from the 
interior of the empire. 


The war and co uent Treaty were 
intended to remove all these obstacles for 
the future, and though the language of the 
Treaty was most considerate to the Chinese 
Government, its spirit and meaning were 
to make the relations of British subjects 
with China in every respect as advan- 
tageous and favorable as possible.

The only revision of the Treaty justifi- 
able, therefore, either by its origin or the 
circumstances under which it was agreed 
to, is the still more full and entire develop- 
ment of the principle that British subjects 
have sicpaisted a right to trade at the ports 
in this country without the embarrassment 
of illiberal and vexatious Customs la- 
tions, and without being impeded from 
carrying on peaceful commerce on all other 
parts of its public territory. 

No infringement of the rightful Sovereign 
sips. ay of the Emperor of China can 

ascribed to such demands, for they are 
admitted by other more powerful sovereigns 
in the world without derogation to their 
dignity. The only momentary question 
that may be raised against admitting them 
is a doubt of their expediency ; but if this 
is weighed against the inexpediency of ac- 
quiescing to the contrary of what every one 
but the Chinese deem reasonable, they will 
soon be found to be necessary in carrying 
out the spirit and principles of the Treaty. 


We hope therefore that in the revision 
of the Treaty the first principle to be adopt- 
ed as the touchstone of all deliberation, 
will be to secure the most ample freedom 
of trade, industrial enterprise and inter- 
course for British Merchants throughout 
all China,and to demand material guarantees 
that the Chinese shall fulfil their en- 
gagements towards the British nation.

This object has, however, only been at- 
tained to a limited extent. No sooner did 
the Chinese feel themselves independent of 
foreigners, after the Taiping Rebellion had 
been suppressed by their aid, than the na- 
tive officials began steadily, though insidi- 
ously, to advocate retrogressive views, 
which it is a matter of regret to your me- 
morialists, there has been a disposition in 
influential qnarters to endorse and to up- 
hold. 

A desire has been shewn in interpreting 
the Treaty of Tientsin to ignore that ele- 
ment of progress which, if tempered with 
prudence, could not fail to be productive 
of the most satisfactory results ; a deter- 
mination has been manifested to read the 
clauses conferring privileges, in a light ad- 
verse to foreigners, whenever the text was 
susceptible of dubious interpretation ; and 
even when the rights claimed by Europeans 
accorded fully with the spirit of the In- 
strument.

tion of this nature which 
has been raised, is that of the right 
of residence, of renting land and houses, 
and building premises at other places than 
the Treaty ports. In this instance the 
policy of the foreign Governments appears 
to have beeh influenced rather by consider- 
ations of expediency, than by the strictly 
legal bearing of the question. 

The argument advanced against residence 
in the interior by Earl Russell, when 
Foreign Minister for Great Britain, was 
that the specification of right to reside at 
the Treaty Ports implied the exclusion of 
the privilege of residence in other parts of 
the Empire. Your memorialists would be 
fully prepared to acknowledge the justness 
of this view, but for the specific language 
in which Art. XII. of the British Treaty is 
couched. That article runs as follows :-— 


‘* British subjects, whether at the ports or at 
other places, desiring to open houses, ware- 
houses, churches, hospitals, or burial grounds, 
shall make ‘their agreement for the land or 
buildings they os at the rates prevailing 
among the people equitably, and without 
exaction on either side.” 

Admitting the validity of the view pro- 
pounded by Earl Russell, above alluded to, 
it seems clear, in the humble opinion of 
your memorialists, that it was precisely to 
prevent such an argument being applicable,

that the words ‘‘whether at the ports or 

other places” were i in Art. XII. 
It is needless to observe that it is onl 
when a clause is either ambiguous in itedlt 
or inconsistent with a document as a whole, 
that it is necessary to resort to inferences 
from the context. If the article did not 
contain the words above quoted it would be 
anlnquous, and it would then be necessary 
to infer its meaning from-other clauses, but 
as it stands, it does not appear ambiguous ; 
nor is it inconsistent with the general bear- 
ing of the Treaty, which, it will not be 
denied, contemplated that British subjects 
would proceed into the interior for ve 
of wel, ae eee and may, therefore, fair y be 
presumed also to have contemplated the 
opening. of warehouses, without which 
business cannot be carried on. 

Thus the provision most essential to the 
progress of foreign trade has been deprived 
of all particular effect, and the grand de- 
signs of the Treaty of Tientsin, namely, the 
penetration of foreign goods throughout 
the in erior, and the purchase by foreigners 
of China produce at the places of growth, 
together with immunity in either case from 
illegal taxation of every kind, have been 
altogether nullified. | . 

; : Similar views to those 
= ‘Chinese Pore which have influenced the 
ment and people, = fon eign authorities respect- 
ing purely diplomatic questions, have cha- 
racterised the action taken in matters of a 
mixed judicial and diplomatic nature, and 
your memorialists cannot refrain from ex- 
_pressing their regret at the apparent in- 

difference displayed in the advocacy by the 

foreign authorities of claims upon the Chi- 
' nese Government; even in cases where an 
ordinary sense of justice, no less than the 
‘clear provisions of the Treaty, indicated 
such claims to be well founded. 

It is needless to quote all the numerous 
instances in which injustice has been suffer- 
ed by foreigners through the bad faith and 
indifference to right manifested by the Chi- 
nese Government. It will be sufficient to 
call to your Excellency’s notice, (as much in 
the hope that it may not yet be too late in 
some instances to obtain tardy redress, as 
+ with the view of illustrat e mannef in 
which foreign merchants have too often 
suffered wrong) those which from their 
importance cnn notoriety are“leading cases 
of this nature. The Sung-Yang claims, the 
still deferred payment of Messrs. Hogg, 
Bros. losses arising from Salt, and 
Nanzing Duties, are instances so notorious 
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that your memorialists deem it but neces- 
ser to refer to them, to convince your Ex- 
cellency of the gross injustice which has too 
often been experienced. The following are 
the main facts connected with them. 

In the matter of the Sung-Yang claims, a 
large quantity of property belonging to 
foreign merchants was, in the month of 
April 1865, lost in consequence of its being 
seized and appropriated by a body of dis- 
affected Imperial troops who were at the 
time in possession of the above-named city. 


‘In one case, namely that of Messrs. Jardine, 


Matheson & Co., a considerable sum was 
lost, and six of the natives in the employ of 
the firm were seized and carried off by the 
troops, and have not since been heard of, 
and the nephew of a compradore of their 
employ was murde Application for 
redress was made in June 1865 to Mr. 
Médhurst, H. B. M. Consul at Hankow, 
and in reply Messrs. Jardine & Co., were 
auniel to furnish every possible infor- 
mation as to the nature of the occurrence. 
This was accordingly done, but no answer 
of a satisfactory nature was received, and 
the further time granted by your Excel- 
lency on your recent visit to Hankow for 


enquiry has been productive of no satisiac- | 


tory results to the present day. 

The Nanzing Duties consisted of certain 
taxes, which were levied in June 1861, un- 
der the name of war dues, chiefly at Nan- 
zing, and upon Silk. The charge at first 
was Tls. 5 per bale, but was subsequently 
raised to Tis. 10. This levy was made 
through the whole of the Season 1861-2. 
Upon Teas similar illegal taxes were levied. 
Various claims sent in to H. B. M. Consu- 
late were recognised ; and it was stated 
that the refund would have to be made in 
Ningpo Drawbacks, but, though frequent 
application has been made, nothing has up 
to the present time been obtained. 

The large losses of Messrs. Hogg, Bros., 
arising from transactions in Salt under 
Chinese Government supervision. have been 
a fruitful source of correspondence for up- 
wards of two years, and, though admitted 
by your Excellency to be a just claim, yet 
to this day, nothing has been dune by the 
Chinese Authorities at Hankow to enforce 
payment. 

Local Taxes inexcess Oppressive acts of this 
of Tariff Duties. nature, injurious to trade, 
and disastrous to indivmmduals, as they un- 
doubtedly are, do not, however, form, in 
the opinion of your memorialists, the most 
serious evil from which foreign interests 
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in China suffer. Such flagrant violations 
of right must, from their nature, be of ex- 
ceptional occurrence ; and their influence 
upon the trade as a whole is small in com- 
parison with that which results from the 
systematic exaction by the Chinese Au- 

orities of Duties y in excess of those 
stipulated for in the Treaty. 

ogether with the present communica- 

tion, your memorialists beg ey" am to 
forward to your Excellency a Chi rey 
cument, specifying the values upon which 
in the year 1860 the Chinese Authorities 
levied illegal taxes upon manufactured 
goods, between the warehouse of the for- 
eign seller and the native shops in the for- 
eign settlement. The values placed upon 
the various goods are something Iike the 
market rates of the period, so that in 1860 
more than half as much again as the Tariff 
Duty was levied upon every kind of manu- 
factured goods, and these taxes are in force 
to the day, An idea of the magni- 
tude of the taxation to which the foreign 
Import Trade is subjected may be formed, 
when it is borne in mind that this is but 
the beginning of a system of ‘‘ squeezing ” 
which follows every bale of our manufac- 
tures on its way into the interior. 
egal Exactions in Notwithstanding the 
the interior. payment by the foreign 
merchant to the Customs of 2) per cent. as 
Transit Dues, his goods are so heavily tax- 
ed at the various Inland Barriers, that, ac- 
cording to reliable authorities, it is impos- 
sible for a single bale of foreign manufac- 
tures to penetrate one hundred miles into 
the interior or the country. A piece of 
shirtings costing ‘l'ls. 2.70 or 16/2 in 8 - 
hai, cannot be laid down in Soochow, only

foreign steamer to Hankow, a distance 
600 miles. . 

Siniilar impoats are placed upon Export 
produce’on its way down from the interior; 
and every effort is made by the Chinese 
officials to prevent the possibility of for- 
eigners nlaking hases up country. For 
instances we your Excellency’s atten- 
tion to the Appendices ; and to shew the 
extent of the internal dues upon native 
produce, it is only necessary to refer tw the 
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Report upon Trade for the past year by | 


the Commissioner of Customs for Shang- 
hai, who states the levy on silk to be Tis. 
30 per picul, equal to three times the 
amount of the Export Duty. 

In this manner the spread of foreign 
trade in China is effectually prevented by 
the local officials. “A hahdsome Customs’ 
Revenue, collected by the assistance of for- 
eigners themselves at the Treaty Ports, 
proves insufficient to secure the freedom 
of trade in the country. On the contrary, 
the restrictions placed upon the movement 
of foreigners, and more especially the im- 
posts laid upon foreign manufactures, are 
such as entirely to restrict business to the 
Treaty ports, and what is of more import- 
ance as respects the development of our 
trade, to preclude the possibility of the 
consumption beyond a most confined area, 
of such foreign manufactured goods 
as the natives may take into the in- 
terior. Your memorialists fully recog- 
nise that the Chinese have the right to 
tax their own subjects as they see fit, but 
would submit that mght to be limited 

uoad foreign commerce, by the Treaty. 
hatever doubts may exist as to the inter- 
gee = of some of its clauses, there can 
no question th, * the Treaty of Tientsin 
was intended to enable us to send our ma- 
nufactures for sale among the natives of 
this country upon payment of defined 
Import and Transit Diaties, and without 
further taxation or restriction; and it 
cannot but be a subject. of the deepest 
regret that the meaning of the Treaty is 
evaded, and that the privileges which it 
was imagined would be secured by it are 
lost, through the unwillingness or inability 
of the Imperial Government to prevent the 
local officials from acting in direct opposi- 
tion to its clear terms and provisions.

Finally, the administra- 
eigners and Chinese tion of Justice in disputes 
not properly adjudi- between foreigners and 
mage Chinese urgently calls for 
the attention of the omg powers in the 
revision of the Treaty. The articles with 
regard to this important matter are com- 
pletely a dead letter. The prevarications, 
delays and excuses of the Iecal authori- 
ties give defaulters ample time to escape, 
bribe or get rid of witnesses, destroy evi- 
dence, and make away with their property. 
Very seldom is anything recovered for the 
foreigner. At the minor ports it has be- 
come almost. an impossibility to get back 
debts or stolen property, or even to have 
any punishment accorded to the delin- 
uents. At arse om. a remedy—perha 
the true one—has sought in the esta 
lishment of a Mixed Tribunal, but until 
that tribunal has far greater ers to car- 
ry opt its decisions, and until the mode in 
which it is conducted be entirely changed, 
and some definite code of daw and proce- 
dure introduced, it can be of very little 
use. The wealthier Chinese with whom 
we have dealings are all members of power- 
ful guilds, who afford them pro‘ec.won and 
ractical immunity in times of difficulty. 
Under the present p doar n at. all the ports 
except Shanghai, a foreigner aggrieved by 
a Chinese, applies to the Consul, who 
writes his complaint to the Ghinese autho- 
rities, but they have always one answer— 
‘the case will be examined.” There. the 
matter virtually ends, for nothing is known 
of the real action taken by the native offi- 
cials. Communications are sent in reply 
to the Consul, that ‘* the investigation 
is not yet terminated” or that “strict 
orders have been issued;” but the plain- 
tiff and defendant are not brought face 
to face. The charge is accepted entirely 
from the Censul’s despatch; none of the 
foreigner’s witnesses are summoned ; no ex- 
amination of the foreigners concerned is 
attempted by the Chinese, and the answer 
of the Chinese defendant is seldom if ever 
made known to the plaintiff. Such a course 
is manifestly unjust to all parties. It is in 
the nature of things that wrongful or false 
‘charges may be made against natives by 
foreigners, and that Chinese may make 
such false stories in defence as they think 


likely to relieve them of their responsibili- 
ties. Cases might be quoted from almost 
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every Consulate in China in which justice 
has been entirely frustrated by the delays 
imposed by the officials or by the want of 
evidence, which the mandarins never seem 
to require. 4

known system of Civil Law among the 
Chinese makes it impossible for a foreigner 
dealing with a native to feel that he 
remedies against ill faith, or 
security for the enforcement of contracts.

Upon these various points. your memori- 
alists beg respectfully to lay before your 
Excellency the views which they have 
formed, after nearly eight years’ experience 
of the working of the Treaty, and from 
careful observation of its nature. 
Residence intheinte: With respect to resid- 
Flor, ence in the interior, your 
memorialists would observe that it seems 
almost beyond a questien, that unless 
this privilege be accorded, the force and 
bearing of the Treaty applicable to the 
freedom of trade, from the arbitrary 
restrictions placed upon it, will be wholly 
lost. So long as we are confined to the 
Treaty porta, it is within the power of 
the Chi officials to tax our trade to any 
extent they please, and experience has 
fully demonstrated that they will not hesi- 
tate to make use of this power.

Should Her Majesty’s Government not be 
of opinion that the Treaty will admit of 
residence in the interior, it is the earnest 
hope of your memorialists that they may 
consider it advisable to negotiate for this 
privilege; or at all events for the right of 
residence Within a fixed radius, or perha 
two hundred miles from some or all of the 
treaty ports. 

Your memorialists suggest that Licenses 
from the Consuls at the various treaty ports 
should be issued, and regulations framed 
under which the foreigher in the interior 
would be liable not only for the payment of 
all personal taxation to which he, in com- 
mon with his Chinese neighbours, may law- 
fully be subject, but also for his appearance 
at the licensing port on the summons of his 
Consul, to answer any charge which may 
be preferred against hisn.

Chamber of Commerce addressed, your Ex- 
cellency at length on the 25th July 1866. 

It is desirable to point out that two very 
distinct questions appear to have been 
confounded with regard to this matter.

It is 
naturally a source of vexation to the local 
authorities that dues which, according to 
custom, formerly came into their own 
coffers, should be now paid to the Provin- 
cial Exchequer subject to Imperial control ; 
and it is to be remembered “that, to a 
certain extent, this is an injustice to those 
officials who look to taxes upon the pro- 
duce bought or goods sold in their districts 
as the means of raisi their revenue. 
Under such circumstances a strong preju- 
dice is naturally felt by them against for- 
eign trade ; and they are under temptation 
to impose taxes upon produce bought by 
foreigners ; while in consequence of no other 
duty being levied on it in the district, they 
are able to do so without fear of popular 
discontent. 


If, however, the Transit 
te dues were paid, as the 
should be, to the local off 
cials at the place where the transactions 
occur, the mandarins would welcome the 
foreigner and be inclined to foster his trade, 
seeing that it would contribute handsome’ y 
to their local revenue.

It would, thefore, be very desirable 
that some definite rules for arriving at de- 
cisions in this matter should be formed. 
lt has practically been left entirely in the 
hands of the Chinese authorities ; but it is 
evidently the spirit of the Treaty that for- 
eigners should have some security for good 
faith being kept with regard to this matter. 
Municipal It may not be out of place 
here for your memorialists to point out that 
the clauses of the Treaty providing for the 
protection of the life and property of Fo- 
reigners by the Chinese authorities is to a 
great extent a dead letter, as they do not 
contribute in any way to the public expenses 
which have been found necessary for the 
maintenance of order at the r ports.

Distinctiondrawn by In these two clauses the 
ne Sey: distinction between crimi- 
nal and civil suits is very carefully ob- 
served. The former being in reference to 
offences against the State, and in case of 
natives, against the Emperor of China, 
independent jurisdiction is in 
such cases as belonging to the Chinese 
officials. In the latter, a different position 
is taken. Such cases are not of the nature 
of personal charges against a Chinaman 
when he happens to be the defendant ; but 
of disputes between tio parties, and the pro- 
perty, or money in dispute, cannot, until 
the matter is decided, be held to belong 
either to the one y or the other. Mani- 
fest injustice is therefore, done to the for- 
eigner if, whenever he brings a suit against 
a native of China, he is dependent only 
upon the doubtfulness and corruption of 
the native mode of arranging such matters. 
The Chinese have no known code of civil 
law, and it is impossible for a foreign mer- 
chant to become acquainted with the se- 
curity afforded by Chinese Courts for 
the fulfilment of native contracts. On the 
other hand the Chinaman has the full 
benefit of European law. When a for- 
eigner fails to fulfil his ts the 
native has only to enter a plaint i 
him in the Court or Consulate to w he 
may be subject, and substantial justice is 
obtained.

It is observable that, at the minor 
the spirit of Article X VII. is more closely 
observed than in Shanghai where a Mixed 
Court has been established. In the ports 
where such an Institution does not yet 
exist, the Consul investigates the charge, 
and sends his decision to the native au- 
thorities with a request that it may be en- 
forced. Of the defects in this system _— 
memorialists have already spoken. ose 
defects it was hoped the establishment of a 
Mixed Court would in a great measure re- 
move ; but while this step secured the ad- 
Vantage of bringing Plaintiff and Defendant 
face to face, it is doubtful whether more 
harm than good has not resulted from the 
abandonment in that tribunal of much, if 
not all, of the right of joint jurisdiction, 
which it is the obvious aim of the Treaty 
clauses to secure.

of the investigation more evident that 
nothing which can be dignified by the name 
of a civil code exists m China; disputes 
being for the most part settled by refer- 
ence to the Guilds or other arbitration, the 
Chinese magistrate being only looked to 
to enforce the decision so arrived at.

Your memorialists are in- 
formed that two of the best legal authori-

A Treaty, however 
ably drawn up, is obviously insufticient to 
clear a way through time honored obstruc- 
tions, and to substitute for an antiquated 
régime of protection and monopoly, a sys- 
tem embodying the true priticiples of free 
trade and p The tabour of doing 
this was wisely left Inttie hands of the 
Plenipotentiaries and Superintendents of 
Trade at Pekin. To them was delegated 
the duty of seeing that the principles enun- 
ciated in the Treaty should become em- 
bodied in action ; that any attempts on the 
of the Chinese Government to evade 
its stipulations should be speedily checked ; 
that subtle arguments for curtailing its 
riyileges should be rebutted ; that illegal 
evies should be suppressed ; that the secu- 
rities for the administration of justice 
should be held with a tight hand. 

So* far as this duty has been performed 
the Treaty has sueceeded ; so far as it has 
been omitted the Treaty has failed; and 
fail it will, whatever its terms, if the pri- 
vileges granted by it be not scrupulously 
and vigilantly protected against the constant 
opposition of a Government as subtle in 
design as unscrupulous inaction. But if 
the principles and objects of the Treaty be 
watched and gnarded, your memorialists 
can see no reason to doubt that it will 
prove all that is wanted for the advance- 
ment of commerce, bring into closer con-

in the Tariff of Duties your memorialists 
do not consider that important alterations 
are called for. Serious disturbances of the 
value of some staple articles of Import and 
Export have occurred since the Tariff was 
framed, under the influence of exceptional 
conditions, which are fast passing away, 
and prices generally are settling down upon 
the basis arranged in 1860. ” Phus Cotton 
goods are rapidly declining to their normal 
value, temporarily en by the Ame- 
rican war; and the production of Silk, 
which at one time seemed threatened with 
extinction consequent upon the Rebellion, 
is now recovering its former position. With 
regard to Tea, your memorialists feel that 
the only onttnde on which they can pnt 
fogward a claim to a modification of the 
duty, is the general principle that any mea- 
sure which tends to lessen the cost of an 
article of necessity confers a boon upon the 


— 


world at large, and they doubt not your 
Excellency will endeavour to effect any 
reduction which may be politically expe- 
dient. 

The few articles on which alteration of 


the duty seems desirable are the-following. 


Tea is charged with a duty almost 
prohibitory of its export and utterly out 
of proportion to its cost, which is about 
Tis. 5 per picul, so that an impost of 3 
mace per picul would be ample to charge 
upon It. 

" Black and White Pepper—are taxed too 
heavily, and a duty of 2 mace per picul on 
the former and 4 mace on the latter would 
appear to be sufficient. 

Watches.—A 5 per cent ad valorem duty 
would be fairer than the present system. 

Tin Plates—A reduction of duty to 2 
mace is desirable, the present rate being 
excessive. 

Timber.—There is no properly defined 
method of charging the duty on the various 
kinds of Timber which are imported. The 
attempt to classify certain spars and charge 
fixed duties is found in practice to be very 
unfair. . lt is suggested, therefore, that on 
the subject of Timber duties a conference 
should be held between H. M. Consul, as- 
sisted by the Chamber of Commerce, and 
the Commissioner of Customs, to arrange 
an equitable Tariff on the basis of 5 per cent 
ad valorem duty. 

Coals.—I1t would be a great boon if the 
importation were entirely free as formerly. 
The loss to the Chinese Revenue would be 
trifling, and almost the whole of the cval 
imported is for foreign use either by 
steamer or manufactories. It is not on the 
ground alone of the actual tax, which is 
sufficiently small, that the exemption from 
duty is urged, but because the collection 
is vexatious, often causing delay to vessels, 
by interfering with steamers coaling at any 
moment required. 

The question, however, is intimately 
bound up with that of the duty to be levied 
upon native coal, and as your memorialists 
trust that your Excellency's influence will 
be used to promote the opening of the 
Chinese coalfields and the efficient working 
of them under foreign superintendence or 
by foreign capital, they leave the matter for 
your Excellency’s consideration. / 

Salt.—This article is according to the 
Treaty prohibited; but it would appear to 
your memorialists that a very large and 
impertant trade could be inaugurated in 
wil "Rabeeen China and Great Britain, 
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without in any way interfering with the 
Chinese Government monopoly. The salt 
imported could be sold to the Sivevunnahe 
in the same manner as the native salt, and 
the collection of the duty would not in any 


way be impeded ; a plan referred to in the 


appendix as extracted from a local news- 
paper suggests, probably, the best mode by 
which its importation may be commenced 
without alarming the susceptibilities of the 
Chinese in regard to this Government 
monopoly. 

Rice,—Your memorialists are of-opinion 
that foreign Rice should be allowed to be 
exported free of duty. It not unfrequently 
happens that when there isa surplus on 
the China Markets the article might be 
re-exported to advantage to neighbouring 
countries. This was the case two years ago 
when there was a quantity of Rice in Shan- 
ghal that might have been re-exported to 

apan, but for the export duty of one mace 
a picul. The Chinese prohibition against 
the export of rice, it is needless to men- 
tion, is designed only against shipping off 
pane iy of the country, and does not 
apply to foreign cargo. 

Dretdetie,-tancabh with the Tariff 
is the subject of Drawbacks for duties on 
Re-Exports. The present method with re- 
gard to these is fraught with great injustice. 

Drawbacks, provided the gouds re-ex port- 
ed have not been imported for a period 
longer than twelve months, and not other 
wise, are granted by certificates available 
for the payment of duties. __, 

It appears to be only just that ona re- 
exportation of foreign’. goods the duty 
should be repaid, as received, in Sycee, 
but the present mode makes it incumbent 
upon the holder of certificates to buy pro- 
duce or to import goods in order to turn 
them into cash, an alternative of particu- 
lar hardship to any person antic in in- 
termitting trading operations. 

The Chinese Government having the use 
of the money while the goods remain in 
this country can offer no good reason for 
throwing difficulties in the way of its re- 
payment on their re-exportation. The 
question as to the period of time during 
which duty on re-exportation will be allow- 


_™ 


ed is not an unimportant one. The taste 
of the Chinese people with regart to as- 
sortments of fancy goods is constantly 
changing, and frequent rebellions in the 
country throw classes of manufactures, 
which are consumed in particular districts 
out of use. The consequence is that stocks 
of unsaleable goods are often to be’ met 
with which have been in the country up- 
wards of a year, the loss on which by nre- 
export is seriously aggravated by the duty 
charge. 

lt appears 
only a lnaitation should be placed upon 
the time during which the duty will be 
returned, but that the drawback also should 
be paid in cash, and they trust that your 
Excellency -will support their views. 

The privilege of considering the ports of 
Japan and Hongkong within the limits of 
coasting voyages having been granted by 
Chinese, it is sugges that a clause to 
confirm the right should be embodied in 
the Treaty. 

Articles Imported for Foreign. use anly, 
Stores &c.—'t is obviously the intention of 
Rule 2 of the Customs’ Tariff to exempt 
from duty all articles imported for the sole 
use of foreigners, but latterly duties have 
been levied on articles which, though not 
specially mentioned, appear to be entitled 
to the privilege by the spirit of the Rule. 

Your memorialists trust that your Excel- 
lency will seek to obtain a general a. 
tion from duty for all articles especially 
imported for forei 
in support of this claim the excessive cost 
of living at the Treaty ports; while the 
enormous duties derived by the Chinese 
Government from the foreign trade may 
fairly be used as an argument for the con- 
tinuance of the privilege.

Memoriat of the Hankow General Chamber | 
of Commerce, addressed to Sir Rutherford |

of Trade, on the subject of the Revision of | 
the Treaty of Tientsin.

The Memorial of the Undersigned, mem- 
bers of the Hankow General Chamber of 
Commerce, humbly sheweth :-— 


That at the invitation of H. B. M.’s Con- 
sul, it was resolved by the Chamber of 
Commerce to wait upon you with their 
views on the subject of the Revision of the 
Treaty of Tientsin. 

Access to the Interior.—It is highly de- 
sirable that foreigners should have free ac- 
cess to all parts of the Empire, either for 
business or any other legitimate object, and 
that every facility should be afforded by 
the Imperial and Authorities for the 
renting or purchase of land and buildings 
of any nature whatever. This right we 
consider was conceded to subjects-of Trea- 
ty Powers under Article xm, which has 
hitherto been interpreted to the prejudice 
of British interests. Great. advantages 
have accrued to Russian Firms who have 
established themselves in the interior. 

While advocating the right of all subjects 
of Treaty Powers to travel and reside any 
where in the Empire according to their 
pleasure, we, however. consider it unadvis- 
able that any new Ports he opened. 

Protection of Foreign Interest: —It is with 
much concern that we have to comment on 
the very unsatisfactory manner in which 
Foreign Interests have been cared for and 


protected. The Chinese Authorities in the |

and the Foreign Consuls appear perfectly 


powerless to obtain redress for those whom 
re represent. 

here are cases on record where even 
after the delay and expense of reference 
to Peking, the claims, there admitted, are 
still unsatisfied, and we may specially 
instance the Soon Yang claims, which have 
now been outstanding for more than two 
years and-a-half. Your Memorialists there- 
fore pray that a special Commission be ap- 
pointed for the immediate settlement of all 
outstanding claims, and that a similar 
Commission should periodically visit the 
Ports to adjudicate all unredressed griev- 
ances. 

The Tariff and its Revision.—Viewing 
the vast increase of the Foreign Trade in 
China during the last ten years, and the 
prospect of its still further developement, 
we strongly advocate the reduction of all 
Import and Export Duties to a scale of 
24% ad valorem; such a concession being 
greatly to the advantage of both Foreign 
and Native Trade, without any serious cur- 
tailment of the Revenue as compared with 
that collected at the date of the Treaty of 
Trientsin. 

We would particular! call your atten- 
tion to the necessity of fixing a uniform 
duty on Tea dust, which at present, being 
considered as Tea, pays an excessive charge 
of above 50% of its value. 

The abolition of the Duty on Native 
Coal to be consumed by steamers trading 
in Chinese waters, would not only be a 
stimulus to an important branch of trade, 
but would greatly facilitate the working 
of steamers. 

Transit Dues.—The numerous exactions 
and squeezes imposed by the Local Autho- 
rities on produce in transit next claim our 
attention. We would suggest that transit 
dues on all foreign and native produce and 
manufactures be fixed at one-half the 


Tariff rate, and on payment thereof that 


certificates should be granted for cén- 
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veyance to any place. At present it is 
only possible to obtain ‘such for forei 
goods to certain marts, and those only 
within a very limited jurisdiction. 

Tonnage .—To facilitate the better 
navigation of the pie Poa Kiang, the 
erection of beacons and light-houses, and 
the buoying difficult are necessary ; 
for this purpose we consider the 
dues collected at the Riverine Ports sho 
be appropriated. 

Payment of Duties.—The uncertain stand- 
ard of Hai Quan Sycee in which duties 
have at present to be paid is very incon- 
venient, and weighs heavily on the trade 
of the Port. We recommend that duties 
be made able in the curreney of the 
place, and for the protection not only of 
the Customs Revenue but of foreign trade 
generally, government assayers should be 
appointed to assimilate the currency of the 
open Ports. Much confusion and irregu- 
larity arises from the different standards 
and weights now adopted. 

Draw Backs.—The term of 12 months 
within which draw-backs for duty on goods 
re-exported can be obtained is insufficient, 
such should be allowed to be claimed at 
any time on production of the certificate of 
export. These draw-backs should be made

articles of the Treaty of Tientsin, we beg 
to lay before your Excellency the following 
remarks on these subjects. 

We would, in the first place, allude to 
the memorial regarding the opening (eS 
the Poyang Lake to tug steamers which 
was presented to your Excellency at this 
port on the 6th ultimo, and we would beg 
to draw your Excellency’s attention to the 
importance which we attach to this matter.

Transit Duties. —The provisions of the 
Treaty regarding these duties have become 
a dead letter at this port, and we would 
urge upon your Excellency the importance 
of endeavouring to make some arrange- 
ments for the fulfilment on the part of the 
Local Authorities, of this most important 
article of the Treaty of Tientsin. 

Up to the summer of 1863, the transit 

were respected, and Teas were 
rought down from Ning-chow under them, 
but, in the very height of that season, a 
duty of Tis. 14.0 per picul was suddenly 
imposed-at Ni 
transit duty of Tls. 2:2.5 per picul was paid 
in addition, in the belief that no difficulty 
would be experienced in obtaining a re- 
fund of the exaction of Tis. 1.4.0, but such 
has not proved the case, and this duty of 
Tis. 14.0 per picul continues to be levied 
on all Tea before it is permitted to leave 
Ning-chow. Other ‘taxes are levied 
between Ning-chow and this place, amount- 
ng to about 4 mace per picul, making Tis. 
1.8.0 per piéul in all. 

We are aware that this subject is one of 
difficulty, and should your Excellency con- 
sider the difficulty an insurmountable one, 
and decide upon abolishing Transit dues, 
we would suggest that an endeavour be 
made to reduce the export duty on Tea to 
Tis. 1.5.0 per picul. This reduction could 
not be considered as any very great con- 
cession, as, when in 1858 the Tariff was 
revised, the export of Tea from China to 
Europe and America was estimated at about 
100 million pounds per annum, whereas 
the ex to Europe, America and the 
A Colonies is now about 160 million 
pounds per annum, with every prospect of 
a continued increase. 

Coast Trade Duties —We would urge the 
total abolition of these duties, which do 
not appear to have been contemplated when 
the ty was framed in 1858. The 
press very heavily on Foreign Trade, 
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shipments hence to Shanghai, for instance, 
paying a full export duty, and a half ex- 
port duty in addition ; in any case we would 
respectfully suggest that Tea be exempted 
from the payment of Coast trade duty, as, 
though this duty is returnable on proof of 
re-exportation being given, much loss and 
inconvenience arise under the present sys- 
tem. 

Tea Dust.—The duty on this article was 
charged at the rate of 5 per cent ad valorem 
up to August last year, when the duty was 
suddenly and arbitrarily raised to Tls. 2.50 
per picul. This charge was the cause of 
much loss and inconvenience as it was 
natural to suppose, that being an article 
unenumerated in the tariff, the duty of 5 
per cent ad valorem would be continued. 

We would propose that the duty be fixed 
at 2 mace 5 candareens per picul, which is 
about 5 per cent on its present value. 

Coals —We would respectfully suggest, 
that all Coals shipped for use of steamers 
be free of duty. At. present the export 
duty, of nearly three quarters of a tael per 
ton, is levied on shipped for consump- 
tion on board mers; in any case we 
would propose, that the export duty be 


/ 
reduced, as at present it is equal to about 
15 per cent on the value of the article. In 
the event of the Poyang Lake being opened 
to steamers, this matter will be of great im- 
portance to this place, as coal abounds on 
the shores of the lake, and also on the 
banks of the river, a few miles above this. 

Tonnage Dues.—During the past four 

ears, nearly Tls. 9,500 have been collected 

ere, but the Chinese authorities have only 
recently applied an-exceedingly small por- 
tion of this amount in facilitating the na- 
vigation of the River, we would therefore 
propose that the entire amount be expend- 
ed in effectuaily buoying and lighting 
various points on the river. 

In conclusion, we beg to inform your 
Excellency, that we shall be most happy 
to give any other, or further information 
bearing upon the re of this letter, 
which your Excellency may desire.

Opium, not being subject to treaty regu- 
lations after it is once sold by the foreigner, 
is of course exposed eet fnew to the 
caprices of the local authorities ; and as an 
illustration of the oppressiveness of taxation 
imposed under such circumstances, and its 
great excess in this province as compared 
with others, we may mention a case which 
has come to our knowledge, of Opium sold 
at Shau-wu-foo, which from Foochow paid 
130 Taels; while opium brought 
Swatow paid only 30 Taels per chest. 

The clause of the Treaty providing tran- 
sit passes on goods to the interior, is quite 
inoperative on all goods, (with the excep- 
tion of Lead) the Chinese stating that, if 
provided with a transit pass, they are 
mulcted quite as much as if they were 
without one, 

Lead, however, is always taken up to the 
place of consumption under a treaty pass ;

connection with foreigners, are usually able 
to obtain tardy redress for attempted ilega- 
lities. 

Tea has also benefited by the Treaty 
regulations, although the transit passes are 
but little used. ut when issued to for- 
eigners, if any illegal exactions were at- 
tempted, the prompt and energetic inter- 
ference of the Consul and the Forei 
Custom-house authorities, invariably o 
tained redress ; although after many eva- 
sions and delays. This has imposed a 
salutary check on any attempt to increase 
the tax on native-owned produce.

Through the exertions and influence of the 
enlightened Commissioner of the Foreign 
Customs, we understand that money has 
been at last granted, and that a Light- 
house, &c. will be erected as speedily as 
possible; but as we have been nine years 
without anything being done, and as much 
still remains to be done, throughout the 
length and breadth of the Coast of China, 
we donot think we are out of place in 
calling attention to the neylect of this im- 
portant point, or in urging its stringent 
enforcement. : 

There is one point connected with this 
subject, of a purely local character, but 
which is very suggestive of a means of in- 
ducing more activity in such matters by the 
authorities.

We think, also, that coast duties, both 
native and foreign, between two Chinese 
Ports should be abolished altogether ; and 
as the Chinese Government are now in re- 
ceipt of a large revenue, they may perhaps 
be induced to give way on this point, 
which is so cleariy for the benefit of their 
country. 3 


Suggestion, working mines by foreigners. 


In consideration of the great demand for 
Coal for mercantile purposes, with the 
prospect of an equal, if not a greater 
number of steamers running upon the 
Coast and Rivers of this country, we are 
of opinion that every inducement ought to 
be held out to foreigners, to bore for Coal 
or any other Mineral, under the direct 
sanction of their nearest Consular autho- 
rities. 

The popular dread of the “* Fung-Shui” 
which has hitherto interfered with such 
improvements, could we think be overcome, 
if the high authorities, who should now be 
too enlightened to be carried away by such 
unreasonipg prejudices, would exert their 
great influence in pursuading the people of 
the futility of their objections; and if the 
government once perceived the amount of 
revenue that might be derived from the 


proposed change, and if the people are con- 


vinced of the advantages to be derived by 
them from the enormous increase in the 
demand for their labour, we think we 
should hear no .more objections on this 
score. 


The savings between the English and 
Chinese systems of obtaining Coal, would, 
we are convinced, make all the difference 
to many Steam Companies, of paying a 
good dividend, and sinking money. 


Suggestion, making of Roads. 
The claim of a foreign community upon 
the Ghinese Government, to construct roads 
for its pleasure, and healthful, recreation, 
may by many persons be lookett upon as a 
secondary consideration ; but in the altered 
state of trade, and the prospects of a large 
number of foreigners spending years in 
the country, it becomes an important 
question, whether the local authorities 
could not, at a trifling expense to them- 
selves, (but what would be a ruinous out- 
lay to foreigners, owing to the ‘ squeezes” 
of land-owners) construct good roads for 
riding and driving across the island, 
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We think the large income derived 
through the residence of foreign firms at 
this port, does away with any excuse the 
Chinese may make, as to want of means. 
If spread over two or three years, the cost 
would amount to but a small fraction of 
the Government’s receipts. 

In mentioning this subject, we are not 
without precedents for similar liberal acts ; 
as the Shanghai authorities made good 
roads round the settlement, (partly no 
doubt to suit their own purposes) and the 
Governor of Yokohama made splendid 
drives, extending for miles, almost ex- 
pressly for the benefit of foreign residents.

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THE AMOY MEMORIAL. 


Memortat by the Amoy residents, regard- 
ing the approaching revision of the 
Treaty. — 

) Sin, —Responding to the invitation given 

through you by Her Majesty's Minister 

Plenipotentiary at Peking, to state our 

opinion upon any matters connected with 

British interests in China, with the view 

that they may be considered in the com- 

ing revision of the Treaty of Tientsin, we 
now leave to wait upon you with the 
few following remarks. 

We find that the general business of 
this port has considerably diminished du- 
ring the last few years, and we attribute 
this in a ek oa measure to 

Lee-kun —It is impossible for us 
to express ourselves too strongly on the 
subject of these illegal exactions. We have 
protested against them on various occasions, 
and, as you are aware, we ted a 
Memorial on this subject to Her Majesty’s 
Minister when —— a visit this place. 
On that occasion His Excellency frankly 
informed us that the taxes ogg? his 
opinion illegal, and contrary to spirit 

the Treaty, and that he was pared 
to do all in his power to abolish them. 

Since then three months have elapsed, but 

the taxes are still being collected. 

We enclose copy of the above Memorial, 
the tenor of which we beg to confirm im 
every respect. 

We are prepared to prove that these 
taxes from 4} per cent. to 90 per 
cent., and under this heavy incubus our 
trade has materially diminished. It would 
certainly be preposterous to expect any- 
pecans: sic ly when our goods can 
be und 


in our own legitimate con- 
suming districts, by im overland 
from neighbouring provinces where no such 


cided and matured opinion, that unless 
prompt and efficient redress be obtained, 
many lucrative branches of our trade will 
be lost to us entirely. Before leaving this 
subject, we would to protest 
the wanton di of Treaty rights. 
Under these we have invested considerable 
sums of money in real property, which will 
be to a certain extent useless, if the present 
state of matters is to obtain. Her Majesty’s 
Minister having endorsed our opinion that 
the taxes are wedo not see wh 
there should be so much delay, or any dif- 
ficulty in obtaining redress. 
Custom House.—We think that some 
of the diminution of trade is due to Cus- 
tom House restriction, and we would be 
glad to see a more liberal spirit obtain in 
the general administration of their affairs. 
At present they claim the right under clause 
Vil of levying a fine of Taels 500, in 
case of false or incorrect manifest. The 
amount is inordinately heavy, especially in 
the latter case, and we think the entire 
clause calls for revision. Also that, where 
there is no evidence of intent to defraud 
the revenue, the Custom House should have 
no power to call for a fine, and that in any 
case British merchants should not be fined 
unless with the consent.of the British Con- 
sul. We find that the tendency of Custom 
House action, and the lovse manner in 
which the Treaty of Ticntsin is worded 
and carried ~~ is to take away much of 
the general e from Treaty Ports and 
throw it into H ong. Amoy, for cen- 
turies previous to House being 
opened, was the head-quarters, in the 
South of China, of the trade with Siam, 
the Straits, and Java, but latterly very 
much of the trade has gone to Hoge , 
The trade also in Malacca Tin, w ich in 
former years was a large and valuable one, 
has dwindled into insignificance. It is an 
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undoubted fact that large quantities of this : 


article are Moported into Chinchew (which 
naturally in previous years got all its sup- 
= from Amoy) by native Lorchas from 
longkong, and the Imperial Revenue, as 
well as Mercantile interests, has suffered 
accordingly. We think that Foreign Goods 
and Opium, imported in native Junks, 
ought to pay the same duties as they do in 
foreign bottoms, and to effect this, these 
importations ought to be reported to the 
Imperial Custom House. 

We also think that the Custom House 
may be said to encourage, tacitly, the con- 
tinuance of smuggling at the non-treaty 
ports, so long as thcy have not an efficient 
preventive service on the coast. There is 
no doubt that smuggling by natives does 


‘take place on the coast toa large extent, 


and that they are encouraged in it by the 
absence of venue Cruisers, and by the 
high tariff dues and illegal taxes which ob- 
tain at treaty ports. 

We do not think that the Custom House 
does its duty, either to the Chinese Govern- 
ment, or the Mercantile interests, so long 
as an efficient preventive service does not 
exist. We think that there ought to be, 
at least, one Steam Revenue iser for 
each treaty port, with jurisdiction over all 
the neighbouring bays and creeks, and as 
more than a suspicion of smuggling has 
already attached to the so called Revenue 
Cruisers which are established on the 
coast, we think measures ought to be taken 
to prevent the possibility of smugglihg by 
these vessels. 

‘We now proceed to mention those points 
on which some modification of the present 
treaty, and additional privileges. in the 
revised one, are required in the interests 
of commerce, 

Transit Duwes.—An imperative necessity 
exists for some stringent regulation being 
made in respect of these, and to ensure 
that no other Tax can by any possibility be 
levied. We think that none other than the 
Tariff duty ought to be leviable within a 
radius of say six miles from the Custom 
House at the port, and that the due 
pe tof Transit dues, as per section 

, Rule VII, ought to free the goods as 
far up country as the importer may decide. 
We think that, as asafeguard, it ought 
to be made competent for any British Con- 
sul, where it is proved that any additional 
tax has been infli to order the amount 
to be deducted from the next payment to 
the Custom House. 


Duties on Exports.—Tea.—The quality 
of a large proportion of the tea produced 
in the surrounding districts is very much 
inferior to any other class of Chinese tea, 
and co uently the duty of Tls. 2.5 per 
picul weighs much more heavily here than 
in an olka rtin China. This duty was 
calculated to be five per cent. on the aver- 
age value, whereas in common Ankoi teag 
it is not less than 35 per cent. 
very similar class of tea is obtained ; the 
export duty is there only five per cent. ; 
it is shipped to the same market as we ship 
the common teas of this district, and under 
the present heavy duty we cannot compete 
with it. We wonld suggest that the duty 
should be levied at 5 per cent ad valorem, 
the proof of value being the price at whieh 
it is purchased. 

Rice, Wheat, and all other articles of 
food should be free of duty entirely, and 
their movements amongst the coast ports 
unrestricted in any way. The present sys- 
tem, while adding very little to the reve- 
nue, is fraught with several evils. It tends 
to take away the trade from Treaty ports 
and throw it into Hongkong. It enhances 
the price to consumers, and in times of 
scarcity supplies cannot be readily sent 
from neighbouring ports, because, on ac- 
count of the export duty, it is a rare occur- 
rence to see rice, other than what is want- 
ed for local consumption, stored in a Trea- 
ty port. 

Salt.—The carriage of salt in foreign 
vessels betwixt coast ports ouglit to be al- 
lowed under bond, in the same way as cop- 
per cash. A many vessels have obtain- 
ed cargoes of salt on darin account on 
the Formosa coast. We do not see why 
the Government poneey could not be as 
effectually protected where the salt is ship- 
ped in foreign bottoms as it is now in na- 
tive junks. Jn former years salt was fre- 

uently exported to the Straitsand Calcutta.

Woollens.—At the present tariff, our 

cannot compete upon favourable 
terms with Russian-made goods brought in 
overland ; we would for this reason suggest 
a reduction of one-half. 

Dock Material.—The duty upon wood, 
copper, yellow metal, and all such articles 
is very heavy indeed. We cannot see any 
good reason why these or any other arti- 
cles brought in solely for foreign consump- 
tion, or to be re-exported, should pay any 
duty whatever, and we would suggest 
either that they should be entirely free or 
that a drawback should be given on,all 
articles which can be proved to have been 
re-ex ported. 

The Dock here was not started as merely 
a commercial speculation, and it has since 
been of great benefit in providing employ-

few years will be perpetuated. 

Coal imported from Foreign countries 
for the use of foreign war and merchant 
steamers ought to free of duty. The 
duty on native coal is excessive, and pre- 
vents its competing with Japanese or other 
foreign coal. The difference in the duty 
betwixt foreign and native coal is so strik- 
ing that it appears to us to be an oversight, 
the foreign is 5 cand. per ton, and the 
native 6m. ‘6c. 8c. per picul, er'say thirteen 
times greater than the other. 

Guano and all manures we think ought 
to be allowed to come in free of duty. 

Spelter, Saltpetre and Sulphur.—The im- 
portation of these articles is allowed by 
section IIL. -rule V. for sale to Chinese 
duly authorised to purchase them ; so far 
as we know up to date, no Chinese have 
been duly authorised to deal in these 
articles here, and the consequence is that 
the trade in them has gone to Hongkong. 
This ought to be rectified. 

Coast Trade Duties.—We think the half 
duties now levied should be abolished, and 
that the payment of duty at one Treaty 


Port shonld free the Goods at all others. 
These duties are not provided for by any 
treaty sti ion, and we can see no 
reason why: the Trade should be taxed 
more heavily than any other trade. 


Tonnage Dues —These are very heavy ; 
on looking over the Customs’ Returns we 
tind that Haikwan Tls. 86,654.4—$117,290 
have been collected from 3lst March, 1862, 
up to 3lst December, 1866, while we should 
say that not more than $2,300 to $3,000 
have been expended on improving the har- 
bour “This 1s fidt a8 it “should be, and we 
would suggest that a certain proportion, 
say one half of the tonnage dues, less the 
expense of collection, be set aside for thé 
requirements of the port where it is col- 
lected. There is a great need of an efficient 
water-police, and the public bunds and 
wharves are both insufficient and in bad 
repair; there are one or two dangerous 
rocks in the harbour, which it would be 
quite possible to remove; and lastly, a 
good lght-house on Chapel Island ig a 
great desideratum not only for Amoy, but 
also for the whole coasting trade. 

We think that steamers or vessels plying 
to Manila ought to come under the four 
months’ clause, in the same manner as 
those running betwixt Shanghai and Ja- 
pan. At present they have to pay each trip, 
and the tax is very heavy. We also 
think that vessels entering and clearing 
in ballast ought to be free, and that the 
compulsory sale of damaged cargo landed 
from a vessel in distress ought not to sub- 
ject her to tonnage dues. 

Pilotage.— Amoy has a great natural ad- 
vantage in being so easy of access, and we 
would deprecate any arbitrary rules bein 
foisted upon us in the matter of Pilots | 
Pilotages. 

Wanchow.—We are strongly of opinion 
that Wanchow might advantageously be 
made a Treaty port ; previous to the open- 
ing of the Custom-house a considerable 
general business was done there, which un- 
doubtedly could be renewed and increased. 
It is situated too far from Ni on the 
one hand, and Foochow on the other, to be 
likely to take away any of the legitimate 
business of these ports. At present we 
believe a very considerable portion of the 
trade is done in native owned -Lorchas, 
through Hongkong, from which the Inm- 
perial revenue benefits nothing ; were the 
port opened, we feel certain that a large 
additional revenue would flow into the 
Custom House coffers. 

Subsidiary Ports.—We advocate the open- 
ing of all the principal ports on the Coast, 
not as Treaty ports, but as subsi- 
diary to these, and under -such regulations 
as would ensure a large increase of Imperial 
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revenue, while at the same time they 
would prevent detriment to vested interests 
at Treaty ports. To effect this, and do 
away with the necessity of having expen- 
sive consular, Custom House, and Mercan- 
tile Establishments, at these subsidiary 
ports, we would propose that it be impera- 
tive that all vessels going to any of these 
ports must go from the nearest Treaty port, 
where they would deposit their papers, 
give bond, take out a special permit, and 
afterwards return to the nearest Treaty 
port to clear out in the usual manner. We 
think that without some salu 
tions, such as we have pointed out, the 
trade would speedly degenerate into a smug- 
gling one. 
andarin Salaries.—We a — this 
opportunity of pointing out that-so long as 
andarins at Treaty ports are insufficiently 
paid by their Government, so long will they 
endeavour to exact ill squeezes from 
our commerce. It is quite out of our pro- 
vince to offer suggestions bearing upon the 
internal economy of China, but there is 
little boubt that this matter deserves some 
serious consideration at the hands of those 


who are entrusted with the revision of our 


Treaty. 


In conclusion, we beg to repeat that 
through the Lee-kim taxes, and the Custom 
House restrictions, we have partiaially lost 
several valuable branches of the legitimate 
trade of the port, which it had enjoyed for 
a very long time ; it is of course manifestly 
unjust that our trade should be diverted in 
this manner from its natural channels, and 
we hope and trust that the impediments 
which have caused this disruption will soon 
be finally removed, and measures taken to 
prevent the possibility of their recurrence 
in the future. 

We shall feel obliged by your forwarding 
a copy of this letter to H. M.'s Minister at 
your convenience, and should you require 
any further information upon the points oh 
which we have commented, or upon any 
others, we shall be most happy to supply 
you with the same as far as lies in our 
power.

The Memorial of the undersigned Mem- 
bers of the Hongkong General Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Humbly Sheweth,—That at a Special 
Meeting of the Chamber convened on the 
16th July, it was resolved to address Your 
Lordship on the subject of the Revision of 
the Treaty of Tientsin. 

The Chamber not having. received in- 
timation from H. M.’s Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary at Peking that suggestions would 
receive consideration, it has availed itself 
of the offer of the Governor of this Colony, 
Sir Richard Graves MacDonnell, to trans- 
mit the result of its deliberations to the 
proper quarter. 

In introducing the subject of Treaty re- 
vision, the Chamber begs to submit that it 
is of paramount importance that H. M.'s 
Government should, in the first place, take 
cognisance of the fact that in many ma- 
terial respects the existing Treaty is unful- 
filled on the of the Chinese Govern- 
ment. Your Memorialists, therefore, urge 
the advisability of requiring compliance 
with both the spirit and letter of evaded 
and unfulfilled provisions, as the breach of 
privileges accorded is a grievance long felt, 
increasing in intensity 
fered to remain ere : 

The Chamber esitatingly asserts the 
opinion that special exception should be

taken to the passivé resistance with which 
the desire to take advan of the more 
advanced privileges of British sujects is 
met by the ‘‘hinese authorities in different 
parts of the Empire, barring the way to 
commercial and impressing the 
uninformed among the Chinese people with 
the idea that many Treaty rights are not 
allowéd by the supreme Authorities. 

It may be presumed that unless weighty 
remonstrances upon the dilatoriness of the 
Chinese Government, in not appointing 
special Commissioners to enquire into the 
subject of appeals to Peking, be made a 
prelude to negotiations for further conces- 
sions, non-fulfilment of engagements will 
be the rule not the exception; and that 
there will be constant repetition of ob- 
structiveness on the Decal of subordinate 
Officials stationed at ty Poris, which 
resolves itself into a systematic evasion of 
the consideration of important matters 
brought to their notice by H. M.’s Consuls. 
This evasion is effected by reference to 
Peking on a plea of inability to cope with, 
rege 5 no difficulty, but a simple ques- 
tion of privilege, which the applicant would 
exercise in a district or province romote 
from the capital, or the surrendering of 
persons accused by British subjects of

ArticLte VIIl.—Special immunities hav- 
ing been granted to Roman Catholies, Pro- 
testant Missionaries put forward claim to 
like privileges, viz: right to live in the in- 
terior, to hold property for Mission pur- 
poses and to pursue their ordinary avoca- 
tions in the interior of the country without 
limit of distance and without hindrance.

It is therefore very desirable that, 
on the revision of the Treaty, special atten- 
tion be given to making all its terms known 
throughout the Empire. 

ArTicLE X.—Requires the additional

e. The desirability of this extension 
is-expressed in the report of H. M.’s Con- 
sul at Kewkiapg (Commercial Reports, 
1862-64), and again has been brought be- 
fore the notice of H. M.’s Minister by re- 
sidents at that port, on the occasion of his 
recent visit. At the time the article was 
framed, the presence on the Yangtsze River 
of lawless persons of various nationalities, 
and occupation of districts bordering on 
the Lake by Rebels, justified in some de- 
gree the desire of the Chinese Authorities 
to limit the navigation of these inner wa- 
ters. Restoration of legitimate authority 
~ and the revival of traffic, with the addition 
of there being perepers of commercial tran- 
sactions increasing in importance, now offer 
to enterprising persons inducements to ex- 
tend transactions with the interior which 
for al of time have not existed. The 
facility of carriage afforded by the employ- 
ment of steam tugs would, therefore, if in- 
troduced, greatly benefit local trade. 

Under regulation, authority to take steam 
boats further up the Canton River than 
the provincial city should be granted, bring- 
ing distant markets nearer and doing away | 


a 


with the constant delays occurring to boats 
detained by prevailing contrary winds. It 
is also suggested that river steamers carry- 
ing cargo and passengers shaicunder per- 
mit have resort to towns situated within 
the limit of the jurisdiction of the Mari- 
time Customs. 

Articte X1L.—The cities of Chauchow 
(Swatow) and Kiungchow (Hainan), includ- 
ed among the open ports, have. remained 
virtually closed, the result, in a measure, 
of the unwillingness of the Local Authori- 
ties to grant facilities to British subjects 
desirous of proceeding to these ere to 
carry on trade. With regard to Chauchow 
the right of residence has been refused, and 
at the present time this vexed question is 
the sabied matter of correspondence be- 
tween the ieved parties and Peking. 
Treaty rivil eges have been entirely with- 
held and it is evident eee official seo 
ty is not exercised on of applicants ; 
indeed, it would seem that the casienien 
attitude assumed by the populace is con- 
nived at by the local Chinese Authorities, a 
matter easily corrected if the Yamen of 
Foreign Affairs at Peking made a repeti- 
tion of the offence ground for removing 
the Prefect of the city from office.

to stimulate and re-enliven that which 
directly acts upon the Manufactur- 
ing Trade and the Shipping Interests 
of Great Britain, and is indirectly condu- 
cive to the welfare of certain sections of 
the British people. 

In 1856 the British Tariff imposed a Duty 
upon Tea of One shilling and Nine pence 
per pound (1/9,) and on ceeiachaned Silks 
a rate of Three shillings (3/) to Ten shil- 
lings (10/) per pound, and on particular 
descriptions a rate of Fifteen per cent 
(15%) ad valorem. 

The Duty on Manufactured Silks has been 
abolished, and on Tea reduced from One 
shilling. and Nine pence to Six pence per 
pound. 

Taking the shipments of Tea from China 
to Great Britain for one year, 1866, the 
reduction of Duty, com with what 
would have been paid had the rate remain- 
ed at One shilling and Nine pence, amounts 
for that single year to the very large sum 
of (£7,000,000) seven millions sterli the 

te reduction therefore made durin 

the ten years now closing is a sum total 
immeasurably exceeding any concession that 
the Chinese Government will be called up- 
on to make. To this favorable state of 
affairs may be added the fact that the Ex- 
port of Tea to the United Kigdom, which 
in 1856 was about 88,500,000 Ibs., increas- 
ed in 1866 to 114,900,000 Ibs. giving to 
the Imperial Maritime Customs a ual 
increase in revenue, which, up to the pre- 
sent time, has received no check, and 
is likely to continue on the increase. 

The ty of Tientsin having been based 
on an entire course of reciprocity, this 
Chamber contends that H. M.’s. Govern- 
ment has fair claim to very full considera- 
tion, and has grounds on which to 
frame a request for alterations in the exist- 
ing Tariff. Believing that this view of the

Articte XXXI1.—The consultation of 
Consuls and Superintendents of Customs 
have, it would appear, resulted in the de- 
cision that occasion exists for the erection 
of marks for the guidance of shipping re- 
sorting to open ports. Had the delibera- 
tions that led to this conclusion been given 
to the public, they would have afforded in- 
teresting matter for discussion, and would 
undoubtedly have elicited opinions adverse 
to the inaction which leaves dangers un- 
marked, and the entrance to several rivers 
without those facilities for navigation which 
were evidently intended to be provided. As 
the Chinese Authorities left to themselves 
do little, an improvement may he devised 
by their placing a certain sum, not less than 
one-fifth of the Tonnage Dues annually col- 
lected at each Treaty Port, in the hands 
of a Board composed of two or more Con- 
suls representing nations that have paid the 
largest amount of Dues on vessels during 
the preceding year, who, with the Superin- 
tendent of Customs, shall meet periodical- 
ly for the purpose of carrying out the inten- 
tion of this article. 


Articte XX XIII. —Treats of the stand-

The present system of payment of Duties 
is antiquated and highly inconvenient to 
these engaged in trade, and the Chamber 
would suggest that the tariff rates should 
be A Sane in whatever coin or bullion 
may be recognised as the mercantile cur- 
rency for transactions between Foreigners 
and Chinese at the various ports without 
any addition for premium. The regulation 
requiring payment in Haiquan Sycee, a cur- 
rency of which very little actually exists, 
or in coin or bullion with a premium add- 
ed, supposed to make the payment equal ‘to 
this all but imaginary currency, is one 
which should not be permitted to con- 
tinue ; it also fosters abuses committed by 
the so-called Government Banks attached 
to each Custom House, these institutions 


having it in their power to advance or. 
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depress the value of Sycee as it suit their 
interest or convenience. A case illustrating 
the evil of the system has lately occurred at 
the port of Foochow, where, for some years 
past, Mexican and Foochow Dollars were 
received in payment of Duties with a pre- 


mium ef Six per cent (6); this percentage/ 


has of late been raised to Ten, thus adding 
Four per cent. to the Duties which were 
levied a short time ago. Should this snug- 
gestion of the Chamber meet with Your 
Girace’s approval, and the Chinese Govern- 
ment be induced to accept at the Southern 
Ports (Canton, Swatow, Amoy, and Foo- 
chow) Dollars in payment of Duties on the 
same terms as they are received in general 
commercial transactions, not only would, it 
be a great convenience to trade, but it 
might be the*means of introducing largely 
into Chinese the Dollars coined at the 
Hongkong Roval “Mint, and thus greatly 
benetit this Colony. Some years ago an 
arbitrary distinction was made by the Chi- 
nese between Carolus and Mexican Dollars, 
the latter being refused except at a dis- 
count of Twelve (12) to Fifteen (15) per 
cent. ; a difference done away with by an 
edict promulgated at the imstance of 
the Acting Consul at the time, Mr (now 
Sir) Harry Parkes; this case may be 8aj 
not to apply to the matter here referred to 
but it serves to show that reforms of mag- 
nitude were effected at » time when liberal 
ideas were only gaining: slight acceptance, 
and what may be done in the interests of 
commerce by the representations of a Con- 
sul. alive to the desirability of freeing it 
from unnecessary exactions. 

Articte XLV.—tThe concluding para- 
graph of this article permits that Foreign 
Grain brought into any port in China in a 
British ship, if no part thereof has been 
landed, may be re-exported without hin- 
drance. The permit does not extend to 
Grain that has been landed and stored It 
has frequently occurred that stocks have 
been removed by the British merchants to 
a Foreign port with advan . 
hibition to remove Foreign Grain to ports 
not in China, should be withdrawn, as it 
has often proved a source of hard- 

p to merchants not being able to avail 
hemselves of other markets, when those of 
China were unfavourable. |

ed to between Mr. Wade and Prince 
ung, relative to cases of Customs seizure. 
Instances which have called for the exercise 
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of these rules have been few; still, objec- 
tion may be taken to them as there is no 
gradation of penalties to be inflicted in case 
ol any person or persons on board a British 
vessel being convicted of a breach of the 
Customs’ regulations. Ship and ‘cargo are 
liable to confiscation by the Rules agreed 
to at Peking under date of 27th October, 
1865, and thus the act of an individual, 
according to the reading of the text of the 
agreement, is allowed to be sufficient to 
place in jeopardy property belonging to 
others. Modification of that portion of 
Mr. Wade's agreement just considered is 
almost imperatively required, and further 
alterations may be suggested with respect 
to the exemption of British vessels from 
penalty under certain circumstances such 
as entering a harbor as a port of refuge 
when in distress, towing or assisting vessels 
in distress, or if in ballast, for all purposes 


not being a violation of the law as laid’ 


down for the prevention of smuggling in 
most other countries. In view of the great 
stringency of this regulation and its un- 
favorable bearing upon the interests of mer- 
chants, its relaxation and amendment are 
earnestly sought. 

The experience gained by the Maritime 
Customs under the Foreign Inspectorate 
must have, dispelled the idea held at the 
outset that attempts to defraud the Revenue 
of just Dues were systematically practised. 
It is, therefore, surprising that so late as 
1865, Mr. Wade should agree to rules 
stringent as ever, and, while seeking no 
redress of British grievances well known to 
him and brought to H. M.’s Minister's 
notice by this Chamber, consent to adjudi- 
cation of cases in a Mixed Court, thereb 
limiting the judicial functions of British 
Consuls, and at the same time placing them 
in juxta-position with Chinese officials their 
inferiors in rank. 

That H. M.’s Consuls would be desirous 
of avoiding the position appears to have 
been foreseen by Mr. Wade, who inserted 
the clause:—‘‘The Consul and Superin- 
tendent may, if they see fit, appoint De- 
puties to meet at the Custom House in their 
stead, in which case the order of proceeding 
will be the same as if they were present in 
person.” 

Appeals would be made only in cases of 
moment; the Chamber therefore begs that 
in all cases the British Consul: may be in- 
structed to adjudicate in person and be 
entitled to call a court at the British Con- 
sulate, and that at the invitation of the Bri- 
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tish Consul, the Chinese officials represent- 
ing thé Customs be invited to assist in the 
heariag of the case. The Chamber protests 
emphatically against the introduction of a 
srocedure placing H. M.'s Consuls in a 
ome position than formerly accorded to 
them, which 1s directly calculated to weaken 
their power, detract from their influence, 
and render remonstrances addressed by 
them to the Chinese officials of the districts 
over which they have jurisdiction, less 
authoritative than heretotore. 

This Chamber has from the very first 
denied the right claimed by employés of 
the Chinese Maritime Customs, to adjudi- 
cate in cases of contravention of the Revenue 
laws, and it is anything but desirable that 
those who are to derive a pecuniary benefit 
from a confiscation should sit as Judges in 
the case. 

The removal of unnecessary restrictions 
and the destruction of unfair, because par- 
tial, privileges is a matter which H. M.’s 
Government, by universal advocacy of all 
that has tended to promote a liberal com- 
merce, can fairly press upon the attention 
of the Chinese Government, The Chamber 
has already alluded to many burdens to 
Trade which they trust will, under Treaty 
revision, be removed in China. In addi- 
tion to these, there is an exceptional 
restriction practised in Formosa which, 
being in contravention of the obligations 
entered into by the Chinese Government, 
is here noticed. Camphor is one of the 
most important exports from Tamsui ; its" 
production, however, is greatly checked by 
being monopolised or farmed by the Chi- 
nese Government, who make sale of the 
article illegal except to its own nominee. 
This restriction is injurious not only to the 
producer, who is compelled to dispose of 
the Camphor to the monopolist; but to the 
Foreign buyer, who is also eompelled to 
submit to his extortions. The throwing 
open this trade to foreign competition 
would therefore be the restoration of a 
privilege which has been withheld on no 
tenable grounds. 

The abolition of all imposts upon Coal 
would undoubtedly lead to an increased 
demand for that fuel, which could only be 
met by working mines with appliances 
common in foreign countries. With this 
in view it is important that permission to 
work mines of all descriptions and .to em- 

loy necessary machinery be granted to 
British subjects. Coal is found in Che- 
kiang, Oopack, Shantung and the Canton 
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Province, also in Formosa; it is at present 
surface worked. The Chinese Government 
exercise seignorial rights which, if defined 
in a liberal sense to remain without alter- 
ation, would facilitate the progress of 
mining. 

The recent inspection of Consular. esta- 
blishments, at_the- open ports by H. M.'s 
Minister has been produgtive of good, and 


the Chamber cannot but express the opinion” 


than an afinual visitation is likely to be 
fruitful of further benefit. A visit of H.M.’s 
Minister, accompanied by a Naval force 
suitable to his rank, would gain respect for 
it M.’s Government, which Chinese Offi- 
cials distant from the capital would not 
otherwise accord. Representations concern- 
ing irregularities made by H. M.’s Minister 
after personal investigation would carry 
weight which could not be gained by cor- 
respondence carried on with Peking. 

It is a matter for regret that the Chinese 
Government has not, given encouragement 
to those who have of late been desirous of 
introducing a system of Railways into the 
country. “The Chamber considers it de- 
sirable that the privilege should be accord- 
ed, and that to insure this an additional 
Treaty clause be provided, as, though great 
difficulties stand in the way of their intro- 
duction, these are not insuperable. Look- 
ing back to the commencement of the 
Treaty period, now almost expired, the re- 
view leads to the conclusion that though 
slow in accepting all that Western civiliza- 
tion offers, the Chinese will, sooner or later, 
follow othercountries in the adoption of quick 
transport on land, having since 1861 shown 
considerable appreciation of the rapid con- 
veyances afforded by steamers plying.on the 
Coast and on the great rivers, and from 
their having become. large shareholders in 
the various Steam Navigation Companies. 
Not only have the mercantile classes among 
the Chinese largely availed themselves of 
the facilities offered by steamers, but offi- 
cials and the most prejudiced class of all, 
the Literati, now acknowledge their utility 
and superiority to the old fashioned mode 
of transport. =, 

The permanent benefits to be derived 
from the introduction of the system need 
not be enlarged wpon ; to China it would 
undoubtedly be productive of substantial 
mivantave, the foremost being that of 
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giving to the Chinese Government the 
means of checking rebellion and communi- 
cating rapidly with distant provinces. The 
construction of Railways would bring with 
it Foreigners necessary to the conduct of 
the undertaking, and it is to be hoped the 
country that gave railways to Europe will 
be instrumental in conferring the same be- 
nefit upon China. It is no innovation that 
employment under the Chinese Government 
be given to British»subjects, and there is 
little doubt their assistance and-<o-opera- 
tion would be as valuable in connection 
with the introduction of railways as it has 
been in other respects. 

This Chamber therefore trusts that H. M.’s 
Government will use every argument cal- 
culated to induce the Chinese Government 
to grant permission to construct railways in 
all parts of the Empire, and obtain an act 
giving any company formed to carry out 
such undertaking all needful privileges. : 

Though the Chinese have placed difficul- 
ties in the way of the establishment of 
Telegraphs, the: Chamber is anxious that 
permission be granted tocarry them through 
any part of the country, and, in the event 
of their admission, that proclamations be 
issued making the population within a 
certain distance of their course responsible 
for any attempt to interfere with their 
working. A submarine cable may be laid 
to China before long; it is advisable to 
prepare for the undertaking by obtaining 
privilege to land the cable at any or all of 
the open ports, with exemption from duty 
of all material employed. 

The Chamber begs in: cunclusion to ex- 

ress a hope that it may be permitted to 
ie prior to H.M.’s Minister’s comment 
reaching England, how far the recommen- 
dations of this Memorial coincide with the 
views of Sir Rutherford Alcock. In order 
that delays be avoided, it is requested that 
the Superintendent of Trade be instructed 
to place the Chamber in possession of such 
portion of his despatches as may relate and 
reply to points now brought under consi- 
deration ; the favor would he appreciated 
and would allow, if necessary, + the ex- 


pression of assent to or dissent from the ~

ment this exposition of our views as to 


the forthcoming revision of the Treaty of 


“ Tientsin. 


2. We find our first duty in entering upon 
this most important -T ee to be predica- 
tion that the Treaty of Tientsin has proved 
itself an instrument which does great hon- 
our to those who originally framed it. Its 
results sliow it to have sprung from a 
sagacious and statesmanlike provision of 
the necessities of commerce ; and, aside 
from the discussion of mere details, the 
fact is borne home to us that in addressing 
your Excellency, as we have the honour to 
do now, our care should be to advocate 
extension of views indicated by the Treaty 
itself, with liberality, advertence, 
and consideration towards foreign interests 
on the part of the functionaries entrusted 
with its conduct and administration, rather 
than to suggest any radical alterations in 
its terms or policy. We shall, in the course 
of this communication, find it necessary to 
animadvert upon the arbitrary manner in 
’ which certain privileges—notably, that of 
ool by abanaphe Sitish .

conecuih eek withheld by the Queen’s 
Ministers and tatives; we shall 
feel ourselves, in the interests of trade and 
commerce, urgently called upon to recom- 
mend certain alterations in practive which 

perience leads us to believe are 
imperatively ——— ; but our main object 
throughout will be to impress er 

Majesty's Government our conviction that 


during the forthcoming revision of the 
Treaty, their efforts should be directed 
more to the general development of that 
instrument's original intentions, than to 
the further acquisition from the Chinese 
of minor exemptions and immunities, 
which would neither advance British na- 
tional interests, nor be gracefully conceded 
by the Emperor’s advisers. We hold firmly 
that a defective treaty, rigidly insisted on, 
is of greater value than one in which no 
flaw is to be detected, but whose beneficial 
enactments are nevertheless set aside or 
ignored, either of design or of neglect. In 

e one case disappointment is never en- 
tailed upon those ae may adventure their 
means upon the faith of the document's 
provisions ; but in the other, hopes are 
constantly excited only to be defeated, and 
ruin may speedily accrue from too implicit 
a reliance upon stipulations unfulfilled. 
Under the latter category should the 
Treaty of Tientsin, we believe, be classed. 
Its conception displayed masterly skill, 
and 1t has already bestowed great ~genefits 
upon commerce ; yet these benefits are but 
as shadows when compared with those 
whieh might have been reaped from it, had 
the rights which it confers been insisted 
upon in their integrity. We know well the 
honourable and prudential motives which 
have actuated Her Majesty’s Government 
in this matter, and we acknowledge the 
}dignified patience which they have dis- 
played towards China under the trying 
ordeal upon which she entered in 1860; 
but forbearance is now costing England 
more than it brings in, and we anxiously 
trust that the opportunity afforded by the 
approaching revision will be used as much 
to impress upon the Chinese that int the 
future treaty rights and obligations shall 
be sternly exacted from them, as to obtain 
from them additional advantages and pri- 
vileges. 

3. Having premised thus much as to the 


general scope of our views upon this sub- 
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ject, we should state that our suggestions 
as the points to be most prominently borne 
in mind by British diplomatists at the com- 
ing conference, range themselves under 
four heads ; namely, the right of residence 
up country, inclusive both of the privilege 
of tavigating, from the ports of entry al- 
ready established, the Inland waters of 
China by means of foreign-built craft of 
a certain small size, and of the suppression 
of all extra-covenanted taxes and exac- 
tions ; the better, mpre equitable, and cer- 
tain administration of justice between for- 
eigners and Chinese ; the rightful applica- 
cation and the possible reduction of Ton- 
nage dues; together with the revision of 
the Tariff, inclusive of the addition of the 
commodity, Salt, to its list of Imports, of 
the rescision of that “Rule of Trade” 
which renders Articles IX and XXVII of 
the Treaty inapplicable to Opium, and of 
extension of the time allowed for claiming 
Drawback of Duty upon goods re-exported. 
4. To commence with the first, and, per- 
haps, the most important, of all these 
desiderata—that is to say, the right of resi- 
dence in the interior of China, with its 
corollaries as above set forth. It is not, 
we humbly conceive, to be denied, that, by 
Article Xi of the Treaty of Tientsin, the 
right of residence at “‘ other places” than 
the ports was concesled to British subjects 
by China, contrary interpretation hitherto 
on the part of our own Government not- 
withstanding. We attach the highest im- 
rtance to this right, which has neverthe- 
ess been ever since its concession studi- 
ously denied tous. We see inthis mght 
the only means. whereby England can 
achieve the reward deserved by the sacri- 

’ fices which she made in this Empire; the 
sole method by which Western civilization 
ean be extended; the single channel 
through which is to be attained that abun- 
dant trade upon the confines of which we 
hover. and which would prove so greatly 
fraught with benefit to our manufacturing 
masses, as well as redound so much to the 
advantage of the Inland population of 
China. We ask, epost our 
right of residence u untry be no longer 
withheld from us; oh that British sub- 
jects be permitted to settle in the inte- 
rior, to hire, own, and erect suitable 
‘dwellings and places of business, and to 
navigate the Inland waters of China, from 
the ports already opened, by means of for- 
eign-built craft, to be registered, or licens- 
ed, or obliged to carry sailing-letters, and 
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not to exceed 4 certain size, whether pro-

We 
shall be well satisfied if Her Majesty’s 
Government approach this delicate question 
in no more than a tentative spirit, so long 
as they do so with firmness and honesty o 
urpose. We would counsel their imme- 
diate obtainment of the largest measure of 
ivilege, but their retention in their own 
ds of the extent to which from time to 
time such privilege should be accorded to 
the Queen's subjects. Let the area of 
residence be no more than periodically

to no authority ; for not only was 
the general temper of the foreign mind 
then exultant and unruly, but the common 
desire of both Imperialists and Rebels to 
avail of them for military oe had 
attracted to the shores of 
ungovernable collection of abandoned ad- 
venturers. These, the influences of time 
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and peace have already eliminated from 
amongst us; while the sobering effects of 
misfortune have checked the spirit of too 
ardent traders, and are causing all. classes 
of men to act with prudence, and to ob- 
serve caution. The present moment, there- 
fore, seems one peculiarly fitted to put in 
ferce those rights to which by Treaty we 
are ‘entitled ; and which are rights, also, 
that could not fail to prove of lasting good 
to either nation. 

6. We take leave of this portion of our 
subject, hoping that the language in which 
we have expressed ourselves will make clear 
our general impression that the success of 
future British Commerce with China will 
depend mainly upon the extent to which 
foreign traders shall be permitted to come 
face to face with the people, as well as upon 
that to which Treaty obligations shall be 
respectively enforced. Yet before we pro- 
ceed further, it becomes our duty im the 
interests of our country’s trade, which are 
our own, to impress upon the Government 
that if they fail, or refuse, to secure for 
Englishmen the right of Inland residence 
in China, they must not palter with the 
other side of the question. The High 
Chinese Authorities have throughout suffer- 
ed, or caused, Articles XII and XXVIII of 
the Treaty of Tientsin to be persistently 
and openly violated, to the almost utter 
abrogation of the advantages conferred by 
them. In complete defiance of these Arti- 
cles, foreign trade has been, and continues 
to be, heavily and widely taxed in excess 
of the stipulated transit duties ; and we 
have consequently with much mortification 
often seen defeated efforts intended in the 
first instance to benefit ourselves, but 
which, had they been successful, would have 
likewise benefitted many others. We have 
pointed to Inland residence and its adjuncts 
as the true remedies forthese grievances and 
evils; and we now loudly assert that if 
such remedies are to be denied to us, the 
Queen’s Government ought not to flinch 
from the propusition and achievement of 
other measures calculated to secure real 
freedom of foreign trade with the Chinese 
Empire. We hold ourselves prepared to 
be reminded that mere Inland residence, 


and mere Navigation of inland waters, may 
not free foreign trade from illegal provin- 
cial impost or taxation to the extent which 
we would have represented ourselves as 
ining these measures will do. We may 
be told that the taxes, which could not be 
levied upon goods protected by foreign con- 


voy, might still, in another shape, be wrung 
by ‘‘ Mandarin” exaction from the Chinese 
themselves. If so, it wou}d become the 
duty of Her Majesty’s Mizfisters to devise 
means for, at least, the correction of this 
mischief, the probable development of 
which we, with much pain, confess; but 
there would be no n for them to be 
discouraged thereby ; the evil might prove 
great, but froma national point of view 
certainly not so great as that of which we 
are eo rene and after all it would be 
an evil which those who have read thought- 
fully the ‘sone, well know must pale and fade 
away before the irrepressible advance of 
knowledge and civilization.

In reference 
to this, allow me to say that my acquain- 
tance with China dates several years 
anterior to 1860, that I have not been 
an inattentive observer of this country, 
although I have never before written on

Again I 
have heard Merchants aftirming that they 
have known men who have Opium for 
years without much apparent detriment, 
and I have found the subject *‘ pooh-pooh- 
ed” in public prints and in private mer- 
cantile circles, but I have never seen any 
honest. effort made to cancel the facts or 
refute the arguments of the other i 
People at home are apt to attach far too 
much value to such testimony as the fore- 
going. .They say, here are medical men on 
the spot and merchants mingling every day 
with the people, who affirm that it is com- 
paratively innocuous. Accordingly allow 
me, before proceeding further, to make a few 
remarks upon this point. The line of de- 
marcation tar Fa foreigners in China and 
the natives, is so strongly drawn that many 
of the former know little or nething of the 
latter, except what relates to their outward 
circumstances. They live in the Foreign 
settlements and when they enter the native 
city keep the main streets, avoiding, as they 
would the plague, the back streets and 
lanes where Opium is/chiefly consumed, 
they make shooting excursions into the 
country, but on these occasions keep to the 
fields or banks of rivers and canals ; they 
have little or no intercourse with any 
natives except their own Compradores 
and servants, and almost never have 
the privilege of precy bs respectable Chi- 
nese dwelling. -And this also holds true 
of the medical profession. There are some 
noble exceptions which I could mention, 
but such is the rule. ey seldom quit 
the limits of their practice : those among 
them, who give a portion of their time to 
Chinese patients, of course know more of 
the natives than others: but I submit 
even their evidence must be received with 
great discrimination. One of the 

evils of opium lies beyond the insight of 
the doctor and outside the patient: the 
physician may discover the number of 
years during which the .patient has used 
the drug, he may ascertain correctly the 
condition of the patient’s body and draw

may be prolonged for some years without 
the health being interfered with ; but he 
soon becomes a victim to the habit thus 
formed, which cannot easily be shaken off : 
the strength however is not impaired and 
business can be attended to as usual, indeed 
the stimulus of the drug enables him to 
enter with vivacity upon any pursuit in 
which he may te engaged. At this time 
a little decision would enable him to throw 
off the habit; but this is seldom called for 
and the smoker continues to use his pipe, 
thus accustoming himself more and more 
to dependence on his much loved indul- 
gence. By and by retribution comes: he 
cannot live comfortably without the stimu- 
lant ; all the on géee has gone, but he 
must obtain relief, from the pain of body 
and dissipation of mind which follow the 
absence o,fthe , at any cost; the quan- 
tity of the drug called for being, from time 


. to time, greater and its use more frequent.”

Testimony of those who use the Drug. 

Smokers who have used the pipe any 
length-of time almost, if not invariably, 
lament the practice. In my intercourse 
with the Chinese at the port, but more 
especially in my journies, they come in 
great numbers and ask if foreigners have 
not a means of cure. They say that they 
have no remedy and that they are helpless, 
and feel just as if they were the powerless 
captives of some avenging demon whose 
daily craving must be satisfied. Dr. 
alibi, in his hospital report for 1864, 
gives a letter from an opium-smoker who 
applied fora cure.. He begins thus: ‘*The 
evils of opium are great; those who take 
it lose their property, waste their time, 
destroy their morals and injure their repu- 
tation ; those who have ability become dull 
and stupid; their strength and vigour 
into weakness and frailty ; they 

fall into a lower stage and sink into the 
rank of demons. All the bamboos growing 
on the Southern mountains would be insuf* 
ficient to describe the evils of opium. It 
would take all the water of the North Sea 
to wash away the stains of opium from the 
heart,” etc., etc. This reminds us of the 
confession of Coleridge ‘and shows that 
opium, though taken ima different form 
produces the same results. He says: “f 
used to think the text in St. James ‘that 
he who offended in one point offends in all’ 
very harsh ; but now I feel the awful, the 
tremendous truth of it. In the one crime 
of opium, what crimes have I not made 
myself guilty of ; ingratitude to my maker ; 
to my benefactors injustice ; and unnatural 
cruelty to my poor children ; self-contempt 
for my repeated promise-breach, nay, too 
often, actual falsehood. After my death I 
earnestly entreat that a full and unqualified 
narration of my wretchedness and of the 
guilty cause may be made er that, at 
east, some little good may be effected by 
the dreadful example.”

But waiving 
this | ask, how do Messrs. Jardine, Mathie- 
son and Co. know that it is a benefit to the 
working man? Do they ever visit such 
men in their homes and investigate the 
matter there? Without this, I venture to 
say they are not in a position to judge. 
They may have observed hard-working men

and a most miserable object, begging 
a little money. Having given him some- 
thing, I remonstrated with him. He ad- 
mitted the evil, but said there was no 
cure ; he went away, and the next time I 
saw him he was -naked, picking up the 
offal in the back lanes of the town. Again, 
on journeys I have unfortunately twice had 
carters who took opium ; they were an un-

Here it differs 
from strong drink—men can take this and 
want it, multitudes take it all their days on 
to old age, bat of those who use Alcoholic 
drink, s ing generally, not one in a hun- 
dred falls a victim to it ; while on the op- 
posite hardly one in a hundred who begin 
the use of Opium, ever frees himself from 
its grasp or escapes ruin. | 

Srd.—Again, as we have just seen, the 
use of opium is much more difficult to 
break off than strong drink. Here testi- 
mony is unanimous. Formerly medical 
missionaries used to think that they suc- 
ceeded in the cure of hundreds, but expe- 
rience has taught them differently. They 
have found that many who come for their 


and frequented -the hospitals as a cheap 
means of procuring the drug, and that 
many who honestly desired to be cured 
and took their prescriptions with advantage 
have afterwards fallen back into the vice. 
Dr. Dudgeon in his first report on the 
Pekin hospital for 1864, took a very lenient 
view of the matter. In 1865 he spoke 
less favourably ; and now in his last re- 
port says ‘“‘during the last 3 years 510 
opium smokers have applied for relief but 
‘* comparatively few in my opinion have 
been reclaimed. It is a powerful habit, a

Another.eminent physician says that the 
only hope of curing is ‘to shut them up for 
months. He has tried this cure and would 
as soon take charge of lunatics as opium 
patients. 7 

4th.—Drunkenness transmits its baneful 
influence to progeny, but opiwn in a yet 
more marked degree. This has been 
alluded to in the evidence of one of the 
natives. When it does not arrest, the 
children are weakly. 

5th.—Defenders of opium say it is not so 
deadly as strong drink. We freely admit 
that it does not attack the great organ of 
the frame, such as the stomach. liver, etce., 
in the same way as strong drink, and we 
also believe that smoking opium is not so 
speedily injurious as eating it, but is it 
therefore not deadly? The truth is that it 


is a disease in itself far more imsidious and 
pills were aware that they contained opium, | 


general in its character than strong drink ; 
‘as Dr. Kerr says, * The other disease has 
its train of woes in ruined health—craving 
appetite for the narcotic drug, which after 
a time it refuses to satisfy—a deadening of 
all the means of which happiness and en- 
joyment are received— mental imbecility 
and death.” When it does not kill, it lays 
one open to other diseases, and so is in the 
end equally deadly. 

6th.—Malt ‘and ardent spirits unseat 
the judgment for the time and directly at- 
tack the physical frame; but opium laxs its 
deadly finger upon the mind and the moral 
nature, it quenches every virtue, often 
touches the inner being of a man and leaves 
him more or less idiotic. Here is another 
great distinguishing feature.

‘The 
ministry is one, the service is the same—a 
service of temptation—and the end cannot 
but be ruin. As has been well said ‘* the 
sovereignty of the universe is not divided, 
whatever is morally wrong cannot be poli- 
tically or financially or economically right” * 
God loves man above all his creatures and 
no man who tempts his fellow men to sin 
can prosper in the end. He is sure to 
suffer either commercially, bodily, or other- 
wise. 

In the preceding remarks I have endea- 
voured to show the evils of the use of 
opium asit prevails in China. I have pro- 
duced the verdict of the most intelligent 
assembly in the world, delivered at a period 
when the evil was not so widely spread, 
the evidence of the very highest medical 
authorities in China and in Europe,. the 
testimony of the most experienced mis- 
sionary, the opinion of the rulers and 

ple of this country ; no witnesses could 

more competent, no language could. be 
more explicit and no condemnation more 
complete. The substance of their evidence 
is this that it mjures the frame of man, 
strikes duwn the spirit that is in him, and 
lays its axe at the roof of the nation, out- 
strips strong drink in its deadly specialities. ° 
and is the very bane of man, and yet this 
is the traffic Messrs. Jardine, Matheson & 
Co. pray Her Majesty's Government to 
facilitate and extend through the inland. 
rivers, lakes, and thoroughfare of this 
Empire.t They say that the legalizing 
of it which was forced upon the govern- 
ment last war is not sufficient. Let us in 
conclusion look at some of the results of 
this last enactment that we may judge of 
the consequences of further freedom. 


The Consequences of Legalization 


The first effect of legalizing the traffic 
has-been an increased consumption of the 
drug.

“the crowd filled the inn yard, roaring 
and shouting to see us, and trying every 
now and then to break open the door. 
We were reminded of om, and the 
shrunken fiendish faces of the populace, 
and the proximity of the Salt Lake hid not 
tend to allay our apprehensions.” He also 
affirms that almost invariably when he 
met with any incivility it was from opium 
smokers. Dr. Porter Smithof Hankow in 
his first report 1863-5 refering to opium 
smokers says that, those who come to him 
almost all used native opium grown in 
Honan and Szechuen; but in the report for 
1865-6 he says ‘‘ I regret to say that the 
increased consumption of the foreign drug 
is most serious and startling, formerly it 
was the excption but now it is nearly the 
rule to smoke it * * * lLIwould earn- 
estly and respectfully beg all right hearted 
persons to consider how far they are called 
upon, at least by their consciences, to sur- 
render with good grace a part of their ad- 
mitted right to trade promiscuously in 
any article of commerce, which is currently 
known to be almost entirely perverted to 
purposes which, in their fulfilment, result 
in the certain shipwreck of all.that is 
healthful and hopeful in God-made man.” 
There is yet a third witness viz. Mr. 
Macpherson of Newchwang who says, 
in weply to various enquiries from 
aveeek travellers fron. Mongolia, Kirin 
and the confines of Corea, “‘one and 
all have assured me that in their own 
neighbourhood and bordering the great 
cities along which they journey, opium 
shops have sprung up in villages where

few years they could not be procured 


the pipe and lamp are now offered to travel- 
lers,’’ (see Customs Returns for 1866 p. 105.) 

This wider use of the drug is producing 
terrible consequences : to-day a native gen- 
tleman told me of a village in his district 
inhabited by branches of a family, the an- 
cestors of which had made a large fortune 
by trading in Pekin ; several took to opi- 
um, it spread among them ; men and women, 
into the snare, they 
parted with their patrimony and furniture 
till now they are in utter destitution. 


2nd.—It has given the trade a status 
and respectability it previously lacked. 
Smuggled into places on the coast and car- 
ried contraband into the interior. respecta- 
ble men avoided all connection with it, and 
then many youths and others were deterred 
from beginning that which almost invari- 
ably proves their ruin. But now evil doers 
are bold ; they feel as if they were -ac- 
knowledged : they open shops in the main 
streets ; publicly court customers and worse 
than all many are not ashamed now at 
their homes to offer it to guests instead of 
the usual cup of tea. In consequence of 
this, it is spreading amotig the women ; and 
having once found its ‘‘ way there, who can 
tell where it will end ?” 

Jrd.—Opium has a great deal to do with 
the paralysis of the present government. 
The late Emperor is uniformly reported to 
have used it, a large proportion of the Man- 
darins of all grades are known to use it 
at present. (See “ Medical Missionary in 
China” p. 391,) and notonly so, but the 
writers, runners, inferior constables and 
others connected with public offices as a 
rule use the drug. A friend long resident 
in Pekin informs me that a very large pro- 
portion of the Opium brought into the 
Capital is consumed in the palace. When 
therefore we consider the unquestionably 
enervating and demoralizing effects on the 
body and mind, who can wonder at the 
present state of the Government ? and who 
cannot but wonder at such requests as those 
proffered by your Memorialists ? [ feel sure 
the prayer of your Memorialists will never 
be granted. It is a reflection on our com- 
mon humanity. A res ble Chinaman 
said to me the other day “‘ it is bad enough 
just now, but if Western men be allowed to 
carry eT inland it will be irretrievable 
ruin.” e Chinese are less able than ever 
to withstand the temptation ;—few posses- 
sing much principle at best, the unsettled 
state of the country has produced a sort of 
despair in many minds, such as would lead 
them to take Opium wildly as an antidote 
to their troubles, so that if Her Majesty's 
Government are not prepared to discoun- 
tenance the growth of the poppy altogether, 
I trust they will be content with the present 
revenue and not disgrace our country and 
our common religion by interfering further 
in favor of the drug. e say, “* if we do 
not import it, others will,” or ‘‘ the Chinese 
will grow it themselves.” Alas! that 
honourable and humane men should be dri- 


ven to this subterfuge: It is the argument 


of the low publican.. A misguided man goes 
reeling into the store and demands a glass ; 


‘if I do not, another will,” and he hands 
him the accursed liquid. Why should we 
execrate the one and honour the other? I 
know well that the present class of mer- 
chants dearly love the traffic. It enables 
them to buy Tea and Silk at an advantage, 
inasmuch as they give opium for native 
produce, and not silver. Moreover, it is a 
safe trade, as sure as human depravity. 
The smokers could do without our mannu- 
factures, but not without opium. But, 
further, it is injurious to honest commerce 
in every respect ; and were it not for this, 
China might be the first market for British 
and American produce, whereas it is little 
beyond Egypt or Cuba, and_St. Domingo. 
1.—It takes away the surplus which might 
be spent in the purchase of our manu- 
factures. II.—It is the great cause of 
estrangement betwixt’ us and triotic 
Chinamen (for there are such). bne said 
to a friend of mine, .“‘ Better no trade 
at all with Western nations than 
> ge and this expresses the judgment 
of the thinking portion of the people. 
Your Memorialists say truly that we 
are hovering onthe edge of a great trade, 
and they say that illegal imports are the 
deadly enemies of English artisans. The 
truth is, opium is the deadly enemy of our 
commerce; suppose that manufactured 
goods had been sold to the Chinese instead 
of opium, can any one imagine that our 


markets and relations with China would | 


have been in the present condition ? 
Moreover it is one of the great obstacles 
to the progress of Christianity. Some 
affect to look upon this as the cry of dis- 
appointed personal ambition on the. part 
of the missionary, but if Christianity be 
from God and if Christianity be intended 
for the whole world, surely men should 


pause and consider, before they further a 
traffic which, directly and powerfully ina 
great.variety of ways, impedes the diffusion 
“« —_, which age ie the highest well- 

ing of man and the purpose of Almight 
God. (See further p. 56.) eT! 

I trust Your Excellency will pardon the 
Ee liberty I (so htimble an individual) 

ave taken in addressing you at such length. 
Right views on this sabject appear to me 
of the very highest importance at the pre- 
sent crisis. Opium has got so inwrought 
into the texture of Chinese affairs, so 
diffused throughout the whole body corpo- 
rate ; that the resurrection and advance- 
ment of the nation greatly depend upon 
the action taken in reference to the drug. 
If the consumption go on at the present 
ratio the consequences must, mane r, be 
most serious. At the same time | am 
afraid the remedy is now beyond the power 
of either Government. Were the growth 
in India interdicted, it would be imported 
from other places, or grown in larger quan- 
tities in China ; for the resent_generation 
of Officials are too weak and corrupt to 
grapple with the evil. My only hope is in 
the diffusion of the truth; the creation of 
a strong public opinion against it among 
the natives, and a consequent re-action. 
I therefore humbly think that all who wish 
China well, freeing themselves from all par- 
ticipation in the traffic, should do all they 
can to aid missionaries and others to ad- 
vance the great end.

Pekin, February 17th, 1868. 


Srr —I enclose for your information and 
idance, copy of a communication from 
1.1.H the Prince of Kung, announcing a 
reduction of duty on Tea dust, when under 
15 Taels in value for 1v0 catties, from 2 
taels 5 mace to | tael 2 mace 5 cents. 

It would appear that this reduction had 
already been virtually made in 1866, and 
was about to be formally authorized, when 
the discovery of an attempt at Hankow in 
in July of that year by one of the large 
mercantile firms to achop of Tea as 
dust on payment of the half duty, deter- 
red the High Authorities from any further 
action. is may ibly have been the 
unauthoriz@a act of some agent or subor- 
dinate, and one would willingly think so, 
but the result shows not the less clearly 
how much the general interest suffers by 
attempts on the part of individuals to de- 
fraud the revenue. It has led in the pre- 
sent instances to the maintenance for near- 
ly two years of a heavy tax which the Cus- 
toms Administration were willing of their 
own accord to reduce for the general benefit. 

It would seem especially important that 
atteution should be drawn to this subject 
at the time when memorials from all the 
Ports are freely circulated in print, charg- 
ing the Customs with oppressive stringency 
in their te coger | and the native autho- 
rities generally with persistent violations of 
Treaty and obstructiveness. Apart from 
the criminative matter, these memorials de- 
mand, with little variation the relaxation 
of Custom House vigilance. Exception from 
restrictions and surveillance, together with 
the better administration of the law in 
cases of litigation either with the Custom 
House Authorities or the natives, constitute 
the barden of the whole. ~ 


fore, 


These documents have all been publish- 
ed, and are in the hands of the Chinese. 
It can hardly be a matter of surprise, 


therefore, if the Authorities, in view of 


such comprehensive demands and indis- 
criminate denunciations. should be dis- 
posed to stand upon their defence. and 
turn a deaf ear to representations avow- 
edly based upon their alleged malfai- 
sance, lest concession should be con- 
strued into a virtual admission of the 
charges. At all events, it is too much 
to ex that they will not recrimi- 
nate if there be good grounds for retort. 
Unless the mercantile community, there- 
be perfectly clean handed in the 
matter of Custom House frauds and viola- 
tion of Treaty stipulations, their represen- 
tatives would probably have done better 
for their interests, had they dealt more 
sparingly in charges of bad faith and dis- 
regard of Treaty engagements. The tone 
of virtuous indignation in which such acts 
are condemned, would of course be just as 
applicable to Foreigners as to Chinese 
upon conviction. uch arms as these, 
when employed against Foreign Govern- 
ments, however immaculate the assailants, 
are seldom without a dangerous recoil, how- 
ever safely they may be used against their 
own. And whether the objects sought be 


claimed as” concessions, or demanded as 


Treaty right, a flourish of weapons of an 
kind hardly seems the best mails of pom 
paring the way for successful negotiation. 
And desirable as greater freedom of trade 
and increased facilities for its extention 
may be, Her Majesty’s Government can- 
not be poe likely to seek the pro- 
motion such object by any means 
incompatible with the maintenance of 
those international relations of amity and 
commerce for which existing Treaties were 
made. 

Whatever may be thought of the canons 
of interpretation by which a clear right is 
educed from the text of the Treaty of

Tientsin with its exterritorial clause, to 
trade without limit or control inthe inte- 
rior—to buy land and set up permanent 
establishments throughout the provinces— 
to navigate in Foreign vessels all inland 
waters—to work mines and lay down rail- 
roads and telegraphic lines across the face 
of the country, irrespective of the wants 
or wishes of the people and the will of 
the Government, it must, I think, be very 
evident those are measures which either 
presuppose the complete command of the 
country, or the willing co-operation of its go- 
vernment. The first means the disintegra- 
tion of a great empire, the second a mutual 
agreement between the high contracting 
varties. Which of these dv the memoria- 
fists contemplate | 

hardly be told that any course which makes 
negociations more difficult and concession 
less attainable, is unwise as a matter of 
policy, and cannot fail to be aeyrerns to 
the interests of those who seek to profit by 
both. 

For this reason if for no other, these 
memorials cannot be allowed to pass entire- 
ly without notice. Without stopping to 
point out the many fallacies and ‘grave mis- 
conceptions which run through the various 
documents—though some of these are emi- 
nently calculated to mislead the mercantile 
communities in China to their prejudice— 
I deem it incumbent upon me to take care 
Her Majesty's Government shall inno way 
be identified with the memorialists.

With this notification I should willingly 
leave the subject without further observa- 
tion, but as the memorialists, those of Hong- 
kong more especially, have expressed a par- 
Rivular desire to know how far the recom- 
mendations of their memorial coincide 
with my views. I add a few remarks on the 
three principal heads under which all that 
has been advanced in the several addresses 
may be roughly classed. 

1.—The Tariff of Maritime Duties and 
action of the Custom House Administra- 
tion in their collection. 

2.—The Administration of Justice in 
cases of dispute with the Custom House 
Authorities and in Mixed cases where na- 
tives are concerned. 

3.—The system of Inland Dut.es and the 
abuses attending their levy.

In referenee to the first head, the Tariff 
of Maritime Duties and Custom House Ad- 
ministration, a clear understanding of the 
conditions under which Foreign Trade has 
been placed by existing treaties is n 


|to any fair or intelligent examination of 


the questions raised. The right to trade in 
China exists for Foreigners only by virtue 
of the Treaties. And the right has been 
conceded by the Emperor, subject to the 
obligation of paying certain duties specified 
in the Tariff. 

This right to levy duties and collect a 
revenue on Trade by stich means as are 
usually adopted in every Western State, is 
therein explicitly and distinctly recognized. 
But lest there should be any lingerin 
doubt on the subject. the Cham ro 
Commerce at Shanghai appears to have 
been atthe pains to obtain, and with 


great candour has given publicity to, the. * 


opinion of ‘‘ two of the best legal authori- 
ties in England in conjunction with very 
able associates”—and that opinion declares 
the right to levy duties, and by confisca- 
tion and fines to enforce payment and pro- 
tect the revenue from attempts at frand, 
“*is among the rights of sovereignty of the 
Chinese Government which have not been 
given up by Treaty.” 

And in the exercise of this right every 
Government compels obedience to the Cus- 
tom House laws and regulations in all who 
trade within their territories, on pain of 
confiscation, tines or other penalties. The 
Chinese Government not only have not 

iven up this sovereign right, but care has 
oan en that it should recognized in 
the most explicit terms in. all the Treaties 
entered into with Foreign Powers. 

In the Treaty of Tientsin, for instance, 
Article XLVI provides that ‘‘ the Chinese 
Authorities at each port shall adopt the 
means they may judge most proper to pre- 
vent the revenue suffering from fraud or 
smuggling.” This then is the true point 
of ure for the consideration of all 
questions connected with the Customs’ Ad- 
ministration and their i

But it is 
enough to observe that free ports are not 
the condition under which it has seemed 
good to the several Governments in Treaty 
with China to place the trade. Unless 
merchandise could be secured from all in- 
land taxation, however, it is very evident 
that nothing would be gained ; and in tak- 
direct interest of the Chinese 
Government in the preservation or extension 
of foreign trade. the best security for its 
protection would be lost. The Hongkong 
‘chamber of Commerce informs the Secre- 
tary of State for the ‘‘olonies that the 
Treaty of Tientsin is based on an inter- 
course of reciprocity. So, I think, H. M. 
Government has always understood ; and 
it is strictly in accordance with this prin- 
ciple that the same right of taxation is 
reserved by Treaty to the Emperor of 
China, which is freely exércised in the 
Queen’s dominions on all foreign trade. 

The only questions of a practical nature, 
therefore, are plainly such as have refer- 
ence either to the mode of collecting duties 
or their rate. _

the several memorials, or pledging myself 
to adopt the same views in each case as the 
memorialists, I have lost no time in bring- 
ing the whole subject under the consider- 
ation of the Foreign Board, with a view to 
the adoption of such sugge tions as ma 

seem practicable, and not incompatible wit 

the legitimate interests of the Chinese 
Government ; and, even as to a reduction 
of duties, although there is not the same 
right to discuss them’ without a demand 
for a formal revision, I do not anticipate 
from my knowledge of the disposition of 
the Tsungli Yamén, that any difkculty will 
be experienced in obtaining a fair consider- 
ation of those proposed, and the desired 
reduction, subject to the same condition of 
its being compatible with a due regard to 
other interests. The number of articles 
does not seem to exceed some ten or 
twelve ; and if it can be shown that a great 
advantage will result to the foreign mer- 
chant, without any grave prejudice to the 
Chinese revenue or native trade, it may 
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made. It seems very doubtful to me,how- 
ever, whother the reduction proposed, in 
some cases at least, would materially bene- 
fit foreign trade. As regards native coal, for 
instance, which is one of the articles enume- 
rated, the duty levied atthe pit’s mouth—at 
the mines in this Province, and in Formosa 
—although a souree of revenue and profit 
to the people who own them or the pro- 
yincial Freasc‘ien, form, in reality, so small 
an item in the selling price of the coal by 
the time it reaches a shipping port, that I 
doubt exceedingly whether a single ton 
would be added to the consumption or ex- 
port by the reduction proposed. The cost 
of carriage to the coast is so large an item 
that the royalty or duty forms but a very 
fractional part of the selling price. These 
are matters however for further investiga- 
tion. 

In reference to the demand of the 
memorialists for increased facilities at the 
Custom Houses and less stringent regula- 
tions, the only ground, obviously, upon 
which any or all of the facilities desired 
can be demanded by one Government of 
another, is the. compatibility of such con- 
cessions with the security of the revenue, 
and the recognized right of the Emperor to 
cullect it :—and as regar@s the relaxation of 
Custom House rules more especially, the 
amount of trust that may safely be placed ~ 
in the honesty and good faith of the Foreign 
traders. It is upon this und that the 
Chamber of Commerce at Hongkong have 
very properly based their demand for the 
removal of the restrictions they object to, 
and the grant of new immunities. They 
appeal to the experience of the Maritime 
Customs under the Foreign Iuspectorate as 
furnishing decisive evidence that attempts 
to defraud the revenue on the part of 
Foreigners are not systematically practised. 
Nouthing can be fairer; and the Chinese 
Government must be very willing to ac- 
quiesce in any verdict based on the witness 
borne by their own Custom House Ad- 
ministration But they will undoubtedly 
not act without such evidence, or against 
it, and I think you will do well at once 
therefore to obtain from the Commissioner 
of Customs at your an authentic re- 
cord of the number of cases of infegularity 
or smuggling detected during the past year, 
with a report of the general results of their 
experience. There will theft be a solid 
foundation to build upon ; and the ques- 
tion of greater facilities can be satisfactorily 


dealt with at once. Any relaxation of 
stringency, or simplification of administra- 
tive forms compatible with security, would 
be an undoubted gain to both parties. 
The Chinese Government would save in the 
diminished expenses of their establishment ; 
the merchant would gain in freedom from 
restrictions ahd quicker despatch, and 
every Treaty Power would have reason to 
rejoice at the attainment of so desirable a 
result. 

‘It is evidently a question. however, 
which must turn on the results of expe- 
rience already gained. The records of the 
past will have to be consulted. My know- 
ledge of the disposition of the Inspector 
General of Customs leads me to conclude 
that there is every desire on his part to 
give the greatest possible freedom compati- 
ble with the collection of the revenue. 
Less ought not to be given, and more can- 
not be claimed. But if it be true, as is 
frequently alleged, that there is no coun- 
try in the world perhaps where the mari- 
time duties are so light as in China, and 
none in which Customs rules and procedure 
press less heavily on the Trade, it must be 
very difficult to make out a case of excep- 
tional hardness so strong as to justify a 
demand for extensive change of system or 
administration. 

The various modifications, however, sug- 
gested in the matter of drawbacks, both as 
regards extension of time and mode of pay- 
ment—the collection of coast trade duties 
at the same time with the exports—the 
abolition of Tea bonds—these, and other 
questions raised in the memorials, are all 
under consideration. in order to determine 
in communication with the Foreign Board 
hew far such changes as have been sugges- 
ted are practicable and can be effected with 
general advantage. 

But there are many conflicting interests 
to be considered, and if pessible reconciled 
even in respect to Foreigners ; and the task 
is by no means easy. Drawbacks for in- 
stance cannot, I understand. be paid in 
cash as suggested. without risk of serious 
loss to the Customs, and complication of 
accounts, the price of sycee differing from 
day today. Again the collection of the 
coast trade duty at the same time with the 
export duty is to enable the carrying river 
steamers to come and go ch gel the

In so far, then. as shenayee or modifica- 
tions may be required to give fuller deve- 
lopment to the principles on which exist- 
ing treaties are based, and_ better execu- 
tion of the provisions regulating the con- 
ditions of foreign trade in China through 
the medium of an administration of Mari- . 
time Customs at the ports, an effective 
revision is perc in_pr with ever 
disposition on the part of the Chingse 
Government to give it effect and to sanc- 
tion such modifications as experience may 
have shown to be desirable in the interests 
of trade. 

It is not in this direction, however. that 
relief is to be sought for what is most real

with all the accompanying obstructions and 
abuses which constivute the greatest obsta- 
cle to the extension of trade and the free 


exchange of the staples of foreign trade, 
whether import or export. The abuses are 
manifold, and press heavily upon the 
springs of commercial activity and develop- 
ment. There also the greatest difficulties 
are encountered in the way of redress or 
improvement. I entirely a with the 
Chamber of Commerce of Shanghai, that 
the most essential questions for considera- 
tion are those connected with ‘“‘ the bond 
Jide admission into the country of English 
manufactnres.” To this end free communi- 
cation between the great markets of the 
interior and the coast—increased facilities 
for the transit of goods and produce, 
greater security for their safe transmission ; 
and exemption from all arbitrary charges 
or vexatious delays are all wanted. These 
essential conditions of any large extension 
of trade are, of course, connected with the 
question of material means n to 
the end. The right of residence in the 
interior,—of inland navigation for vessels 
of foreign build, and the establishment of 
such improved facilities of transit and com- 
munication on land as only railroads aid 
telegraphic lines. can fully supply, are un- 
doubtedly among the principal of these, 
and cannot be left out of consideration 
whether in the treaty or not. 

But it is not less clear that these are 
conditions involving the gravest questions 
of national policy, and point to objects 
only attainable by fundamental changes— 
not only in the whole fiscal system of ad- 
ministration throughout the Denton but 
in the relations existing between the Pro- 
vinces and the Central Governinent. The 
question of transit dues and inland taxa- 
tion is more important than any other to 
merchants. Unfortunately it is also one of 
deepest interest to the Provincial revenues, 
and all who are responsible for the means 
of Government, and hence, mainly the 
hitherto insuperable obstacles to any satis- 
factory settlement. From the signature 
of the first Treaty at Nanking to the 
sent moment, all attempts to deal wi 
successfully have failed. 

The provisions in both treaties have 
proved wholly inadequate to secure the end 
proposed. en the Treaty of Nanking

was signed, in ignorance of many things 
now known as to the fiscal system and other 


practical details, as well as the theory of 
the Provincial Government in China ; the 
endeavour was made to meet the difficulty 
by an Article in the Supplementary Rules, 
designed to fix a limit Me reference to the 
amount (left blank) -leviable on native 
goods in transit. 

After twenty years experience a further 
effort was made in the same direction by 
a stipulation that in no case should this 
amount exceed 24% ad valorem. with reser- 
vation of a right of commutation in one 
payment at the port of entry to give total 
exemption ; and the system of transit cer- 
tificates and papers was devised to give 
this practical effect, but this, like the first, 
has been in a great measure a failure Not 
altogether, however, it must in justice be 
admitted, by the malversstions or bad faith 
of natives. The foreigner has also contri- 
buted his full share to make the whole sys- 
tem unworkable, as might be very plainly 
proved were this a fitting place or time to 
enter into such a discussion. The miain 
result is what chiefly concerns us now, and 
| how a remedy is to be provided. To this 
end it would seem there is need of some 
fundamental changes in the existing stipu- 
lations of Treaties which may eg some 
of the conditions under which Foreign 
trade in the interior is conducted, But 
this is a subject for the consideration and 
decision »f H. M.’s Government alone, and 
in the mean time thé memorialists must be 
content to know that their complaints of 
defective execution of the Treaty in this 
and other particulars have been laid before 
the Principal Secrethry of State for For- 
eign Affairs, with the additional informa- 
tion that I think there is great room for 
improvements, and urgent necessity for 
some effective measures to facilitate trad- 
ing operations in the interior. 

You will communicate this despatch to 
any of signataries of the memorial from 
your Port, and to the British community 
generally residing within your juristiction.

In the 7th month of the fifth year of Tuang- 
chih [September 1866] 2 despatch was receiv- 
ed from Mr. Commissioner Fitz Roy, represent- 


ing that some change was desirable with regard | 
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to the duty on Tea dust, the value of this arti- 
cle being inconsiderable, it seemed hardly just 
that the same duty should be levied upon it as 
upon Tea. 

It came however, under the notice of the 
Tsungli Yamén that in the fifth month of the 
same year [July 1866), Messrs. Dent & Co. 
shipped 591 loads of ‘fea at Hankow, for which 
they paid only half the proper duty, represent- 
ing it tobe ‘ Tea dust,’ a falsification which 
was discovered by the Customs’ officir); on ex- 
amination. ‘It was on this account thought un- 
advisable to lighten the duty on ‘ Tea dust,’ and 
orders were accordingly issued to the several 
Ports to levy the same charge on Tea dust as 
on Tea. 

In the twelfth month of the fifth year [ Janu- 
ary 1867), a despatch was received from the 
Inspector General of Customs’ also, in which he 
observed with reference to the falsification by 
Dent and Co. that on its discovery by the 
officials, the firm should of course have been re- 
quired to pay the whole duty. It seemed 
hardly just, however, that Tea dust, which is a 
coarse and inexpensive article, should pay the 
same charges as Tea; he thought it would be 
& more equitable arrangement if a smaller duty 
were levied upon it, 

Seeing that Messrs. Dent and Co. had been 
required to pay the full duty, the Yamén con- 
sidered that nothing further noed be said about 
the matter ; but with reference to the question 
whether or not the duty on Tea dust «howld be 
lowered, it was necessary to wait until the 
Northern and Southern Superintendents of 
Trade had considered the details of the case, 
and made their reports. 

In the spring of the sixth year (February, 
March 1867), the Northern Superintendent 
stated that in his opinion the daty on Tea dust 
might be reduced to half that on Tea. The 
reply of the Southern Superintendent had not 
yet arrived; but in the 6th year, 11th month, 
2nd day [November 27th 1867}, a despatch was 
received him in which he quotes a report 
from the Taotai of Hankow. The Taotai states 
that “there is a great difference in price be- 
tween Tea properly so called and Tea dutt, 
which comes exclusively from Hunan and 
Hsiang-t’an, and consists principally of the 
« refuse dust of “ Red Tea, mingled with a few 
stalks.” The Superintendent remarks that 


whether or not the duty is to be reduced one 
half, namely, to Tis. 1.26, depends, of course, 
upon the conclusion the Tsungli Yamen may 
arrive at. | 

Tae Yamen, having thus ascertained that Tea 
dust is a cheap article exported from Tsiang 
Nan, and thet if the duty on it remain at Tis. 
2.5 it will be prejadicial.to the welfare of the 
merchants, has consented to make a compromise. 

It is therefore ordered that the following al- 
teration shall be made in the Customs’ Rules. 
—If the Tea dust do not exceed in value 15 
Taels per 100 catties, a duty of Taels 1.25 shall 
be levied on it ; but if it be above this value, the 
duty shall remain as before, viz. Taels 2.50. 
Orders have been issued to the Northern and 
Southern Superintendents of Trade, as well as 
to the Inspector General of Customs, to have 
this regulation ec rried out; and it was also re- 
quisite to write to H. B. M. Minister on the 
subject for his information. 

With the object of preventing the falsifica- 
tion referred to above, it will be necessary to 
act in accordance with rule 10 of the Treaty, 
which distinctly states that it is “ at the option 
of the Chinese Government to ‘adopt what 
means appear to it best suited to protect its 
revenue accruing on Foreign Trade.” 

The Northern and Southern Superintendents 
of Trade will therefore meet the Commissioners 
-of Customs and arrange for the carrying out of 
the following regulation:—When a vessel 
freighted with Tea dust is about to leave a Port 
she must be examined on her arrival at the 
jetty, and on payment of the duty be allowed 
to proceed, and similarly with a vessel arriving 
ata Port. But it a cargo of Tea be falsely re- 
presevted to be Tea dust the officers shall be 
empowered on discovery to confiscate the whole 
of the goods. This is «» perfectly just measure, 
and one calculated to prevent falsification. 

It is requisite to inform H. B. M.’s Minister 
of the reduction of duty and of the regulation 
which hus been made, that he may acquaint 
the Foreign Merchants ofthe change.

Dear Str,—Referring to your advertisement in the 
local journals inviting suggestions regariting the Treaty 
of Tientsin and to our conversation on the Revision of 
the Treaty, | now beg to offer the following olverva- 
tions. 

The Treaties of Nanking and Tientain were concluded 
after successful warfare, and were the results of the 
rights we had acquired by conquest. Now, however, 
we are preparing for a new Treaty after a lemgthened 
period ot peace, and the present is a fitting occasion when 
we might introduce into our method of dealing with 
the Chinese some definite political nae goes which 
would enable us to carry out « jast and reasonable 
policy. Hitherto our demands have been unlimited, 
although the conviction is almost universal that it is 
not advisable to open up China except by gradual steps. 
Still we have been afraid to assert that sach is the 
fact, in case it might be thought we were abandoning 
our rights as conquerors, to live and trade in every 
part of the Chinese empire.

Sir, Foreign Office, December 28, 1868, 

J GATHERED, from the conversation which I had the honour to have with you on 
the 26th instant, that the objects of the Chinese Government in sending a Diplomatic 
Mission to Europe were twofold; one, that by means of such a Mission the European 
Powers might be disabused of an impression which it was supposed at Peking that they 
entertained, that the Chinese Government had entered upon a retrograde policy, and 
contemplated not only refusal to enlarge their relations with Christian nations, but even 
restriction within narrower limits of the intercourse which, under Treaty, those nations 
were now entitled to hold with the Chinese dominions; the other, to deprecate anv inten- 
tion on the part of European Powers to bring to bear on China any amount of unfriendh 
pressure to induce her rulers to enter precipitately on a new system of policy which 
would seriously affect her independence. ‘ 

I understood from you, that the Chinese Government were fully alive to the 
expediency, or even necessity, for their own interests, of facilitating and encouraging inter- 
course with foreign nations; that they were sensible of the advantages that would result 
from a greater assimilation of their rules and practice to those of other nations, and from the 
adoption of the improvements by which the industry of Europe had been so much developed, 
and the happiness of its people so much increased; but that with all this they felt that any 
attempt abruptly to introduce new systems or new ideas among a people whose knowledge 
of foreign nations was of recent date, and who had been brought up under a traditional 
system, to which they had been accustomed and were attached, would not only produce 
confusion and even revolution in the country, but would tend to retard instead of promoting 
the progress, the necessity for which the Chinese Government fully admitted and were 
desirous to encourage, though they wished to be allowed to do so by degrees, and without 
any sudden and violent shock to the feelings, passions, and even prejudives of their 

le. 
ie Her Majesty’s Government, I informed you in reply, fully admitted that the Chinese 
Government were entitled to count upon the forbearance of foreign nations; and I assured 
you that, as far as their country was concerned, theré was neither a desire nor intention to 
apply unfriendly pressure to China to induce her Government to advance more rapidly in 
her intercourse with foreign nations than was consistent with safety, and with due and 
reasonable regard for the feelings of her subjects. - . Ne, 

But Her Majesty’s Government, I said, expected from China a faithful observance of 
the stipulations of existing Treaties, and reserved to themselves the right of employing 
friendly representations to induce the Chinese Government to advance in the course 
pee up by those Treaties, and to afford greater facilities and encouragement and 
protection to the subjects of foreign-Powers seeking to extend commercial intercourse with 


Her Majesty’s Government feel that they may fairly appeal to the Chinese Govern- 
ment, though always in of friendship, to act in this spirit towards themselves and 
other foreign nations ;. and they would do so with the more confidence because they may be 
we 1 believing that the interests of China will be advanced in a far greater.degree 
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than those of foreign nations, by steadily availing herself of the opportunities within her 
reach for applying to her Empire the skill and experience of the nations of Europe. 

But Her Majesty’s Government are, moreover, entitled to expect from China as an 
indispensable condition of their goodwill, the fullest amount of protection to British 
subjects resorting to her dominions. ‘They are aware that the Provincial Governors are | vo 
too often in the habit of disregarding the rights of foreigners,.trusting to impunity as | 
regards the Central Government of Peking, and to the unwillingness of foreign Powers to 
assert the rights of their subjects by local pressure. 

Her Majesty’s Government feel that they are acting in the interest of the Chinese 
Empire, when they announce their preference for an appeal rather to the Central Govern- 
ment than to local authorities for the redress of wrongs done to British subjects. It is 
with the Central Government and not with the Provincial authorities that foreign Powers 
have entered into ‘Treaties, and it is for the interest of the Central Government that forei 
Powers should recognise its supreme authority over its Provincial Governors, and that the 
Central Government should assume, and, on all occasions when appealed to for the redress 
of local wrongs, be prepared to exercise that authority. , 

These observations will, I trust, enable you to reassure the Government of Peking as | 
to the friendly feelings entertained towards it by the British Government. It rests with 
the Central Government so to order its intercourse with Great Britain and the Queen’s L 
subjects as to avoid cause of difference, and to preserve unimpaired the friendship of this : i 
country. :

REMARKS 


FRENGH MUNIGIPAL REGULATIONS 
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Tue French authorities, having indicated that they will not join in a formal promulgation of the Revised 
Land Regulations, until all other states concerned accept the regulations set up by the French government 
for the so cailed French concession, the moment is an appropriate one to consider whether the members 
of the commercial community at this port should not urge on the ministers the propriety of asking the 
several governments to invite the French to lay aside their assumptions, and to take up their former 
position in the cosmopolitan control of the police and other municipal institutions of the place.

A review is necessary of the conditions under which both sets of land regulations have come into 

existence. 

of some sort were required, because those of the country could not be applied to 
PT asap who by treaty agreement remain under the control of their own authorities. On the other 
hand, the indifference of the Chinese to such matters rendered it at once a necessity for foreigners 
themselves to make roads and landing places, to light, cleanse and drain their settlement, to establish a 
police, and to raise a revenue for those objects by an equitable assessment. 

The first step was as follows:—In 1845, just after the port was opened, the local Chinese officer 
for foreign affairs and the British consul, then the only regularly constituted foreign consul here, 
together surveyed: and. set: off, for the use of British residents, the plot of ground between the Yang- 
king-pang and; the Soochow creek, and agreed. upon certain rules which should be enforced upon all 
foreigners living within these limits. Two. of these rules, viz:—XI1V and XXIII, gave the British 
consul authority over the residents of other nations to the extent of obliging them to apply to him if 
cP UR ec OES NR ERIN in cases of dispute coming under the regulations. 

At that time the ground now occupied by the French settlement and extending a third of a mile 
from the ¥. to the city walls, was a densely populated Chinese suburb, the centre of the 
ao ae A PM —s three ey AP ot wide, thus appropriated by 
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In ce misequence, the English authorities after a few years, abandoned these pretensions unreservedly, 
as injudicious In themselves, and as so contrary to the words as well as the spirit of the treaties that 
they could not be enforced. — 

In 1849 however, before this was definitely settled, the French consul M. de Montigny obtained 
trom the Chinese local officer a similar concession, with the objectionable clauses in the same words, 
ot the land between the Yang-king-pang and the city walls, containing,on the river, bank, the busy 
Chinese suburb already mentioned. Neither the English nor the French grant gave the cousul any 
power over Chinese subjects. 

He proceeded immediately to exercise his newly acquired powers, but within a few weeks the 
inutility of the grant was proy ed by the successful resistance of an American, who had purchased land 
in the rear, and who, by the aid of his consul, forced the Tautai to issue his title deeds through the 
A.nerican consulate. : 

The English settlement increased in importance, the French remaining undeveloped, chiefly because 
the eligible portion—the river bank—was oceupied by the Chinese suburb, and the land was thus too 
costly for foreign purchase. 

Ly 1854 the interests involved in the maintenanee of good order were so great and the municipal 
arrangements so insufficient, that need arose fst More perfect regulations, and all the consuls of that 
day, including the English and the French, joined in a comprehensive scheme, the representatives of 
those two great powers abandoning entirely and without reservations, all their previous pretensions to 
any exclusive rights or jurisdiction over any portion of the two plots in question. 

Upon the so called English ground we are today administering our ae government under 
that scheme. 

The experience of fifteen years, however, has developed defects which have lod toa revision, and 
the Revised Land Regulations now under consideration are the result of the action of the community i in 


this direction. People of all nationalities were invited to join in the revision, and to all ¢

Invitations to take part in the control of the general. municipality, have consistently and continuously 
been extended to the successive French consuls. 

As in the revision of the regulations of the cosmopolitan settlement, the consent of all governments 
having subjects or citizens resident therein was desirable, that of the French was requested in common 
with the others, the rights secured by said regulations to French subjects and French authorities being identical 
with those secured to all other nationalities. 

It has up to this time, as we have seen, been refused unless all other governments will approve of 
the French regulations, which expressly take from those governments and their nationals, a portion of their 
treaty rights, and give French authorities exclusive privileges not asked for by any other foreign nation ! 

As an abstract question of right, the position that all the available ground for foreign residences at 

_the very centre of foreign trade may be taken up and appropriated by two or three individual powers, 
will not bear a moment’s consideration. For it can only be done in the face of the treaties, signed by 
them as well as by the others, which give equal rights to all. 

Nor can the practice be followed to its logical consequences, 

The French, with at the most five or six commercial houses, take half of all the ground convenient 
for commercial purposes. Even putting aside the English and Americans as already suited, there are 
still North-Germany, Russia, Austria and Italy, all first class powers and all jealous of their national 
position and rights. What are they to do if there is to be a scramble for a foot-hold of soil?’ 

Also what becomes of the Chinese emperor’s authority at the numerous points where foreigners will 
be established ultimately, if the country about each city is to be parceled out among these various 
nationalities, each with three or four Reropemn residents, and forty or fifty thousand Chinese, after the 
manner of this French example? —

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Excluding the handsome French consulate, there are seven commercial houses, two ranges of 
vodowns, a drinking saloon, a provision or compradore’s shop, a seaman’s tavern, the hospital and finally 
x row of ordinary Chinese houses. 

Bevond the little creek, with the exception of the extensive godowns and wharves of the Shanghai 
Steam Navigation Company, whose managers reside in the cosmopolitan. settlement, the entire front is 
occupied by Chinese, who rent of foreign owners, but have not the smallest interest or concern in the 
French trade. 

Going back from this mask of houses on the river line, there is no improvement in the rear. A 
single square and one comes to Chinese houses, the occupants of which, like those on the upper portion 
ot the front, have no connection with French trade. With the exception indeed of five or six French 
firms, as inany of other nationalities, a few drinking saloons and shops, there is no foreign population. 

Turning to the English settlement, so called, we have on the same line, a complete frontage of 
tine buildings, nearly all owned and occupied by private firms engaged in general commerce. But even 
this display, striking though it is, fills but a small part in the contrast. For, behind this frontage, the 
<ettlement extends in squares of foreign houses one half of a mile back, many of the most important 
tirms and banks in the place having their premises on the streets in, the rear. 

This difference between the two municipalities is of course partly owing to the greater length of 
time that the- English settlement has been occupied and, to other extraneous causes, but it is safe to say 
that, had the French ground been. under the cosmopolitan regulations that prevail in the other, their 
tront would at this moment bear the same aspect as the English front, while the rear would be largely 
vec upied by firms engaged in the main branches of the trade of the port. 

It is not Shanghai only, however, that teaches the lesson that exclusive grants are fatal bo al 
prosperity, 

At Hankow, Kiukiang, Tien-tsin, and Shameen at Canton, the English authorities under the idea

a LEGATION OF THE UNITED STATES, 
} Pekin, November 23, 1868. 
Sir: On Monday last, at the joint interview of the British minister and myself with 
your highness and members of the Tsung-li Yamén, I took occasion to submit a few 
: _ considerations in connection with the growing intercourse between the citizens of the 


| United States and China, upon a clear understanding of which I think important re- 
sults depend. 
‘ It was scarcely practicable in a desultory conversation, and with the difficulties of 
a verbal interpretation, to make every point as intelligible as the gravity of the subject 
demands; and I now, agreeably to promise, submit my views in writing. 
The present seems an opportune occasion for a candid interchange of opinion, since 
: some of the changes proposed in the British treaty, now under consideration, cannot 
fail to affect the interests of the United States. 

The policy of my Government is doubtless well understood by your highness. It is the 
policy of based u reason, justice, and humanity, seeking no advantage incon- 
sistent with the saanal walters, its cherished object is to promote fraternal intercourse 
between nations.

i The President of the United States received the embassy with marked cordiality, 

: and expressed his appreciation of the sagacity with which the enlightened Chinese 
go vernment had res to the aniicable policy adopted by Christian nations. 

, Both Houses of Congress gave your embassadors an enthusiastic official reception. 
The Speaker of the Honse of Representatives availed himself of the oceasion to say 
that this embassy, which had attracted such universal attention, had been hailed 
thronghout our land, not only as marking an onward step in the world’s history, but 
as being of peculiar interest to the republic. 

y’ These friendly sentiments, officially expressed, may be regarded as the unanimous 
voice of the nation. 

Considering the growth of American commerce with China, the rapid extension of

On this point it was sullenstuad to be remarked by several members of the Yamén, 
at the interview of Monday, that the Chinese in the United States are under 
law, and that if Americans would consent to subject themselves to China law in this 
country, they might reasonably expect equal privileges. 

This question has been diseu for many years, and it is unnecessary now to repeat 
the argument advanced. When the government of China shall deem it expedient to 4 
establish a code of laws based upon principles of justice, and accepted by 
the comity of western nations, and to which the Government of the United States can 
safely give its assent, then this cause of complaint will doubtléss be removed.

The use of small steamers, or even peg ty on the upper waters of the Yang- 
tse-kiang, on the Poyang Lake, and on the Pei-ho River, from Tien-tsin to Tung- 
chow, would greatly facilitate the transportation of merchandise and domestic pro- 
ducts, and would dispense with unnecessary and unprofitable labor, which could :

The commerce of the vast interior might be greatly increased by these new methods 
of communication. Agriculture has been carried to great perfection, and now yields 
very nearly ite maximum. But so dense a population cannot derive a subsistence 
from this source after an enlarged foreign intercourse has once commenced. New de- 
mands are made, new wants are ; anda ter diversity of pursuits becomes 
necessary. Minin , manufactures, and various internal improvements furnish addi- 
tional and profitable occupation ; and nations become rich and prosperous as the 

the use of steam improved methods of labor, while all countries in which 
these have not been introduced, find it difficult to maintain an existence. 

The question of ing the coal mines has been considered without any satisfac- 
tory result. No concession has been made. There is a great demand for coal at 
the principal commercial martes on the coast.. It is well known that coal seams of 
great extent and richness exist near the banks of the Yank-tze-kiang and in the prov- 
ince of Shantung, also in the vicinity of Pekin. Mr. Raphael Pumpelly has fully 
demonstrated this in his report recently published. By the use of proper machinery 
for working the mines, and suitable improvements for transportation, there can be no 
doubt this indi sable article could be delivered at the ports for less than half its — 
present cost. is would be a source of large revenue to the Chinese government, and 
a great advantage to commerce ; yet objections are made to the only means by which 
either natives or foreigners can avail themselves of this natural resource. A willing- 
ness is expressed to ry the experiment of working certain mines by means of foreign 
machinery, under official direction and on government account. It will be of very lit- 
tle avail to get the coal out of the mines unless some cheaper methods of transporta- 
tion are adopted. The cost of carrying it to the place of consumption is now the 
principal item of expense. Besides, no mining ence vine has ever been known to suc- 
ceed in this way; and failure now would be ve iseouraging to all parties. Gov- 
ernments cannot, from the precarious nature of the pursuit, work mines successfully. 
It is for individual enterprise to make them profitable. In all countries where mining 
of any kind is carried on extensively it has been found = to allow the mines 
to be worked by private companies or individuals, who either purchase them in fee 
simple, as in the ‘United States, or pay a share of the proceeds to the government. 
This has been done to promote individual effort without subjecting the public revenues 
iw unnecessary risks; and it has always been found most conducive to the develop- 
ment of the natural resources of the country. 

To lease the coal mines, or a few : them, by way of experiment to whomsoever may — 
offer the best terms for the privile.e of working them,“would seem to be a very reason- 
able way of making a beginning, and avoiding all risk by leaving the matter of success 
or failure to those individually concerned. It would not throw any of the laborin 
classes out of employment, or introduce a large foreign population. The work wou 
be done by Chinese under proper direction; and thus a new field for native industry 
would be opened, while commerce would be greatly benefited.

and the reason given for this. is, that full inter- 
change of international rights must be based 
upon unity of legal thought, 

Experience in China has furnished ample 
evidence of the difficulties to be encountered in 
observing this. distinction. Nearly all our rela-. 
tions are commercial, and there is scarcely a case 
that comes up, which does not involve, to some 
extent, both the relations between the govern- 
ments, and those between each government and 
its people. 

The rights underlying the principle of ex-terri- 
toriality are so far frou: being clearly defined, or 
even susceptible of a satisfactory definition, that 
all attempts at elucidation must end in the ad- 
mission that they are incongruous and irreconci- 
lable, and that nothing short of perfect equality 
cah remedy the difficulty. How then is this end, 
which all must desire, to be attained ? 

The essential provisions of existing treaties 
have been extorted from China by force, and 
doubtless she considers them unjust. The an- 
omaly is presented of nations holding foreible in- 
tercourse with a people, against the will of the 
governing authorities, yet professing to respect 
their prejudices, and abstain from all interference 
in the administration of their internal affairs. It 
is clearly an interference to force the opening of 
ports and wrest from a sovereign state juarisdic- 
tion over its own soil; to secure a diplomatic 
representation at Peking at the cannon’s mouth, 
and hold it there against the will of the govern- 
ment; to establish a customs system, and place 
a foreigner at the head of it, with foreign subor- 
dinates at. the ports; in short to inflict compul- 
sory relations upon a nation, the whole tendency 
of which is to derange and ultimately destroy its 
most cherished institations. Mere words cannot 
check the consequences of: such intercourse. To 
continue it, is simply to carry on with force in 
the back-ground what was commenced with force 
in front. If China had the power, there can be 
no question that she would restrict the intercourse 
of foreigners to the sea-ports, if not expel every 
foreigner from the country. Not being able to 
do this, she attempts to evade, by the subtleties 
of diplomacy, what she cannot avert by force. 

If the view I have taken be correct, it would 
not benefit China, if we were to relinquish all 
privileges extorted from her, and carry out the 
Comtist doctrine of ideal justice—withdraw steam 
navigation from the Yangtsze and Peiho, refuse 
exterritorial protection. to our citizens, forcibly 
prevent our missionaries from entering the coun- 


tion and Asiatic i and conceit.

an actual equality. Such an advance seems to 
me to be an essential condition to friendly in- 
tercourse. We have no right to compel them to 
construct rail-roads, or telegraphs, or to extend 
steam navigation, open coal mines, or accept any 
6f our modern inventions for saving time and 
developing material resources; but we have a 
perfect right to compel them to observe their 
treaty obligations, and, if in doing this all the rest 
becomes necessary to their continued existence 
as a nation and their elevation as a people, it will 
be all the better for-China. I question whether 
it is good policy to proclaim, in the solemn form 
of a treaty, that we will not interfere in the inter- 
nal affairs of the Empire, when our very presence 
is an interference; or whether anything is to be 
gained by an unconditional admission of the right 
of the Chinese government to determine the 
time and manner of introducing improvements. 
If the central government can, without the intro- 
duction of modern inventions, preserve order, en- 
force the execution of treaties,. restrain the cor- 
rupt practises of its Provincial officers, and render 
prompt redress for all\greivances, we cannot just- 
ly complain if the rulers should elect to retain 
their own systems in preference to ours; but this 
being impossible, reciprocity in freedom of trade, 
residence, and travel, becomes an essential ‘con- 
dition to amicable and mutually advantageous 
relations. Abstract principles of international 
law, put forth in the form of a pledge, without 
exacting any reciprocal conditions, are unne- 
cessary and urimeaning, if not insulting. There 
could be no possible objection to these general 
principles, except, in so far as their embodi- 
ment in a treaty might be considered an ex- 
pression of contempt, if China would place her- 
self in the same relation to us, that the nations 
of Christendom hold towards each other. But 
she has not done so yet and what guarantee 


}is there that she ever will? Whatis there in the 


history of foreign intercourse with her, or in her 
entire career for upwards of two thousand years, 
to indicate that she has the slightest intention 
of making any voluntary change in her system ? 
The fact that, since the Imperial government re- 
ceived the first intelligence of the successful 
operations of its Embassy, it has been more de- 
termined than ever to resist all experiment in 
the line of progress, certainly gives no encourage- 
ment to the hope that a change is contemplated. 
China is not going either to be seduced by fair 
promises into making concessions repugnant to 
her established policy, or to make them of her 
own accord. In that respect she has been con- 
sistent from the beginning, and so, I doubt not, 
will continue to the end. Of this we have no 
right to complain. All I contend is, that having 
forced obligations upon her, we must compel her 
to observe them, or recede from the position 
which we have undertaken to maintain. 

I believe an unreserved recognition of the right 
of an ignorant pagan nation to do as it pleases, 
however retrogressive its action may be, or in- 


jurious to the cause of human progress, to be not 
only impolitic, but absolutely pernicious in its 
tendency

In all these cases, to which my attention has 
been called, I have, as my despatches will show, 
taken the most liberal view that the facts would 
justify. I believed it to be my duty, regardless 
of any personal opinions, to carry out faithfully 
the policy of my government. But Iam satisfied 
now that this policy will not, without a rigid 
exaction of all the rights granted by treaty and 
the presence of force to maintain them, produce 
the desired results in China. It is analy pan- 
dering to the bigotry and self-coneeit of the Chi- 
nese rulers, to treat them, under all circumstances 
and without any reservation, as independent and 
intelligent beings. I feel perfectly assured that 
no redress, in any of the cases enumerated, in 
which satisfaction has been obtained, would have 
been granted, or, if granted, carried into practical 
effect, without the presence of foree. The Im- 
perial authorities’ are free enough in promising 
redress, because they know the Provincial officers 
are adroit enough to evade it, and have but little 
regard for trath. 

It does not devolve upon us, and we would be 
recreant to the teachings which have elevated us 
above barbarism if we undertook it, to perpe- 
tuate, by a blind submission to such outrages, 
a political fabric founded upon paganism, how- 
ever long it may have endured, or, however well 
it may have subserved its purposes. 

What I consider most objectionable in the 
course pursued by the subordinate officers of the 
British government and sustained by our own, 
in the recent cases which led to bloodshed is, that 
so good an opportunity was lost, ¢¢ Jemonstrating, 
beyond question the utter insufficiency of the 
policy declared both by the government of the 
United States and that of Great Britain. 

The danger to the foreign. community was not 
imminent, and the action of the Consular and - 
naval officers prevented what all experience had 
shown to be inevitable—failure to obtain redress 
by diplomatic means unsustained by force. 

I have enjoined upon our own Qonsuls the ut- 
most forbearance in their dealings with the na- 
tive authorities. But there is a limit in this 
direction beyond which, I feel assured, forbearance 
would lead to war. Peace is not to be main- 
tained by yielding everything and exacting no- 
thing. Reference of all important questions back 
to the home governments, before @ single .gun- 
boat can be used, and where tele ic commu- 
nication is rigidly prohibited, is simply to nullify, 
and bring into contempt, all oar wer 
in China.

* What ‘his foreigner (Ward) remarks, that 
he respects the Great Emperor as much as he 
does that President [a contemptuous way of re- 
ferring to the President of the United States] is 
nothing less than to class the Middle Kingdom 
with barbarous tribes. Such wild exaltation of 
himself can only be relegated to subjects which 
make one laugh.”’ 

There has undoubtedly been a change in their 
estimate of foreigners since that date. The logic 
of arms has compelled respect. But if we sup- 
pose a change in their opinions and policy, we 
must suppose a cause. There has been no war 
since 1860; no act of flagrant wrong has been 


committed by any foreign power; no new policy| 1 


has been eliminated; justice and moderation 
have been observed by all the treaty powers; the 
influence of Great Britain, as well as of the 
United States has been freely given to the main- 
tainance of the Imperial government against a 
rebellion which would probably have crushed it

They were 
surrounded by the intelligent re tatives of 
the Western governments, who | contributed 
to the establishment of a pacific policy, and who 
had given evidence of their sincerity and friend- 
ship. What the Imperial authorities wanted, in 
reality, was to arrest progress, into which they 
found themselves drifting by the sheer force of 
circumstances. But it is a curious feature in the 
history of foreign intercourse with China, that 
every attempt made by the Chinese to force back. 
the current of change has had precisely the op- 
posite effect from that intended. Every measure 
taken to restrict the advance of an aggressive 
civilization has resulted in an additional step for- 
ward. That this Embassy will contribute to the 
cause of progress, I have no doubt. Whatever 
brings ‘nations nearer together must tend to the 
establishment of a better understanding, and the 
removal of obstructions to friendly intercourse. 
This was very clearly seen by Lord Elgin in his 
negotiations connected with Fg naa of Tien- 
tsin in 1858. Objecting to the plea of i 

set up by the Chinese Commissioners, 
cussing foreign affairs—a plea doubtless well 
founded, but too frequently used as a subterfuge 
to evade responsibilities — he earnestly recom- 
mended “that the Emperor should send to Eu- 
rope high and trustworthy officers, and obtain 
that knowledge, which it is essential to the dig- 
nity and security of his Empire that they 
possess.”” It was subsequently urged upon the

This, I fear, will meet with many dis- 
heartening checks before the end really desired 
by the nations of the West is attained. China 
neither sees her way clear at present to an ac- 
ceptance of the ameliorations proposed, nor has 
she, so far as facts warrant us in believing, the 
slightest desire to substitute foreign systems for 
those which have answered her purposes through 
sO many sucessive generations. All that the 
rulers of this Empire desire is, to be left free to 
work out their own destiny in their own way, and 
that is simply retrogression and final relapse into 
barbarism. They make small concessions to 
avert greater ones. The whole struggle is against 
making any at-all. I state this, not in the way 
of depreciation, but as an incontrovertible fact 
which we are bound to confront. It is a subject 
for sympathy rather than complaint, a vast em- 
pire with. an industrious and inoffensive popula- 
tion, in many respects worthy of esteem, main- 
taining an unequal struggle to preserve its an- 
cient systems against the combined powers of 
the world. We of the West see that paganism, 
and the isolation necessary to its existence, must 
give way in the natural progression of events, 
Doubtless they too see that a great change, be- 
yond which all seems in their ignorance dark, 
and disastrous, is being forced upon them, but 
they cannot see the justice of it. Instead of at- 
tributing to them, either ities or motives 
irreconcilable with their whole history, and with 
their present condition and limited intelligence, it 
is our duty to enlighten and to elevate them. 
But it is not by pandering to their superstitions 
or their weaknesses that this is to be done. The 
strong hand of pressure may be more humane ip 
the end than empty flattery. No reliance can be 
more uncertain than that based upon the for- 
bearance or magnanimity of the treaty powers. 


or by the accidents of war. The best friends of 
China will undoubtedly prove to be those who 
can induce her to strengthen her organisation, 
and render herself able and worthy to maintain 
an independent position. There is no security 
in procrastination. Nothing upon earth, or in 
national or individual life, is absolutely stationary. 
Either retrogression or advance is inevitable. 
How far the one may be justifiable, if it be pos- 
sible to avert it, or the other be insisted upon as 
essential to friendly intercourse and the main- 
tainance of existing rights, remains to be deter- 
mined by the dominant powers. : 

If the citizens and subjects of Western nations 
must be content to limit their intercourse to the 
Treaty ports, and depend for protection upon an 
impracticable policy, there is no guarantee that 
the limitation will not have to be carried still 
farther. All experience shows that a retrogres- 
sive movement once commenced in this country, 
inevitably leads to war. Neither the United 
States nor Great Britain can desire this. Our 
present relations with China are friendly, and 
peace and good understanding can easily be 
a ined by a policy at once equitable and

At 4.15, finding that we could not gain upon the leak, 
and fearing that the coal dust would in time choke the 
pumps, I decided to keep away for Hongkong, -to save 
the ship, and signalled to the Azef to report us when 
she reached port. 

At this time the water was just clear of the grate bars, 
and we found that running off before the sea the ship 
rolled so much with the water in her, that at times there 
was great danger of the fires in the wing furnaces be- 
coming flooded. — . 

The boats were made ready to lower, and the fore arid 
¢op-sail yards laid across the forecastle, and constructed 
into a raft, ready to launch should it become necessary. 

Through the night the leak continued about the same, 
and the water in the fire-room became so heated that it 
was with difficulty the mien were able to tend the fires, 

At 2 A.M. on the 26th, made the Nine-pina, weather 
thick and rainy, stood off shore to wait for daylight, but 
found that running head to the sea the leak gained up- 
on the pumps, so ran in for the Ly-ce-moon Pass, and 
kept the ship under weigh uatil 10 o'clock, when we 
hauled into the Union Dock, 

Five minutes after the engine was stopped the fires 
were flooded, and in fifteen minutes the leak gained five 
feet.
